ſhal'd by the Heralds, ſo. to them I refer. 
the Perſons concern'd. 

Some, indeed; have pretended. to give 
compleat Atchievements, and. yet there 
are very few (if any) that are ſo; nor is: 
there any Certainty of marſhalling a com- 
pleat Coat, but by the Heralds, becauſe. 
ſeveral may be omitted, and others wrong 


plac'd. 


It is alſo an Error to ſurround Arms (en- 
grav'd) with the Garter, Order of the 
Thiſtle, or Bath; becauſe thoſe Honours 
don't always deſcend to the next Heir; 
but that ſuch Honours may not be wanting 
to the Perſons ſo dignify'd, they are ad- 
ded to their other Titles, with the Places- 
from whence all their Titles are taken 3. 
and they, with their Arms, are found at 
one View in the Index. |

the Greeks, named Gaothelus, who was the Son od 
Cecrops King of Athens, the Builder of that City, 
VOI. II. | A And 
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And this Gaothelus, being baniſh'd from his Father, 
for his wild Exploits in the Country of Macedonia, 
got together a Number of ſtrong and luſty young Men, 
with whom he fled into Egypt; and coming Sie 
in the 33d Year of Pharaoh Orus, was kindly receiv'd 
of that King, who deſir d his Aſſiſtance againſt the 
Erhiopians, who had invaded the Realm of Egypt as 
far as Memphis, 

Gaothelus, in Return for his favourable Reception, 
went forth with his Bands againſt the Ethiopians, un- 
der Moſes the Captain-General of the Army ; and 


having obtain d the Victory, as alſo conquer d Saba; 


for theſe, and other his valiant Acts, he grew in ſuch 
Eſteem with Pharaoh, that he gave him his Daughter, 
named Scota, in Marriage. 

Being advanc'd by this honourable Marriage, and 
obtaining thereby the City of Thebes, he liv'd all the 
Days of Pharaoh (his Father-in-law) in great Reſpe& ; 
but after that King s Deccaſe, Pharaoh the Grandſon, 
(who to cruelly tormented the Iſraelites with Taxes 
and Bondagc) had no Regard to Gaothelus, or his 
Service; upon which, he being warn'd by Moſes of 
the Plagues that ſhould happen to the Egyptians, pre- 

ared to remove into ſome other Country; and took 
Ris Wite and Children, and a great Number of Greeks 
and Egyprians, and hoiſting Sail, departed out of the 
Mourh of the River Nile, in the Year of the World's 
Creation 2453, when he had dwelt in Egypt thirty 
nine Tears. 

After ſome Trouble in the Voyage, they arriv'd frſt 
on the Coaſt of Numidia, one of the Regions of A- 
Frica, ſince call d karbary ; but being — back from 
thence by a ſtout Reſiſtance of the Inhabitants, they 
landed in a Part of Spain, now call d Portugal; from 
whence, after they had conquer'd thoſe People, they 
removed to the North of Spain, and there built a 
City in Galatia, naming it Brigantia, which is now 
Compoſtela, 

Here Gaothelus taking upon him the Title of King, 
fat upon his Marble Stone, and devis'd and ordain'd 
Laus; and becauſe he would have his People known 

y once Name, he gave Commandment that they thould 
be call d Scottihmen, from his Wife Scota: But 
when he perceiv'd that they multiply'd fo faſt, * 

| the 
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the Country was not able to ſuſtain them, and under- 
ſtanding there was an Ifland lying North over againſt 
Spain, wherein there were but few Inhabitants, he 
caus'd all his Ships to be brought together, into an 
Haven near Brigantia, and there commanding a great 
Army to be aſſembled, he appointed his two Sons, 
Hiberus and Himecus, (which he had by his Wite 
Scora) to convoy th.m over into that Ifland, which 
ow Hiberus took the Name of Hibernia, now Ire- 
and. 

Their firſt Arrival in Ireland, was in the Haven of 
Dundalk, where getting to Land, they encamp'd them- 
ſelves near the Shore, and then ſent ſome of their 
Party to ſearch and learn what Sort of People inha- 
bired the Country; who, upon their Return, brought 
ſeveral with them, which Hiberus finding to be very 
ſimple, (viz. ſuch as liv'd upon Milk and Herbs, and 
other the like Things, as the Earth by Nature brought 
forth) he and his Brother Himecus us'd them with 
Gentleneſs, and by that Means won them, and all that 
dwelt thereabout, who came in, and ſubmitted them- 
ſelves with Gladneſs. N 

When Things were thus ſettled, Hiber left his Bro- 
ther Himecus in Charge with the Governmenr, and 
rerurned to Spain, where finding his Father dead, he 
ſucceeded in his Place, to the great Rejoycing of all 
the People there. 

This Hiber being a Man of great Courage, and 
more given to the Wars than his Father was, con- 
quer'd all the bordering Cities and Towns; ſo that 
the Scots and Spaniards, in a few Years after, by Mar- 
riages, and other Contracts, became one Na ion. 

The Succeſſion of Kings continu'd in Hiber s Poſte- 
rity many Years, amonſt which, Metellus, Hermoneus, 
Prolomeus, Hibertus, and Simon Brechus, were of 
moſt worthy Fame, as is recorded by ſuch as have 
written the Hiſtories of that Na ion more ar large. 

While Affairs were thus (errl:nz in Spain, the Scotch- 
men under the Government of Himecus in Ireland, 
were much troubled wich the former Inhabiran:s 3 
whereupon they ſent an Embaſſage to Merellus, who 
then reign'd over the Scotchmen in Spain, requeitm 
his Aſſiſtance againſt their Enemies, that endcavourc 
to expel the Scorch Nation out of Ireland. 

A 2 Metellus 
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Metellus hearing this News, was mov'd with a natu- 
ral Zeal towards the Scots, and immediately ſent his 
three Sons, Hermoneus, Prolomeus, and Hibertus, 
with a choſen Army into Ireland; where vanquiſhing 
the Enemy in fierce and crucl Battles, they ſet the 
Scotchmen in ſure and quiet Poſſeſſion of all their 
Lands and Livings. 

After this, the Scottiſh Eſtate continu'd many Years 
quietly in Ireland, and was govern'd by Simon Bre- 
chus, a King of their own, whom they ſent for from 
Spain; which Simon, brought with him the Marble 
Stone wherecon Gaothelus uſed ro fit, and thercon 
caus d himſelf to be crown'd ; it having, as they be- 
lieved, ſuch a Deſtin — wah. it, that wherelocver 
it ſhould be found, chere ſhould the scotchmen have 
the Supreme Governance. And hence it came to pals, 
that fix it in Spain, after in Ireland, and then in Scot- 
Und, the Kings which rul'd over the Scotchmen, re- 
ceived the Crown fitting upon that Stone, until the 
Reign of Robert I. of which more hereafter. 

Brechus being thus crown'd, was the firſt King that 
reign'd over the Scots in Ireland, and began his Reign 
there, in the Year from the World's Creation, 3270, 
which was 1616 Years after the Flood, and betore the 
Incarnation of our Blefſed SAVIOU R, fix hun- 
dred ninety ſeven, 

He ru'd his Subjects with great mer, forty Years,, 
and was ſucceeded by Fondufus, who had Iſſue Ethion, 
and he Glaucus, ho begat Noitaſilas, the Father of 
Rothſay; all which, reigned ſucceſſively over the 
Scotchmen in Ireland; bur Rothſay perceiving the 
Scottiſh Nation increaſe more than the Country was 
well able to ſuſtain, tranſplanted certain Numbers ot 

m over into the Iſles, anciently call d Ebonides, 
afterwards Hebrides, but now by the Scots, the We- 
— . becauſe they lie on the Weſtern Half of. 

cotland.. 

He nam'd alſo that Iſle which he firſt begau to poſ- 
ſeſs, Rothſay, after his own Name; and the Tranſla— 
tion of theſe Scotchmen into thoſe Iſles, was 132 
Years after the Coronation of Brechus; but Rothſay 
had nor been long there, before he heard of the Death 
of his Father, and thereupon return'd into Ireland.,, 
te lucceeded in his Place Icaving the. Scotchmen — 
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the Ille, to whom others went over in great Numbers ; 
at laſt divers Companies of them got over into the 
main Land, which was call'd Albion, where they be- 
gan to ſettle, naming Argathelia, (now the County of 
Argyle) after the Name of their firſt Captain and 
Guide, Gaothelus. | 

At their firſt coming, they divided themſelves into 
Tribes, every owe of which had a ſpecial Goveruor, 
under whom they cortinu'd many Years, without 
Trouble of Wars, or Invaſion; and in that Time, a 
People of Germany, (who were call'd Picts from the 
Painting and colouring, their Faces) came and ſettled 
in another Part of Albion, which is now call d the 
Iſle of Orkney; from wience, after ſome Time, they 
ferry'd over into Caithneſs ; where, afterwards in- 
creaſing, they poſſeſs'd themſelves of Roſs, Murray 
Merne, and Angus, as ailo Fife and Lothian, an 
drove trom thence the Britons. 

Theſe Picts entcr'd Scotland about the Year of the 
World's Creation 3633, and afterwards wanting Wives 
to maintain their Stock and Progeny, they requir'd of 
the Scotchmen a Number of Women to marry wich, 
that thereby a true Alliance might be had berwixr 
both Nat ions; and that, if Need requir'd, they might 
— better defend them from their common Enemy, the 

ritons. 

This being granted, the Affinity betwixt the Scots 
and Picts increaſed, to the Wealth of both Nations, 
and great Love and Friendſhip was maintain'd among 
them; but at lengrh3 the Britons perceiving ſome 
Grudge, or Envy to be between them, they ſent Em- 

aſſadors ro the Pics, declaring, that it were more 
honourable for them to join in League with the Bri- 
tons, than with the Scots; which the Pias at laſt 
agreed to, and after ſought daily how to quarrel with 
the Scots, making Proclamation, that no Scotchman 
ſhould enter their Borders upon Pain of Death. 

The one Nation ſezking thus ro be reveng'd of the 
other, there iſſu'd open War betwixt them; where- 
upon the Scotchmen ſent an Embaſſador to their Kinſ- 
men in Ireland, requeſting their Aſſiſtance againſt the 
Picts and Britons, who ſought their utter Deſtruction, 
except ſpeedy Remedy was found. 
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Ferquhard, who was then King over the Scots in 
Ireland, receiv & the Embaſlage kindly, and having 
rais'd a great Army, appointed his Son Fergus to be 
General, and ſent wich him the Marble Stone, that he 
might the better hope to reign there. 

When Fergus came into Albion, they aſſembled a 
Parliament in Argyle, where it was agreed, with the 
whole Conſent of the People, that he ſhould be King, 
and was accordingly crown d upon his Marble Stone, 
being rhe firſt of the Scottiſh Nation that ever rul'd in 
Albion, as abſolute Governor. 

The Form of the Stone on which King Fergus was 
erown d. (and on which, as *tis ſaid, the Patriarch 
reſted his Head in the Plain of Luza) is ſome what 
triangular, the Colour bluith, mix d wich red Spots, 
and being broken, reſembles a Peble. 

This Stone being firſt carry'd ro Brigantia, and from 
thence through Ireland to Scotland, as before noted, 
at was there, by King Kenneth, (in the Year of Chriſt 
$50) inclos'd in a Wooden Chair, and plac'd in the 
Abbey of Scone, where the Scottiſh Kings were gene- 
rally crown'd in thoſe Days; but in the Year 1297, 
when Edward I. of England had vanquiſh'd John 
Paliol, King of Scorland, he carry'd the Chair, with 
their Crown and Scepter, into England, where he 
offer'd them to the Shrine of news fm ward the Con- 
feſlor ; and ever ſince, the Chair has been uſed as the 
accuſtom'd Throne, on which the Kings of England 
are inaugurated, ; 

This ancient Coronation=-Chair, which is now plac'd 
in the Abbey of Weſtminſter, is in Form very plain 
and low, the Back and Sides of ſolid hard Wood, and 
under the Scat, which is ſupported by four Lions, 
lies the aforeſaid Stone, on which was engraven this 
Inſcription, 


Ni fallat fatum, Scoti, quicunque locatum 
Inveniunt Lapidem, regnare tenentur ibidem, 


Or Fates deceiv d, and Heaven decrees in vainz _ 
Or where they find this Scone, the Scotch fhall reign.

RE HIS Monarchy may juſtly be reckon'd 
«a the oldeſt in the known World, his pre- 
ſent MAJESTY being the Hundred 
BY and Fourteenth Sovereign, as will be 
cen by the following Catalogue. 
1. King Fergus began his Reign in the 
Year 330, before the Incargation of our Saviour, and 
bore for his armorial Enſign, Sol, a Lion rampants 
— which has been continu'd ever ſince, as the 
Royal Badge of that Kingdom, the double Treſſure 
being added in the Year 792, by Charlemain of France 
as a Memorial of an Alliance between that King and 
Achaius 2 Scotland: And Fergus being ſhip- 
wreck'd on the Coaſt of Ireland, after he had reign d 
twenty eight Years, was ſuccceded by Feritharis his 
Brother, leaving two Sons under Age, Ferlegus and 
Mainus. 

2. The Kingly Ornaments of Feritharis, were his 
N Sword, his Scepter Royal, and his Crown 


faſhion d in Form of a Rampart, made for 
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the Defence of the Town and Fortreſs; and theſe Or- 
naments of Iuveſtiture remained to the Scorch Kings, 
without being in any Point changed, till the Days of 
the ſaid King Achaius z but then (in Token of the 
aforcſaid League) there was added to the Rim of the 
Crown tour Fleurs de lis, and as many Croſſes pattee; 
and Feritharis being ſlain, after he had rcign'd 15 
Years, by means of Ferlegus, his eJdeſt Nephew, the 
ſaid Ferlegus was excluded, becauſe of that Murther, 
and Mainus his Brother ſucceeded. 

z. Mainus reign'd 29 Years, and to him ſucceeded 
Dornadilla his Son ; which Dornadilla reign'd 28 Years, 
and lcad ing a Son under Age, was ſucceeded by No- 
thatus his Brother, 

4. Nothatus having reign'd twenty Years, was then 
kill'd for his Tyranny, and was ſucceeded by Ruther 
his Nephew, the Son of Dornadilla. 

5. Ruther reign'd 26 Years, and had a Son named 
Thereus ; but he being under Age, Keutha, the Bro- 
ther of Ruther, ſucceeded, and after 14 Years Reign, 
reſfign'd to Thereus his Nephew. | | 

6. Thereus having thus obtain'd the Crown, reigid 
12 Years, but was then baniſh'd to York for his Ty= 
ranny, and there dy'd. | 

7. To Thereus Facbeddea Joſina his Brother, who 
reien d 24 Years, and was fueceeded by Finnanus his 
Son. 

8. Finnanus reign'd zo Lears, and to him ſucceeded 
Durſtus his Son. 

9. Durſtus, after nine Years Reign, was flain in 
Battle by his Nobles for his Tyranny, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by Evenus his Brother. 

10. Evenus reien'd 19 Years, and then dy'd; after 
which, Gillas, his Baſtard Son, uſurp'd the Crown, 

21. Silas, after two Years Reign, was taken in 
Bairle, and beheaded; and to him ſucceeded Evenus 
the Grandſon of King joſina, by his Son Donallus. 

12. Evenus II. having reignd 19 Years, he then 
reſigr'd the Crown to Ederus the Grandſon of King 
Durſtus, by his Son Dochamus. 


13. Ederus reign'd 48 Years, and in his Time, Julius 


Cxlar invaded Britain. 


14. To King Ederus ſucceeded Even III. his, Soh,

he had a Son nam'd Henry, who in Right of his Mo- 
ther was Earl of Northumberland and Huntingdon; 
and dying at Kelſo, before his Father, in the Ycar 
1152, was bury'd in Durafermline. | 

He marry'd Adama, Daughter to William Earl of 
Warren, and by her had three Sons and three Daugh- 
ters, which Daughters were, Adama, Margaret, and 
Maud; and of the Sons, which were Malcolm, Wil- 
liam, and David, the latter was Earl of Huntingdon, 
and the eldeſt, on the 3d of May, 1153, became King 
ot Scotland. ;

Daughter Margaret, and her Deſcendants, ſhould ſuc- 
ceed to the Crown of Scotland. 

Now it Io happen'd, that the two Sons of. Alexan- 
der 4 in their Father's Life-time, as above men- 
tion'd ; and the ſaid Margaret their. Siſter, who was 
Queen of Norway, dying in 1282, as did King Alex- 
ander III. her Father, on the 19th of April, 1285, 
after he had reigned 39 Years, that Margaret the Daugh- 
rer of 3 Queen. of Norway, was recogniz d 
Heireſs of the Kingdom of Scotland; but by Reaſon 
of her Minority, the Realm was govern'd by fix Re- 
gents, till rhe Year 1289, in which, the (aid young 
Lasset dy'd unmarry d, and in her Voyage to Scot- 

Upon this Queen's Death, great Contentions aroſe 
between John Baliol and Robert Bruce, and others of 
the Poſterity of David Earl of Huntingdon, (younger 
Brother to William King of Scots, before mention d, 
cal'd the Lion) who were the ncareſt Heirs to the 


Crow. 

John BalioPs Pretenſion was, that Margaret the el- 
deſt Daughter of Earl David, was marry'd to Alan 
Eart of Galloway; and their eldeſt Daughter, named 

ornadilla, being marry'd to Sir John Baliol, Grand- 
macher to this John, who ſuccesded in Right of his

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Mother, to the Title and Eſtate of Galloway, that he 
was the neareſt Heir of Line to the Crown. 

Robert Bruce, Earl of Annandale, prerended thar 
Iſabella, the 24 Daughter of Earl David, was marry d 
to Thomas Earl of Carrick, and their only Daughter 
named Martha, who ſucceeded her Father as Counteſs 
of Carrick, being marry'd to Robert Bruce, Lord of 
Annandale, by him had a- Son named Rober:, who 
ſucceeded his Grandfarher in the Title and Eftate of 
Earl of Carrick, in Right of his Mother, ,&c 

At this Time, Edward I. King of England, ſeeing. 
Scotland without a King, begins ro form Projects to 
bring it under his own Dominion, and thereupon 
caus'd himſelf ro be choſen Arbitrator of the Diffe- 
rence between Baliol and Bruce, and upon the 15th 
of November 1292, pronounc'd Sentence in Favour of 

ohn Baliol; at which Time he alſo appointed a Day 
or the ſaid Baliol to take an Oath of Allegiance to 
him, and another for him to perform Homage to him 
for the Kingdom of Scotland; and the ſame was ac- 
cordingly done, the firſt at Norham, upon the 2oth 
ot November; and the 2d at Newcaſtle, the 26th of - 
December, a 

96. John Baliol was declar'd King of Scotland in the- 
Year 1293, being fix Years and nine Months after the 
Death of Alexander III. (during which Time, the 
Tard was govern'd by ſix Regents, as before obſer wd) 
and was crown'd at Scoon; bur after he had reign d 
four Years, the Nobility hating him, and he quarrel- 
ling with the ſaid King Edward, by renouncing the 
Homage he had paid him, that King expell'd him, (and 
Edward his Son, who had marry'd a Daughter of 
Charles de Valois, Brother to Philip the Fair, King 
of France) and thereby obliging the Scots to own him 
for their Sovereign, he then ſent the Marble Chair 
from Scoon to Weſtminſter, where it now remains. 

. When Robert Bruce, the Great-grandſon of Da- 
vid Earl of Huntingdon, faw the Kingdom thus opry 


preſs'd by Edward, he gather'd a ſtrong Party, and on 
the 25th of March, 1306, went to Scoony where he 
was crown'd King of Scotland; and thereupon Alex= 
ander and Thomas, his Brothers, who were taken Pri- 
ſoners by King Edward, were, by his Command, moſt 


$arbarouſl dgr's in cool Blood ; and in 1335 Ed. 
murder d 1 "va. 80 
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ward Bruce, the other Brother of King Robert, be- 
ang by him ſent into Ireland, at the Requeſt of thoſe 
Princes, — being oppreſs'd by the Engliſh Gover- 
nors) he there made ſuch a Progreſs, that at length he 
was crown'd ; but after having liv'd in that Iſland a- 
bout three Years, he was kill d in Battle at Dundalk 
by che Engliſh, who routed his Army, and repoſſeſs d 
all the ſtrong Towns in the Kingdom. 

King Robert I. who had fled from Edward of Eng- 
land, into France, returning into Scotland, and pol- 
ſeſſing himſelf of the Crown, as above mention'd, an 
Engllih Army was ſent to oppoſe him, but was entire- 
iy defeared at Bannockburn, with the Loſs of 10,000 
Men; whereupon King Robert kept the Crown, and 
reigned 24 Years; and dying on the th of July 1329, 
his Body was bury'd in Dumfermline; but his Heart, 
according to his Deſire, was carry d to Jeruſalem, and 
bury'd there, near the Holy Grave. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, Iſabella, Daughter to 
Donald Earl of Mar, and by her had a Daughter na- 
med Margery, who was marry'd to Walter Steuart, 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, Father of King Ro- 
bert II. and after the Death of Queen Iſabella, che 
ſaid King Robert I. marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to 
Richard de Burgo, or Bourk, Earl of Ulſter in Ire- 
land, who bare to him David his Succeſſor, and two 
Daughters; whereof, Maud dy'd young, but Margaret 
the eldeſt, was marry'd to the Earl of Sutherland, 
and by him had a Son.

Edward III. King of England, 3 uſurped the 
Crown of Scotland, Anno 1331, as before obſery*d, 
the Friends of King David ſcnt William Earl of Dou- 
glaſs, Embaſſador to France, to the ſaid King, (who 
was there proreged by Philip King of that Realm) to 
bring him over to take Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom ; 
and upon tht zd of May, 1332, he and his Queen ar- 
riving at Perth, Baliol fled into England, being to- 
rally defeated by the Scots, after he had reign'd over 
them 37 Years. : 

King David having enter'd England on the 15th of 
October, 1346, with a numerous Army; and being 
in a Battle at. Nevil's Croſs in Durham, 15000 of his 
Men were killd upon the Spot; and he being taken 
Priſoner by the Engliſh, wich them remain'd till 1357 
when, having agreed to pay 100, ooo Marks Sterling, 
for his Ranſom, left 20 Hoſtages as Sureties for the 
Payment thereof in nine ears, and returned to Scot- 
land, where, after reigning 39 Years, he dy'd on the 
29th of February, 1370, without Iſſue, in his Caſtle of 
Edinburgh, and was bury'd in the Abbey of Holy- 
Rood Houſe. : 

100. To King David II. ſucceeded Robert II. his 
Nephew, the Son of his Siſter Margery by Walter 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, as before mention'd, 
which Robert was proclaim'd in 1370, upon the 
Death of the ſaid David II. his Uncle, being then 7 
Years of Age, and was deſcended from Duffus King 
5 Scotland, taking the Sirname of Steuart, as N- 
OWSs : 

Duffus the 58th King of Scotland being murder d b

Malcolm, for his Valour and good Conduct againſt 
the Rebels in Galloway, {beſides his being the neareſt 
Branch of the Royal Family) was created Seneſchal or 
Lord High Steward (as Receiver of all the King's Re- 
venues) of Scotland; ſo that from the Name of his 
High Office, deriv'd the Royal Sirname of Steuart. 
is Walter had a Son nam'd Allan, who ſucceeded 

him, and was Father of another Walter, who had 
two Sons, Alexander his Succeſſor, and Robert, which 
Robert was Founder of the Family of Lenox. 
Alexander, who ſucceeded his Father in the Office

King Robert being a Prince of a mean Spirit, he 
left the Government to the Care of his Brother the 
faid Duke of Albany; which Duke, deſiring to ſettle 
the Grown on his own.

105. James IV. the Son of James III. was crown'd 
at Edinburgh, on the 23d of June, 1489, in the 16th 
Year of his Age; and on the 25th of January, 1501-2, 
he being marry'd to Margaret, eldeſt Daughter of 
King Henry VII. by Elizabeth his Qucen, who was 
Daughter to Edward IV. on that Match the Union of

106. James V. the Son of James IV. was crown'd at 
Stirling che 24th of February, 1513-14, being then but 
one Year, five Months, and ten Days 0:d ; ſo that John 
Duke of Albany, Son to Alexander, the Brother of 
King James III. was elected Governor of the Realm, 
*rill the King's Maturity. 

On the firſt of January, 1537, rhe faid Kk. James V. 
was marry'd to the Lady Magdalen, eldeſt Daughter to 
Francis I. King of France; but ſhe dying on the 7th 
of July following, the King on the 12th of June, 1 $36, 
was marry'd to the Lady Mary of Lorrain, Daughter 
to Claude Duke of Guiſe, by whom he had two Sons, 
James and Arthur, who dy'd in their Infancy; but on 
the 8th of December, 1542, ſhe was deliver'd of a 
Danghter who was named Mary, and after her Father's 
Deceaſe was crowned Queen. 

King James V. dying in his Caſtle of Falkland, on 
the 13th of December 1542, in the 33d Year of his 
Age, and 324 of his Reign, was bury d in the Abbey 
of Holyrood-Houſe, and James Hamilton, Earl of 
Arran, his Kinſman, was conſtitured Governor of the 
Realm, and Tutor to the young Queen Mary, during 
her Minority. This Earl deny'd giving her in Mar- 
riage to Edward VI. King of England, tho' it was 
agreed on by the chief Peers of both Realms. 

1007. Queen Mary, the only Daughter of K. James V. 
ſucceeded her Father, Dec. 13, 1542, being but ſeven 
Days old at her Father's Death, and was firſt mar- 
ry'd to Francis II. King of France, by whom ſhe had 
no Iſiue; but on the 28th of July 1564, the being mar- 
ry'd to James Steuart, Lord Darnley, (who _ ow 
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29 Years of Age) Son and Hir of Matthew Earl of 
Lenox, as has been obſerv'd, they were the next Da 
roclaim'd by the Names and Titles of Henry an 
ary, King and Queen of Scotland; and on the 19th 
of June 1565, had a Son born, who was afterwards 
King James VI. | 

On the gth of February 4566-7, the ſaid Henry 
Lord Darnley, being murder d by the Earl ef Mur- 
ray, the {aid Queen Mary, was marry'd on the 15th 
of May following, to James ow Earl of Both=- 
well, who was thereupon created Duke of Orkney and 
Zetland ; but upon this Marriage, the Queen deing 
eleven Months impriſon'd by her own factious Nobi- 
lity, the was at length oblig'd to reſign the Crown to 
her young Son, at that Time ſcarce 13 Months old, 
who five Days after, was annointed and crown'd King, 
by the Name of James VI. _ . 

The —— after this, eſcaping out of Priſon, fled 
into England for Sanctuary; bur being deny'd Acceſs 
to Queen Elizabeth, was roſs'd from one Priſon to 
another, for the Space of 18 Years, and then, on rhe 
6th of February, 1586-7, was beheaded in Fothering- 
hay Caftle, in the County of Northampton, for be- 
ing 1 pretended) in a Plot againſt the Queen of 

ngland. 

108. James VI. the Son of Henry and Mary, King 
and Queen of Scotland, was born in the Caſtle of E- 
dinburgh, on the 19th of June, 1566, and was crown*d 
at Stirling on the 29th of july, 1567, by Adam Biſhop 
of Orkney, aſſiſted by the Earl of Athole, in the 
Royal Chapel; which Earl of Athole carry'd the 
Crown ; the Earl of Glencairn, the Sword of Ho- 
nour ; and the young King was carry'd by the Earl of

After the King was crown'd, James Earl of Mur- 
ray (his Father's Murderer, a natural Son of King 
ames V.) was appointed Regent during his Minority; 
ut on the 234 of January, 1570, the ſaid Earl being 
ſhot through the Belly with a fingle Ball, at Linlich- 
gow, by James Hamilton of Bothwell- haugh; Mat» 

w Steuart Earl of Lenox, Grandfather to the 
youngdKing, was elected Regent; and he being ſlain 
on the qth of September 15715 by Captain Calder, 
the Earl of Mar was elected in ; bur he dying 
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at Stirling on the 28th of October, 1572, of Grief, 
for the Trouble he ſuſtain'd in the Place, 2 Dou- 
glas, Earl of Morton, became Regent, and ſo conti- 
nu' d *rill the Year 1399, and then the King, tho' but 
12 Years of Age, took upon himſelf the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Affairs; and in October 1589, by the Recom- 
mendarion of Queen Elizabeth, was marry'd to Anne, 
Paughter ro Chriſtian II. King of Denmark and Nor- 
Way. 

Queen Elizabeth having a little before her Death 
(which happen'd on the 24th of March 1602-3, in the 
Toth Year of her Age, and 45th of her Reign) decla- 
red the ſaid James VI. King of Scotland, her Succeſ- 
for, he was the ſame Day that ſhe dy'd, proclaim'd at 
Whitehall, King of England, Scotland, France, and 
Ireland, &c. EC 

This 2 VI. the iſt Monarch of Great Britain, 
having ſettled his Affairs in Scotland, ſet forward for 
England on the 5th of April, 1603, and arriv'd in 
London on the th of May; after which, he ſent di- 
vers Lords and Ladies into Scotland, to conduct his 
Queen and Children to England; who returning on 
the 25th of June, brought with them Prince Henry, 
(then nine Years of Age) and the Lady Elizabeth; 
leaving Charles Duke of Albany (abour three Years 
old) behind them, he being then ſick of a Fever; but 
was brought ro Windſor in October following. 

King James having created divers new Lords and 
Knights, he and his Queen, on the 25th of July, 1603, 
were crown'd in Weſtminſter- Abbey, (by Dr. John 
Whitgift, Archbiſhop of Canterbury) where the An- 
£1que Regal Chair of Enthronization did happily re- 
ceive, with the Perſon of his Majeſty, the full Ac- 
compliſhment of the Propherical Prediction of his 
coming to the Crown of England. 

In 1609, this King (who was the only Son of Queen. 
Mary, Daughter of James V. Son of James IV, and 
Margaret his Queen, eldeſt Daughter of Henry VII. 
of England, as before has been obſerv'a) takinghto 
Conſideration the Peace and Security of Ireland — 


ted the City of London the preſem Poſſeſſion and 
Plantation of the Province of Ulſter 3 who ceo 


{ent thither about 300 Perſons of all Sorts of Handi- 
craftſmen, chiefly to inhabit Londonderry and _— 
| Jancy 
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raine, and appointed Alderman Cockain the firſt Go- 
vernor. 

Now, to advance this or the like Colonies in that 
Kingdom, King lames, about this Time, began a new 
Order of Knighthood, call d Baronets, and appointed, 
certain Laws to make them capable of being admitted: 
Firſt, that they ſhould maintain 30 Foot Soldiers in 
Ireland, for three Years, at the Rate of Eight-pence 


er Day, and to pay down the Wares for one whole 


car, at the Paſſing of their Patent; that they ſhould 
be Gentlemen of Blood of three Deſcents; and laſtly, 
have Lands of Inheritance in Poſſeſſion, or immediate 
Re verſion, to the Value of 1000 Pounds per Ann. 

King James VI. having reign'd over England with 
great Prudence and Commendation 22 Years and three 
Jays, dy'd on the 295th of March, 1625, at his Houſe 
at Theobalds in the County of Hertford, from whence 
his Body being convey'd ro Weſtminſter, was interr d 
in the Chapel of Henry VII. where a ſtately Monu- 
ment was erected to his Memory, and his Iſſue by Anne 
his Queen, were as follow: 

Henry-Frederick Prince of Wales, Duke of Corn- 
wall and Rothſay, and Earl of Cheſter and Flint, born 
in Scotland February 19, 1593-4 and dy'd Novemb. 6, 
1612, of a Fever art St. James's, at the Age of 18 
Ycars, eight Months, and ſeven Lays, and was bury'd 
at Weſtminſter. 

Robert the 2d Son, was born in Scotland, and dy'd 
very young there. 

Charles Duke of York and Albany, 3d Son, was 


orn on the 29th of November, 1600; and after the 


Death of his elder Brother Prince Henry, was created 
Prince of Wales; as alſo ſuccerded his Father in the 
Monarchy of Great Britain, by the Title of Charles I, 
as will be ſhewn in its Place. 

Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of King James VI. and 
Aune his Queen, was born in Scotland, on the 19th of 
Auguſt, 1596, and on the 14h of February 1612-13, 
was rr dat Whitehall, to Frederick the ich of thar 
N Count Palatine of the Rhine 3 who in the 
eas zo, was elected King of Bohemia, and by him 
ſhedadfgh: Sons and five Daughters; of which, So- 
his ne youngeſt was nominared Succeſſor — the 
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Erown of Great Britain, &c. and was Mother of 
King George I. 

Margaret, zd Daughter af King James VI. and Queen 
Anne, was born in Scotland, December 24, 1598, and 
there dy'd young. 

Mary of Great Britain, zd Daughter, was born at 
Greenwich in 1605, and dy d at two Years old, and 

Sophia of Great Britain, the fourth and youngeft 
Daughter of King James VI. and Queen Anne, was 
born at Greenwich, Anno 1606, and dy'd at two 
Days old. 

109. Charles I. the zd and only ſurviving Son of 
King James VI. ſucceeded his Father at 25 Years of 
Age; and in 1625, (the Year of his Father's Death 

on the firſt of May, being marry'd to the Princeſs 
Henrietta-Maria, youngeit Daughter of Henry IV. 
ſirnamed the Great, King of France, and Siſter to 
Lewis XIII. rhey, on the zd of February, 1625-6, 
were crown'd at Weſtminſter ;-as on the 18th of june, 
1633, his Majeſty was crown'd at Edinburgh, ir being 
the gth Year of his Reign over England; but on the 
-3oth of January, 1648-9, he was moſt cruelly and 
unnxurally murder'd before his Palace at Whitehall, 
by his own Subjects, and his Body was bury'd in St. 
George's Chapel at Windſor, ; 

By his virtuous and illuſtrious Princeſs, he had the 
folowing Iſſue, viz. 17 

Charles Prince of Great Britain, who was born, 
baptiz d, and deceas d, the 18th of March, 1628. 

Charles Prince of Great Britain, 2d Son, born the 

29th of May, 1630, (his Nativity being uſher'd in 
with a Star {cen at Noon-Day) and he ſucceeding his 
Father in his Kingdoms, by the Name of Charles IL 
his Marriage and Iſſue will follow hereafter. 
; of Great Britain, Duke of York and Albany, 
(afterwards King James VII.) was born on the 14th ot 
October, 1633 3 and of him alſo more will be ſaid in 
its proper Place. ; 

Henry of Great Britain, 4th Son of King Charles I. 
was born at Oat lands in Surry, on the 8th of July 1642, 
but dy'd at Whitehall, September 13, 1660, unmarry d, 
and was bury'd in Henry VIT's Chapel. s . 

Mary of Great Britain, eldeſt Daughter of King 
Eharlts I. was born at St. James's, on 4 No- 
| 3 
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vember, 1631; and on the 2d of May, 1641, was 
eſpouſed at Whitehall, to Wiliam of Naſſau, the. 
only Son of Henry-Frederick Prince of Orange; 
which Prince dying on the 6th of November, 1650, 
left his diſconſolate _ Princeſs then great with 
Child ; who, on the 14th of the (aid Month, was de- 
liver'd of a Poſthumous Son, who was baptized Wil- 
liam-Henry, and was Prince of Orange, and King of 
Great Britain, as in its Place will be thewn. 

Elizabeth of Great Britain, zd Daughter of King 
Charles 1. was born at St. James's, on the 28th of 
December, 1435, and dy'd on the 8th of September, 
1650, in Carſbrook Caſtle in the Iſle of Wight, 
where ſhe was impriſon'd with her Royal Father. 

Anne of Great Britain, 3d Daughter of K. Charles I. 
was born on the 17th of March, 1636-7,. and dy'd at 
Richmond, on the 8th of December, 1640. 

Henrietta-Maria of Great Britain, qth and youngeſt 
Daughter of King Charles I. was born in Bedford- 
Houſe in the City of Exeter, june 16, 1644, and on 
the 31ſt of March, 1661, was marry'd to Philip then 
Duke of Anjou, afterwads Duke of Orleans, only Bro- 
ther to the French King. 

110. Charles II. 24 Son of the Royal Martyr, and 
Queen Henrietta of France, was (as 1 have before obs 
Ierv'd) born at the Palace of St. James, and at cight 
Years of Age, was clected a Knight of the Moſt Noble. 
Order of the Garter, being alſo, 1won after, by Order 
(not Creation) called Prince of Wales. 

At 12 Years of Age, he was with the King his Fa- 
ther at the Battle of Edge-hill ; and about 17, we 
find him at the Head of an Army in the Weſt, whence, 
from Cornwall, he was tranſported to the Ille Scilly, 
thence to Jerſey, and after ro the Queen his Mother, 
in France; and from that Time, till 1660, liv'd in 
Ex ile, tho from his Father's Death we muſt begin his 
Reign; for he was ſaluted King in Holland, and pro- 
claim'd in Scotland, where he landed Anno 1650, ha- 
n eſcaped the Rebels Fleet that lay in wair 
for him; and on the firſt of January, 1650-51, was 
crown'd at Scoon; but finding no Fortune there, 
be march'd into England, cloſely purſwd_ by Crom- 
well ro Worceſter, where, on the 3d of September, 


8651, he was deſcated; fo that afiex-wandering _ 
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the Kingdom for about fix Weeks in Diſguiſe, he then 
made his Eſcape into France, where, and in Germany, 
Spain and Flanders, he pals d a melancholy Time, it 
ſoliciting che Aid of Chriſtian Princes, for his Reſto- 
ration; which was all inefte&ual, till by the Hand 
ot Heaven, through General Monk, he was reſtored 
ro theſe his loſt and almoſt ruin'd Kingdoms ; for 
landing at Dover, on the 25th of May, 1660, he on 
the 29th of the ſame Month, (being his Birth-Day) 
made his Triumphant Entry imo London, and on the 
23d of April, 1661, was crown'd at Weſtminſter. 

In 1662, a Match being concluded between his Ma- 
jeſty and Catharine Infanta of Portugal, Naughter 
to John IV. King of that Country, ſhe was mer at the 
Ifle of Wight by his Royal Highneſs James Duke of 
York, and at Portſmouth received by the King, where 
they were marry'd on the 21ſt of May, and from 
thence proceeded to London. 

Her Majeſty's Portion was two Millions of Cruza- 
does, amounting to about 265000 Pounds Sterling;

tent *rill the 28th of October, 1908, at which Time 
he departed this Life at Kinſingron ; having had Iſſue 
by the ſaid Queen as follows : ;

William Duke of Glouceſter, born in the Royal 
Palace of Hampton-Court, July 24, 1689, who at the 
Time of his Baptiſm, (the 27th) was declared by his 
Majeſty King William III. Duke of Glouceſter 3 bur 
77 of a Fever in the Caſtle of Windſor, on the zoth 
8 dh, Inno 1700, being eleven Years and five Days 
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Lady Mary, another Daughter of the ſaid Princefs 
Anne and Prince George, was born at St. James's in 
the Month of O&ober, 1690, but dy'd ſoon after ſhe 
was baptiz'd. 

George, another Son of this Royal Pair, was born 
at Sion, Houſe near Brentford in the County of Mid- 
dleſex, on the x9th of April, 1692; and dying within 
an Hour after he was baptiz'd, was bury'd by his 
Brother and Siſters in Henry VII's Chapel in Weſt- 
minſter-Abdex. 

Thus the Iſſue of her Moſt Excellent Majeſty, (while 
Princeſs) deccas'd in their Minority, from whom the 
whole Kingdom had conceiv'd great and promiſing 
Hopes of being bleſt with a Race of Princes to conti- 
nue the Succeſhon of the Crown in the Proteſtant 
Line, and more eſpecially in the Perſon of his High- 
neſs rhe Duke of Glouceſter, whoſe roo early Death 
Can never be roo much lamented. 

In October, 1702, the firſt of Queen Anne, Com- 
miſhoners were appointed to treat of an Union be- 
tween England and Scotland, which was concluded ar 
Edinburgh, on the 16th of January, 1706-7, and 
there ratify*d by the Touch of the Royal Sceprer, by 
James Douglaſs, Duke of Queeniberry, her Majeſty s 
High Commitlioner for Scotland; and according to 
the firſt Article, it is agreed, that the two Kingdoms 
of England and Scotland, ſhall, upon the firſt Day of 
May next enſuing the Date hereof, (when the Union

Kingdom, by the Name of Great Britain; and that 
the Enſigns Armorial of the ſaid united Kingdom be

Queen Anne dy'd on Sunday the firſt of Auguſt, 
1714, at her Palace at Kenſington; and the ſame Day 
the Privy Council met, and forthwith gave Orders to 

proclaim 
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proclaim George-Lewis, Duke of Brunſwick, Fle&or 
of Hanover, &c. King ef Great Britain, &c. (as on 
the fifth he was in Edinburgh, and the eth in Dublin) 
purſuant to an Act paſs'd in England, June 12, 1701, 
the 12th of William III. for limiting the Succeſſion 
of the Crown, and better ſecuring the Rights and Li- 
berties of the Subject, wherein it was enacted, 

Thar the Moſt Excellent Princeſs Sophia, Ele&reſs 
and Dutcheſs Dowager of Hanover, Daughter to the 
Moſt Excellent Princeſs Elizabeth, late Queen of Bo- 
hemia, eldeſt Daughter of James I. of happy Memory, 
be declar'd the next in Succeſſion in the Proteſtant 
Line, to the Imperial Crown and Dignity of the 
Realms of England, France, and Ireland, with the 
Domimons and Territories thereto belonging, after 
his Majeſty and the Princeſs Anne of Denmark, and 
in Default of Iſſue of the ſaid Princeſs Anne and his 
Majeſty reſpe&ively. 

After the paſſing of this Act, the King order'd it to 
be . engroſs'd, and ſeal'd with the Great Seal of 
England, and appointed Charles Gerard, Earl of 
Macclestield, to carry it to the Court of Hanover, 
and there preſent it to her Royal Highneſs; raking 
with him at the ſame Time, the whole Habits and Or- 
naments of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, for 
CGeorge-Lewis, the then Ele&or, who had been Juſt 
before elected a Knight Companion. 

Soon after Queen Anne's Acceſſion to the Throne, 
ſhe order'd the Princeſs Sophia to be pray'd for in the 
Prayer for the Royal Family; and the more firmly to 
ſecure rhe Succeſſion in the Proteſtant Line, as it was 
eftabliſh'd by her Royal Predeceſſor King William, 
did, in the Parlament holden in the 4th and th 
Years of her Reign, give the Royal Aſcent ro two 
farther Acts, viz. An Act for naturalizing the ſaid 
Princeſs Sophia, and the Iſſue of her Body; and the 
orher entitled, An A& for the greater Security of hcr 
Majeſty's Perſon and Government, and of the Succeſ- 
fron of the Crown of England in the Proteſtant Line. 

Bur the greateſt Act of her Majeſty's Tender Care 
and Concern for preſerving the Proteſtant Succeſſion 
was yer tarther ſhewn, by the Act for ratifying and 
confirming the Treaty of Union between her two 
Kingdoms of England and Scotland, wherein it is cone 
Ciuded, "That 
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That the Succeffion of rhe Monarchy of Great Bri- 
tains &c. after Her Moſt Sacred Majeſty, and in De- 
fault of Iflue of her Majeſty, be, and remain, and 
continue to the Moſt Excellent Princeſs Sophia, and 
che Heirs of her Body, being Proteſtants ; ſo that the 
faid Princeſs Sophia dying at Herenhauſen a few Days 
before Queen Anne, viz. on the $th of June, 1714, 
(being 83 Years, 8 Months, and 5 Days old) his E- 
leQoral Highneſs George-Lewis, before menrtion'dy 
ker cideſt Son, became King of Great Britain, &c.

Pound, and is ſtill preſerv'd at Nuremberg. 

The foremoſt Part of the Crown is adorn'd with 
twelve Jewels, all unpolith'd, and is bigger than thoſe 
on each Side, but that behind is of equal Size. 

On the ſecond Part on the Right Hand, is our 
SAVIOUR fitting between two Cherubs, with each 
four Wings, whereot two are upward, and two down=- 
ward, and under, this Motto, Per me Reges regnant. 

The third Part on the ſame Side, has only Gems 
and Pearls upon it. 

On the fourth Part is King Hezekiah © fitting, . 
holding his Head with his Right Hand, as tho? he was 
ick; and by his Side, Iſaiah the Prophet, with a 
<croll, whereon is this Morttoy . Ecce adjiciam ſuper - 
Diestuos 15 Annos. As alſo over the Heads of theſe

In the Year 1282, Lewellin ap Griffith, the laſt 
Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, being traite rouſly 
mov*d by his Brother David, againſt King Edward J. 
the Son of Henry III. the ſaid King Edward gave him 
Battle and flew him, and order'd his Head to be igno- 
miniouſly crown'd with Ivy, and ſet upon the Tower 


of London, and David his Brother-being afterwards 


taken, his Head was ſet up with it, and his four Quar- 
ters were ſent to four principal Places, which were, 
Briſtol, Northampton, York, and Wincheſter, to be 
a Terror to all ungrateful and diſloyal Perſons ; and 
was the firſt Execution of this Nature in England, of 
a. Prince's Son, or any Nobleman.

f. quitain, and Earl of Cheſter and Flint, and inveſted 
him in the ſaid Principality, with theſe Enſigns of 
Honour, viz. a Chaplet of Gold, made in Manner of 
a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, Rod, or Scep- 
ter of Silver. 

Since the Union of England and Scotland, the Title 
of the Prince hath becn, Nlagnæ Britanniæ Princeps, | ; 
bur more ordinarily the Prince of Wales; and to ima- 4 

ine his Death, or to violate the Princeſs his Wife, 
is made High Treaſon. 

The Cadets or younger Sons of England, are not 
born Dukes or Earls, but are ſo created of what Place | \ 
or Title the King pleaſes. All the King's Sons are by t 
their Births Counſellors of State, that ſo they may be ( 
brought up in the weighry Affairs of the Kingdom;

The proper and peculiar Device (oovrnpely call'd 
the Prince's Arms) js a Coronet of Fleurs de lis, and 
Croſſes pattee, Sol, beaurify'd with three Oſtrich Fea- 
thers Luna, inſcrib'd with Ich Dien, which in the 
German or old Saxon Language ſigniſies, I ſerve. 

This Device was born at the Battle of Creſſy, Anno 
1346, by John King of Bohemia, ſerving under the 
French King, and there ſlain by Edward the Black 
Prince, who took the Crown from his Head, fince 
worn by the Princes of Wales, and- by the Vulgar 
call'd rhe Prince's Arms. . 

After the Reſtoration of King Charles II. viz. on 
the gth of February, 1660-1, it was ſolemnly order'd, 
that the Son and Heir apparent to the Crown of Eng- 
land, ſhould uſe and bear his Coronet of Cro 
9 — and Fleurs de lis, as aforeſaid, with the Ad- 

it ion of one Arch, and in the Midſt a Ball and Croſs, 
as hath the Royal Diadem. 

At the ſame Time it was alſo order'd, that the 
Duke of York, and all the immediate Sons and Bro- 
thers of the Kings of England, ſhould uſe and bear 
their Coronets compos'd of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs 
de lis only; but that all their Sons reſpectively, ha- 
ving the Title of Dukes, ſhould bear and uſe their 
Coronets compos'd of Croſſes pattee, and Flowers, or 


Leaves, ſuch as are uſed in the Compoſure of the Ce- 
ronets of Dukes, who are not the

This 
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This Ancient, Great, and Illuftrious Family, is the 
hrſt of Pecrage in Scotland, next to the Blood Royal, 
and has been cſtablith*d by an uninterrupted Succeſſion 
of full Four Hundred Years, deriving themſelves from 
Sir William de Hambleden, (ſo calFd from the Manor 
of Hambleden in the County of Bucks, in England, 
where he was born) who was 2d Son to Robert Ear! 
of Leiceſter, deſcended from the Earl of Mellant in 
Flanders; for Robert de Bellemont or Beaumont, a 
Norman, (after the Death of his Uncle, Hugh Earl of 
Mellau) was by King Henry I. of England, Anno 
1103, created Earl of Leiceſter, and was the rſt Ear! 
of that Place after the Conqueſt. 

He marry*d Elizabeth, Daughter of Hugh the great, 
Farl of Vermondois, Son of Henry King of France, 
and by her (beſides other Iſſue) had Robert ſirramed 
Boſſu, who in the Year 1118, ſucceeded him, and was 
alſo Chief Juſtice of England. 

He marry'd Itta, Daughter to Roaldo de Wacir, Earl 
of Eaſt Angles, and by her had Robert firnamed Blanch- 
maines, who in the Year 1168, became the 3d Earl of 
Leiceſter ; and he marrying Pernell, or Petronilla, 
Daughter and Coheir to Hugh de Grentmeſnel, with 
her had the Honour of Hinckley in the County of 
Leiceſter, and Stewardſhip of England; and by her 
had Robert the 4th Earl of Leiceſter, Sir William de 
Hambleden above mention'd, who was Founder of St. 
Leonard's Caſtle in Leiceſter, and Roger Archbiſhop 
of St. Andrews, and Chancellor of Scotland. 

About the Year 1323, the (aid Sir William being in 
ſome Office in K. Edward II's Houſe at London, and 
on a Time ſpeaking largely in the Praiſe of Robert 
Bruce, King of Scotland, commending his great Va- 
Jour and Virtue; one John Spencer, bcing anorher 
Officer, and Familiar with King Edward, hearing 
him ſpeak ſo, gave him a Blow, with many reproach- 
ful Words; which was ſuch an Affront, that Sir Wil- 
liam challenged the ſaid Spencer, and for failing to 
fight him, he kil'd him the next Day. : 

The Friends of Sir William, knowing Spencer's 

reat Intereſt and Power about King Edward, adviſed 

im to (hun his Malice, and accordingly he fled into 
Scotland, where he was kindly receive 79 Ro- 

» Whe, to make him amends for what cha — 
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feired on his Account at Home, generouſly rewarded 
him with the Lands of Cadzow in the County of La- 
nerk, or Clydſdale, which Lands were afterwards 
call'd Hamilton, he thereupon changing his Name. 
Tis faid, that when this Sir William fled from Eng- 
land, he was. cloſe purſu'd inte a Wood, where he, 
with his Servant, changed Coats with. two Wood- 
cutters, and took a. Wood-Saw, and were cutting 
through an Oak Tree when the Purſucrs paſs'd by him, 
and that ſecing his Servant take Notice of them, he 
call'd to him haſtily, Through; which Word became 
the Motto of the Family, and the Saw cutting through 
the Oak Tree, rhe Creſt. | 

To Sir William, who mw 1 the only Daughter of 
Gilbert Earl of Strathern, ſucceeded Gilbert their 
Son; which Gilbert, in the Year 1314, was knighred 
in che Field, for his Valour and good Condut in the 
Battle of Barmockburn; and he marrying Iſabel Ran- 
dolph, Siſter to Thomas Earl of Murray, and Gover- 
nor of Scotland, by her had two Sons, Walter his 
Heir, and Sir John Hamilton of Roſs-aven, of whom 
ſprung the Family of Preſtoun in the County of Edin- 
burgh, and its Branches. 

Walter, who ſucceeded, was a Man of great Fame 
and Character; and in the th of Robert I. for his 
Merit and N Services, had a Grant of the 
Barony of Marchinſhire, and was knighted. 

In 1324, the ſaid King Robert beſtow'd on him the 
Lands of Kenncil, Larber, Brimage, and Auld Cathie 


in the County of Linlithgow ; as alſo the Lands of 


Kirkinder and Kirk-owen in che County of Wigroun ; 


and marrying Iſabel, Daughter to William Earl of. 


Rols, and Neice to the King by her Mother, by her 
had two Sons, who were both Knights, of which, the 


youngeſt was named John, and from him is deſcended. 


the preſent Earl of Haddington; and Sir David, who 


ſucceeded his Father, ard ſerv'd King David II. in his 
Wars againſt the Engliſh, was ſummon'd to Parlia- 


went by Robert II. 


He marry'd Margaret, Daughter ro Walter Leſley, 
Lord Roſs, by Eupheme his Wife, Daughter and Heir 
to William Earl of Roſs, and by her had Dayid his. 
Succeſſor, who was knighted, and the 7th of Robert II. 


had a Grant of che Lands of Rochwell-mure. 
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He marry*d Janet, Daughter ro William Keith, 
Mariſhal of Scotland, and by her had five Sons, where- 
of, Sir John che .c1deft contun'd the Line, and from 
Robert the 3d Son, ſprung the Family of Eruntwood, 
of which branch'd the Lord Belhaven. 

Sir John, who ſucceeded, and was Lord of Cadzow, 
marry d Janet, Daughter to Sir James Douglaſs of Dal- 
keith, Anceſtor do the Earl of Morton, by whom he 
had Sir James Hamilton of that ilk, his Son and Heir, 
and another Son named Thomas, from whom is de- 
ſcended the Lord Viſcount Limerick of the Kingdom 
of Ireland. : 

Sir James, who was Heir to his Father, was ſent 
into England as an Hoſtage for the Payment of 4030001. 
Sterling, for the Ranſom of King James I. and was 
afterwards knighted by the {aid King, and made one 
of his Privy-Council ; and in 1445, all his Lands were 
erected into a Barony (by King James II.) call'd The 
Barony of Hamilron, ayd he created Baron thereof. 

In 1499, he was join'd in Commiſſion'd with John 
Biſhop of Glaſgow, Andrew Abbor of Melroſs, Pa- 
trick Cockburn Provoſt of Edinburgh, and Peter 
Young, Dean of Dunkeild, to treat with the Engliſh 
touching a Peace between the two Nations, which 
they concluded. Upon the Rebellion of the Earl of 
Douglas, he was ſent (with the Earl of Angus) to 
command againſt the Rebels, and entirely routed 
them, for which, and other his ſignal Services, he 
was rewarded with the Baronies of Drumſhargard, 
and Carmonock, with the heritable Sheriffalry of the 
County of Lanerk. 3 : 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Janet, Daughter to Sir 
Alexander Livengſton of Calendar, by whom he had 
James the 2d Lord Hamilton; and by his 2d Wife, 
who was Eupheme, Daughter ro Patrick Graham, 
Earl of Strathern, and Counteſs Dowager of Douglaſs, 
he had rwo Daughters; whereof Mary the eldeſt was 
marry'd to William Earl of Mariſhal, and Elizabeth 
to David Earl of Crawfurd, afterwards Duke of 
Monrrole. : xe 

"James, who was the zd Lord Hamilton, was one of 
the Privy-Council to King James III. and in the Year 
2474, marrying che Princels Mary, eldeſt Siſter ro that 
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King, and Widow of Thomas Boyd Earl of Arran, 
by her had James his Succeſlor, and 2 nam d 
Elizabeth; which Daughter being marry'd to Matthew 
Steuart, Earl of Lennox, by him was Grandmorher of 
Henry Lord Darnley, Father of King James VI. the 
firſt Monarch of Great Britain. 

james, the third Lord Hamilton, (who ſuceeeded 
his Father on the 6th of November, 1479) being one 
of the Privy-Council to King James IV. was by him 
ſent into England to negoriate the Marriage between 
that King and the Princeſs Margaret, eldeſt Daughter 
to King Henry VII. and having concluded the Match, 
did, in che moſt pompous Manner, ſolemnize the 
lame; for which, the King gave him the County of 
Arran, and created him Earl thereof; the Preamble 
of his Patent is as follows: 


5 K* OW ye, chat we (on Account of the Near- 
- neſs of Blood between us and our beloved Kinſ- 
© man James Lord Hamilton, and for the voluntary 
Service he hath already pertorm'd, and is further to 
© perform for us; alſo, for the great Pains he hath 
0 been at, and Expences he hath born for us and the 
© Kingdom's Honour, at the Time of our Marriage- 
Contract, ſolemniz'd before the Face of the Church 
© at our Monaſtery of the Holy Croſs near Edinburgh, 
and with the Advice of our Council, and the three 
Eſtates of our Realm being then maturely conſulted) 
have, from our expreſs Knowledge, and proper Mo- 
tion, given and granted, and by this our preſent In- 
ſtrument confirm to the ſaid James Lord Hamilton, 
© the whole and entire County of Arran, lying in the 
* Sheriffalry of Bute, &c. 


In 1512, he was ſent with a Fleet to France, where 
was made Knight of the Cockle, as in 1520, he was 
appointed Warden of the South Marches, and was Re- 
gent of Scotland, in the Minority of James v. 
He marry'd to his firſt Wife Beatrix, Daughter to 
— Lord Drummond, by whom he had an only 
aughter named Margaret, which Daughter was mar- 
ry'd to Andrew Steuart, Lord Evandale and Ochiltree; 
and by his ſecond Wife, who was Janet, Daughter to 
dir David Beaton of Crich in the County of File, 1 
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had a Son named James, and two Daughters; where- 
of, Helen the eldeſt was marry'd to Archibald Earl of 
Argyle, and Jane to Alexander Earl of Glencairn ; and 
the taid Earl of Arran dying in 1530, was ſuccceded 
by James his Son. 

On the 13th of March, 1543, James the 4th- Lord 
Hamilton, and 2d Earl of Arran, was declared by the 
three Eſtates of the Realm, Tutor to the young Queen 
Mary, and Governor or Regent of the Kingdom du- 
ring her Minority, as alſo declared next immediate 
Heir to the Crown, failing the Queen and her lawtu! 
Iſſue, and that all the Subjects of Scotland ſhould ac- 
knowledge and obcy the ſaid Earl, as fole Regent or 
Governor of the Realm, in all Things belonging to 
his Office, according to the Tenor of the AQ then 
1 (which Act is in the Cuſtody of his Grace 

ames now Duke of Hamilton) ro which all the No- 
blemen, Prelates, and Commiſſioners of Shires and 
Boroughs of Scotland, put their Seals, fitting then in 
Edinburgh. | 3 

He was afterwards one of that Qneen's Privy-Coun- 
cil, and Knight of St. Michael, and by Henry H, ot 
France, created Duke of Chattlerault, the ſaid R 
at the ſame Time aſſigning a Revenue of 30,000 Livres, 
to be paid yearly to him the ſaid Duke, and his Heirs 
and Succeſſors for ever, for the Support of that Title 
and Honour. 

This Duke, in that great and difficult Office of Re- 
gent, fair'd the Good-will and Eſteem of all the Sub- 
jects of Scotland, and of all Poreign Princes; (who 
knew his Deportment) by being a true Patriot; for 
tho' he had been declared next Heir to the Crown, if 
the Queen had dy'd without Iſſue, and Tutor aud Ke- 
gent during her Minority, yet he freely reſign'd the 
Power and Regalia to the Queen Mother, at the Deſire 
of the young Queen and Parliament; ſo thar it ap- 
pear'd, he was not Ambirious of any Power or Con- 
mand, except when his Service might comribme to 
the Peace and Proſperity of the Kingdom, which he 
moſt generouſly preferred to his own private Intereſt. 

This Great Duke marry'd the Lady Margaret Dou- 

lats, Paughter to James the 4th Earl of Morton, and 
dying on the 22d of January, 1575, at his Palace of 
Hamilton, by her left Iſſue three Solis and three Paugh- 
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ters, whereof Margaret the eldeſt was firſt marry'd to 
Alexander Lord Gordon, Son and Heir to George 
Earl of Huntley, and 2dly to James Lord Fleming, 
Anceſtor to the Earl of Wigton; Anne was marry d 
to George Earl of Hun 2 Lord High Chancellor ot 
Scotland, Progenitor ot the preſent Duke of Gordon 
and Jane the youngeſt, became the Wife of Hugh Earl 
of Eglington. 

Of che Sons of James Duke of Chattlerault, &c. 
which were James, John, and Claud, the latter was: 
Progenitor of the Earl of Abercorn, and of the Lord 
Viſcount Boyne, (as may be ſeen in the 211th and 
236th Pages of che 3d Volume of this Work, contain- 
ing che Nobility of Ireland) and James the eldeſt, ſuc- 
ceeded his Fa:her in the Earldom of Arran, &c. 

In 1555, he was, by Hen. 2. of France, made Cap- 
tain of that King's Life-guard, and the {aid King, to 
ſupport the UVignicy of his Office, gave him a Penſion 
of 2000 Piſtols ; but he dying without Iſſue, John his 
next Brother became Heir, and was the 4th Earl of 
Arran, 

John the 4th Earl, had his Eſtate and Title of Farl 
of Arran forfeired, for his Adherence to the afore— 
ſaid Queen Mary; and to avoid the $ orm cha: threat: 
ned him, fled on Foot in a S:zaman $s Habit into Eng- 
land, whence he made his Eſcape into France; and. 
notwithſtanding che hard Uſage his Lordſhip met with, 
he con: inued crue and faichful to the Queento the laſt ; 
of which, her Majeſty was io ſeniþle,. that when 
that ſcvere and unparaileIl'd Sentence of Death was 
paſs'd upon her in England, {ne took a Ring oft her 
Finger, and gave it to one of her Servants, and or- 
der d him to carry it to her Couſin, Lord john Ha- 
milton, and tell him, that it was all ſhe had to wir- 
neſs her great Senſ: of his Family's conſtant Fidelity to 
her, and their Sufterings for her Intereſt; and detir'd 
it might be kept in the Family, as a la{tmg Evidence 
of her Kindneſs to it; and rhe ſame is preſery'd to 
this Day, with a ſuitable Regard. 

In the Reign of King, lames VI. the ſaid: john Lord 
Hamilton was reſtored. ro all the Titles of Honour, 
Eſtate, and Precedency, loſt either by the Attainder of 

imſelf, or of james Earl of Arran his Brother, and 
was allo made one of his Majsity's Privy-Council, 
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Captain of the Caſtle of Dumbarton, and created 
Marqueſs of Hamilron, being the firſt in Scotland that 
ever bore that Dignity ; and afterwards his Majeſty 
made him frequent Viſits at his Palace of Hamilton, 

treating him with the ſame Reſpect that the Queen his 
Mother had done the Duke of Chattlerault, and al- 
ways calld him Father. 

This Noblc Perſon dying in the Year 1604, when he 
was in the higheſt Favour with Prince and people, 
left Iſſue by Margaret Lion his Wife, Daughter to 
John Lord Glames, Anceſtor to the Earl of Strath- 
more, James his Succeſſor, and a Daughter of her 
Name; which Daughter was marry'd to John Lord 
Maxwell, Anceſtor to the Earl of Nithſdale.

James who was third Marqueſs of Hamilton, a c 
ſifted at the Coronation of King Charles I. where « 
he carry'd the &word of State, and by that Kg wy « 
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created a Duke; as alſo made High Commiſſioner to 
the General Afembly of the Church, Maſter of the 
Horſe to the ſaid King, Gentleman of his Bedchamber, 
Privy Counſellor in both lar) pry and Knight of 
the Garter ; and at the Baptiſm of King Charles II. 
repreſented the King of Bohemia at the Font, as one 
of the Godfathers; but in 16473 he and his Brother 
William, who was then Earl of Lanerk, and Secreta- 
ry to his Majeſty, waiting upon the King at Oxford, 
the Marqueſs of Montroſe, and others, made Com- 
laint ro his Majeſty againſt them, as blaming their 
ondu& in the King's Cauſe in Scotland; and the? the 
Informations were groundleſs, yet the King was pre- 
vail'd with by their Enemies, that the Earl was obli- 
ged to make his Eſcape to Edinburgh; but the Duke 
was ſent Priſoner to Briſtol, thence ro Exeter, and 
after ro Pendennis Caſtle, where he remained till the 
19th of July 1646, when he was releas d, and kiſs'd 
his Majeſty's Hand, being receiv'd with all Teſtimo- 
nies of Reſpect, rhe King expreſſing the great Senſe 
he had of his fong Sufferings, and told him, that he 
ever judg'd him innocent, as to the Bulk of Things, 
and that his Reſtraint was extorted from him. 

In January 1647, the Scotch Commiſſioners at Lon- 
don, ſent Notice to the Parliament, that they had 
come to an Agreement with the Parliament of Eng- 
land, to withdraw their Army, and to leave the King 
in that Nation, upon paying what remain'd of the 
300,0001, concerning which Agreement they requir'd 
an immediate Anſwer from the Parliament of Scot- 
land; whereupon, the Matter was debated; and the 
Duke of Hamilton finding chat the Houſe, by a Majo- 
ricy, were inclin'd to deliver up the King to the Eng- 
liſh Parliament, he took Opportunity to declare his 
Opinion againſt it in theſe Words,

Yet notwithſtanding this Specch, and many other 
weighty Arguments uled by the Duke, and the King's 
Friends, co diſſwade the Covenanters from giving up 
the King, they ar laſt reſolved to agree ro the Propoſi- 
tions of rhe Parliament of England. 

On the 29th of May, 1648, the Duke came to Edin- 
burgh, accompany'd with between 4 and 500 Horſe, 
and on the firſt of June, being attended by ſeveral 
Noblemen and Gentlemen, went to the Parliamen:- 
houſe, where, when they were aſſembled, ſeveral 
Miniſters and Gentlemen from Fife and the Weſtern 
Shires, preſented a Supplication againſt raiſing the 
Army; bur that Supplication was rejected, and a De- 
claration publiſh'd againſt the ſame, 

The Duke of Hamilton having ſent rhe Farl of 
Callendar to raiſe Forces in the Weſt, and having ap- 

ointed a. Rendezvous at Faiſly, upon the 12th of 
hive he had Notice that a great Multitude were in 

rms againſt him, at Mechlen; whereupon, he ſent 
General Middleton with fix Troops of Horſe, to re- 
quire them to diſmiſs and give Obedience to the King 
and Parliament, which they deny'd, but at length 
they were put to flight by General Middleton, and the 
Earl of Callendar. 4 

About this Time Intelligence came to the Duke, that 
Lambert an Engliſh General under Fairfax and Crom- 
well, had advanc'd as far as Carliſle, with a Body of 
2000 Horſe ; and alſo hearing, that the Town of Ber- 
wick had ſurrender'd to Sir Marmaduke Langdale, 
and that Sir Philip Muſgrave had ſurpriz'd Carliſle, 
his Grace ſent Notice to Major-General Monro, to 
bring up the Forces which he had rais'd in the North, 
with, thoſe he had brought from Ircland, to march 
towards England; and at the ſame Time, the Duke 


with his Army began their March upon the bel of 
p I 
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July, and coming to Carliſle, his Grace was join'd by 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and Sir Philip Muſgrave; 
and having plac'd Garriſons and Governors in Carliſle, 
they march'd forwards with the Army towards Lan- 
caſhire, teaving Orders at the ſame Time for General 
Monro to bring up a Train of Artillery. 

Tae main Body of the Army being come to Preſton, 
they had Notice of the Approach of Oliver Cromwell, 
who upon the 17th of Auguſt, fell in upon this Part 
of the Army, wherewith Sir Marmaduke Langdale 
had advanced to Wigan, and tho* he made a brave Re- 
ſiſtance, yet was toon over-power'd; and the next 
Day Cromwell and Lambert came tg Preſton, where 
they attack'd the main Body of the Army commanded 
by the Dnke, who received them with the utmo 
Bravery, yer at laſt were broken and put to flight; 
and ſome few Days after, his Grace, with Sir Marma- 
duke Langdale, and ſeveral others, having fled into 
Sraffordihire, were taken at Uttoxeter; and carry'd 
Priſoners to London; and on the th of Varch, 
1648-9 the Duke was beheaded in Old Palace Yard in 
Weſtminſter, in the 43d Year of his Age, for his 
Loyalty ro his Majeſty, and was the firſt that follow'd 
him in that Glorious Cauſe. 

He marry'd the Lady Mary Fielding, Daughter to 
William Earl of Denbigh, by the Lady Suſanna his 
Wife, Siſter ro George Villiars the Great Puke of 
Buckingham, and by her had two Daughters, of 
which, Suſanna was marry'd to John Earl of Caſſils, 

and Anne the eldeft, after the Death of William' hee 
Uncle became Dutcheſs of Hamikon. 

To Bones Duke of Hamilton, who was beheaded as 
aforeſaid, ſucceeded William his Brother, the ſecond 
Duke ; which William had been creared Earl of La- 

nerk, Lord Marchinſhire and Polmont, and was like- 
wiſe Secretary of Stare, and Knight of the Garter; 
and he marrying Elizaberh, Daughrer and Coheir- to 
James Maxwell, Earl of Dirleton, by her had three 
Daughters; Anne marry'd to Robert Earl of Southeſk 
Elizabeth to James Lord Kilmaurs, Son to the Earl of 
Glencairn ; and Mary, firſt to Alexander Earl of Cal- 
lendar, and after his Death, to James Earl of Finla- 
ter ; but his Grace having rais'd a Troop of Horſe ar 
his own Charge, for his 1 Service, (in order 
3 co 
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to his Reſtoration) and marching with them ro the 
fatal Battle of Worceſter, on the third of September, 
1651, he there received a Shot in his Leg, of which 
he dy'd the next Days without Male Iſſue, and his 
Character is thus ſer forth by the Earl of Clarendon : 
© He was a Man not inferior m Wiſdom and Parts of 
© Underſtanding to the wiſeſt Men of the Nation, of 
2 great Honour, Courage, and Sincerity in his Na- 
© ture, and (which was a rare Virtue in the Men of 
© that Time) was ſtill the ſame Man he pretended to 
© be; and in Truth was in all Reſpects a very accom- 
Fs plith'd Perſon, of an cxcellent ers and clear 
© and ready Expreſſion; and tho* he had been driven 
© into ſeveral unwarrantable Actions, he made it very 
© evident, he had not been led by any Inclination of 
© his own, and paſſionately and heartily run into all 
© Opportunities of redeeming it; and in the very Ar- 
© ricle of his Death, he expreſs'd a marvelous Cheer- 
© fulneſs, that he had the Honour to loſe his Life in 
© the King's Service, and thereby ro wipe out the 
Memory of his former Tranſgreſſions, which he 
always profeſſed were odious to himſelf, 


In the ſaid Action at Worceſter, his Grace behav'd 
himſelf with ſuch Courage and Bravery, that the 
King was exccedingly afflicted at his Death, and de- 
clar'd that he obſcrv'd him to have fought with moſt 
undaunded Reſolution. | 

Upon the .Deceaſe of this Duke, without ſurviving 
Iſſue Male of his own Body, as aforeſaid, the Eſtate 
and Honour of rhe Family devoly*d on his Niece the 
Lady Anne, Daughter Duke James his Brother, 
before mention d; which ſaid Lode Anne, marrying 
William Douglaſs Ear] of Selkirk, eldeſt Son to Wil- 
liam the firſt Marqueſs of Douglaſs, by Mary his 2d 
Wife, Daughrer to George Gordon Marqueſs of Hunt- 
ley, he, by the Marriage Articles, yielded ro change 
his Sirname, and the Sirname of all his Children, te 
Hamilton, and thereupon was raiſed by K. Charles II. 
to the Dignity of Duke of Hamilton for his own Life, 
Copper 20, 1660, and in 1682, was made Knight of

In the Reign of King James VII. he was made one 
of the Privy Council, Lord of the Treaſury, and an 
| extraordinary 
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. Lord of Seſſion in Scotland, and alſo 4 
Privy Counſellor in England; in all which Offices he 
continu'd *rill 1688, chat his Majeſty retired to France 3 
and then, upon the Prince of Orange's coming over to 
England, he was made Preſident of the Council irt 
Scotland, concerning the ſettling the Crown on that 
Prince; who being crowd King, the Duke was con- 
tinu'd Preſident, and made Lord of Seſſion, and Lord 
High Admiral of Scotland. | 

This Duke dying the 18th of April, in 1694, left 
Iſſue by the Lady Anne his Wife, fix Sons and three 
Daughters; of the Sons was James Earl of Arran, 
(the late Duke) Charles now Earl of Selkirk, John 
Earl of Rutherglen, George Earl of Orkney, the Lord 
Baſil, who is dead, (being drown'd in the King's

To William the third Duke of Hamilron, ſucceeded 
ames his eldeſt Son, the Earl of Arran; which 

ames, in the Reign of King Charles II. was Envoy 
xtraordinary to the Court of France, and Gentle- 
man of his Majeſty's Bedchamber; and when King 
James VII. came to the Crown, he was made Groom 
of the Bedchamber, Maſter of the Wardrobe, Knight 
of the Thiſtle, Colonel of .the Royal Regiment of 
Horſe, and was twice ſent to the Tower, being ſuſ- 
— to be in that King's Intereſt, but never proſe- 
cute d. 

About the Lear 1698, (he being then Earl of Arran 
only) the Dutcheſs his Mother made a Surrender of 
her Titles, and a Patent was fign'd, creating him 
Duke of Hamilton, with Precedency, in the ſame 
Manner as though he had ſuececdgd thereto by his

II. THE moſt high, puiſſant, and noble Princeſs, 

Anne Scot, Dutcheſs of Monmouth and Buc- 
cleugh, Counteſs of Dalkeith, Baroneſs Scot of Buc- 
cleugh, and Baroneſs of Eikdale. 

On the 36th of March, in 1606, Sir Walter Scot, Kt. 
was advanced to the Pignity of Lord Scot of Buc- 
cleugh; as on the 16th of March 1619, Walter his 
Son was created Earl of Buccleugh; and on the 
zoth of April, in 1673, the 25th o Charles II. her 


Grace was created Baroneſs of Eſkdale, Counteſs of 


Dalkeith, and Dutcheſs of Buccleuzh. 
In the Reigns of Alexander III. and Robert I. we 
this ancient and noble Family of Scot to be very 
breat on the Borders towards England, where —— 
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were ofren Wardens, &c. and in the Year 1296, Sir 
Robert Scot, Kt. (who then ſwore Allegiance to Kin 
Edward I. of England, as a Baron of Lanerkſhire 
marrying the Heireſs of Murdiſton in Clidſdale, by 
her obtam'd that Barony ; and —— laid aſide his 
paternal Arms, which are, Argent, three Lions Heads 
eras'd Gules; and took the Arms of Murdiſton, as 
now born by her Grace of whom we arc ſpeaking. 

To the aforeſaid Richard, ſucceeded Sir Robert Scot, 
Knight, who was alſo of Murdiſton and Ranelburn, 
and flouriſh'd under Robert II. and he having a Son 
named Walter, who was a gallant brave Man, per- 
forming many Actions of ſignal Honour and Courage, 
in the Service of the Crown, was nobly rewarded for 
the ſame z for King Robert, (who never failed to re- 
ward Merit) in 1390, gave him the Barony of Kir- 
kurd, and made him a Knighr. 

In 1426, he obrain'd a Charter from the Earl of 
Douglaſs, of the Lands of Lempetlaw, for his Service 
done to that Earl; and afterwards, in 1446, exchan- 
ged his Lands of Murdifton, with Thomas Inglis of 
Maner, for the Manor Lands of Broxholm. 

In the Reign of King James II. he was a Perſon of 
that Charager,'that he was frequently employ'd in 
Negotiations of Peace between the two Nations; and 
alſo exerted his Valour to a very eminent Degree, in 
ſuppreſſing the Rebellion of the Earls of Douglaſs, 
N and Ormond; for which he had à Grant 
from the Crown of the Lands of Abington, Fairholm, 
and Glendonary z and left two Sons, David his Heir, 
and Alexander; which Alexander, in 1488, was Di- 
rector of the Chancery, and was then lain in 
of King James III. 

In the Reign of the ſaid James III. and that of 
James IV. the ſaid David made a very great Figure in 
the publick Tranſactions, and was ſeveral Times ap- 
pointed one to negotiate a Peace between the two Na- 
tions; and he dying in 1492, was ſucceeded by Sir 
Walter his Grandſon. 2 : 

Sir Walter who became Heir, was famous for his 
many excellent Qualities, under King James V. whoſe 
great Favourite he was; and in 1524, railing a Party 
againſt the Earl of Angus, that Earl ſent an 1 * to 
underſtand, how in ſuch an boſtils Manner dared 
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to come ſo near the King's Perſon, withal charging 
him, under pain of High Treaſon, to retire; to 
which the ſaid Sir Walter (who was Laird of Buc- 
cleugh) anſwer d, he came to do the King Service, 
invite him to his Houſc, and ſhew him what Forces 
he was able to raiſe, when Neceſſity ſhould require his 
Afliſtance, 

In 1545, the 3d of Queen Mary, he gain'd a Victory 
over the Engliſh on the Borders, as on the 1oth of 
September 1547, he ſignaliz'd his Valour at the Battle 

of Pinkey, and afterward was made Warden of the 
Weſt Marches. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, a Daughter of the Fa- 
mily of Carmichael, and by her had Sir William Scot, 
Kt. and by Janet his 2d Wife, Daughter to John Be- 
thune of Cricht, he had a Daughter named jane, who 
was marry'd to Sir John Cranſton of that ilk. - 

Sir William (Who was by the 1ſt Wiie) marry'd 
Griſcl, Daughter to the aforeſaid John Bethune ; arid 
dying before his Father, by her left Walter, Succeſſor 
to his Grandfather, and three Daughters; whereof, 

ane was marry'd to Sir Thomas Ker of Ferniherit, 
Margaret to Sir John Johnſton of that ilk, and Eliza- 
beth ro * Carmichaz! of Meadowfiar, Captain of 
Crawfor 

Sir Walter, who ſucceeded, was a Mai of excellent 
Parts and Reputation, as wiſe, brave, ſtout, and mo- 

ſt; and he marrying Margaret, Daughter to Pavid 
Earl of Angus, by her had Walter his Heir, and 2 
Laughter of her Name; which Daughter was marry'd 
to Robert Scot of Thirleſton. 

Walter, who was Heir to his Father, being à Per- 

on of very fine Parts, and in great Favour with King 
James VI. by him was knighted, and made Warden of 
the Marches towards England; and be ing alſo a Per ſon 
of a warlike Genius from his Youth, carry'd over a 
Regiment to the Netherlands, where he ſerv'd under 
that famous General the Prince of Orange; and there, 
in his valiant Adventures gain'd ſuch Honour, that 
the aforeſaid King, to countenance his ſignal Merit, 
— him to the Dignity of Lord Scot of Buc- 
cleugh. 

He marry'd Mary, Daughter to William Ker of Ceſ- 
ford ; and dying in 1611, by her left Walter 2 
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ceſſor, and two Daughtcrs; of which, Margaret was 
firſt marry d to * Lord Roſs, and after his De- 
ceaſe, to Alexander Earl of Eylington ; and Elizabeth 
to Joho, Son ot William Lord Cranſton, 

In 1619, Walter, who ſucceeded, (and was the 2d 
Lord Scot) was created Earl of Buccleugh; and he 

ting Lkewiſe a Nobleman of a warlike Temper, had 
the Command of a Regiment under the States of Hol- 
land againſt the Spaniards, where he ſerv'd with fin- 
gular Honour and Reputation, and dy'd in 1633. 

He marry'd Mary, Daughter to Francis Earl of Er- 
rol ; and by her had Francis the 2d Earl of Buccleugh, 
and two Daughters, Mary marry'd to John Earl of 
Mar, and Jane to John Marqueſs of Tredale. 

Francis, who ſucceeded his Father in the Title of 
Buccleugh, was a Nobleman of very fins Parts, and of 
ſingular Merit; and for his Loyalty to King Charles II. 
Cromwell (after his Death, which was in 1652) im- 
poſed a Fine of 150001. on his Heir. 

He marry'd Margaret Leſley, Daughter ro John 
Far! of Rothes, and Widow of the Lord Balgony, 
and by her had two Daughters, whereof, Mary the 
eldeſt, was Counteſs of Buccicugh ; and the marryin 
Walter Scot of Haycheſter, he was thereupon create 
Earl of Tarras for Life; but ſhe dying in 1662, with= 
out Iſſue, her Eſtate and Honour came to her Siſter, 
the Lady Anne Scor, who in 1665, was marry'd to 
James Fitzroy, Duke of Monmouth, cldeſt natural 
Son of King Charles II. by Mrs. Lucy Walters, alias 
Barlow, Daughter of Richard Walters of Haverford= 
weſt in the County of Pembroke, Eſq; 

This Duke was born at Rotterdam in Holland, on 
the gth of April 1649, and bore the Sirname of Crofts, 
until his Marriage with the ſaid Lady Anne Scot, who 
was eſteem d the greateſt Fortune, and moſt accom- 
pliſh'd Lady in the Iſle of Britain; and hence it came 
to paſs, that he had alſo the Title of Duke of Buc- 
cleugh, and took the Sirname of Scot, according to- 
the Cuſtom of Scotland, where he, who marries any 
bie Heirelſs, Chief of a Family, is obliged to change 

is Name into hers, to preſerve the Family. 

In his younger Years, he was bred up chiefly at Pa- 
ris, under the Eye of the Queen Mother, and the 
Government of Thomas Roſe, Eſq; and was to _ 
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tiful a Youth, and had ſo gracefal and majeſtick 2 
Mein and Behaviour, that charm'd all that ſaw 


im. | 

In the Month of July 1662, he was brought over 
into England, (his Mother being then dead) and was 
receiy'd by the King at Hampton-Court, with all poſ- 
ſible Demonſtrations of Joy and Affection. 

On the 14th of February following, he was by Let- 
ters Patent, bearing Date at Weſtminſter, created Ba- 
ron of Tyndale in the County of Northumberland, 
Earl of Doncaſter in the County of York, and Duke 
of che County of Monmouth, to him and the Heirs 
Male of his Body for ever; and took his Seat in the 
Houſe of Peers in the enſuing Parliament. 

On the 28th of March 1663, he was clected a Knighr 
of rhe Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and was in- 
ſtall'd at Windſor the 22d of April following. 

In 1665, he was enter d a Member of Chirſt-Church 
in Oxford, having been before incorporated a Maſter 
of Arts in boch Univerſuies, and rhe ſame Year was 
made Maſter of the Herſe to the King; being like- 
wiſe conſtituted Lord Great Chamberlain and Vice- 
Admiral of Scotland ; and afterwards marrying the 
Lady Anne Scot, as betore mention'd, they were joint- 
ly created Duke and Dutcheſs of Buccleugh. 

On the 16th of September 1668, he was made Cap- 
rain of the King's Life-guard of Horſe, and ſoon after 
was conſtituted Captain-General of the King's Forces, 
Lord-Lieutenant of the Eaſt Riding in Vorkſhire, Go- 
vernor of the Town and Citadel of Kingſton upon 
Hull, Chief-Juſtice in Eyre of all the King's Foreſts, 
Chaccs, Parks, and Warrens South of Trent; and on 
the 29th of April 1670, he was ſworn one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Privy Council. 

Thus loaded with Honours and Preferments at 
Home, and having. from his Yourh betaken himſelf 
to Military ExCTCkcs and thereby. become very expert 
in the Knowledge and Diſcipline of War, he, in the 
Year 1673, ſerv'd as a Volunteer in the Prench Army 
at the Siege of Maeſtricht, in the Quality of a Lieute- 
nant-Gcneral againſt rhe Dutch, and behav'd himſelf 
with ſuch inimitable Courage and Conduct, that he 
gain'd the Reputat ion of à brave and valiant General

and the taking of that Town was chiefly owing to 
his heroick Valour, as acknowledged by the French 
King. 

Rerurning after this to England, he was receiv'd by 
the King and Court with all poſſible Reſpect, and on 
the 28th of July 1674, he was elected Chancellor of 
the Univerſity of Cambridge. ; 

In 1679, he was (ent with a ſufficient Force as Gene- 
raliſſimo, to ſuppreſs an Inſurre&ion of the Preſby- 
rerians in Scotland; who, after the barbarous Mur- 
der of Dr. James Sharp, Archbiſhop of St. Alidrews, 
on the 3d of May the lame Year, began their Rebel- 
lion at Ragland, where they proclaim'd the Covenant, 
burnt ſeveral Acts of Parliament, and committed ma- 
ny Outrages upon the — Subjects; but his Grace 
arriving there on the 18th of June, was honourably 
receiv d by the Nobility and Gentry ; and marching 
with the King's Forces againſt the Rebels, who were 
encamp'd near Hamilton, to the Number of 6 or 7000, 
he gave them Battle at Bothwell=Bridge, and by kil- 
ling many, and taking about 1106 Priſoners, ſuppreſs'd 

at Rebellion. | 

After his Return to England, he having ſhewn him- 
ſelf very zealous in proſecuting à full Diſcoyery of 
the Popiſh Plor, and join'd with choſe who were the 
greateſt Stickers at that Time e Pope ry, and the 
Fear of a popiſh Succeſſor, he by that Means had fo 
much 10 the Affections of the People, that ſome 
of his chiefly-(fuppos'd) Friends began to invite him 
to caſt an Eye upon the Crown; and the more to flat- 
ter his Hopes therewith, a Report was about this 
Time very induftriouſly ſpread through the Kingdom, 
thar King Charles had been lawfully marry'd to Mrs. 
Lucy Walters, his Mother; which ſo affected the 
King, that his Majeſty chonghr himſelf obliged both 
in Conſcience and Honour, to declare to the contrary 
to his Privy Conncil, and thereupon caus'd the folow- 
ing Declaration to be cnrer'd in the Council-Book.

© Mother, nor to any other Woman whartſocyer, be-

Which Proteſtarion is recorded in the Court of 
Chancery. 

Notwithſtanding theſe Declarations, the Duke of 
York, we was then at Bruſſels, grew at length fo 
jealous of his new Competitor, that in the Beginning 
of September following, he prevail d with the King 
his Brother, not only to diveſt the Duke of Mon- 
mouth of his Commithon of Captain-General, and of 
all his other great Othces and Places which he held 
under his Majeſty, but that he ſhould likewiſe depart 
the Kingdom. Whercupon he retir d ro Utrecht, and 
there continu'd, *rill hearing of the Duke of York's 
ſudden Return to England, he inſtantly follow'd him 
thither ; and arriving at London on the 29th of No- 
vember enſuing, the People ſhew'd their Joy on that 
Occaſion in a very extraordinary Manner. 

Bur the popular Rejoicings of rhe Citizens for his 
Return, ſery'd only to inflame the Duke of York's: 
Reon the more, and increaſe his Enmity againſt 

im; {o that by his Royal Highneſs ss over prevailing 
Intereſt with the Kinn, Monmouth {till remain d in 
publick Diſgrace with his Majeſty, tho under hand it 
was preſum'd the King had the tame natural Tender 
neſs for him as ever; but in the Lear 1682, having 
fallen anew under the King's Nitplcature, he was re- 
moved from being Chancellor of the Univerſity of 
Cambridge. 

After which, on the 28th of June the following. 
Year, a Proclamation was iflu'd out for 3 
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kim, as alſo Ford Lord Gray, Sir Thomas Armſtrong, 


and Robert Ferguſon, a Fanatick Teacher, as being 
concern'd in the Rye-houſe Conſpiracy, for which, 


Colonel Sidney, &c. ſuffer' d; and being taken at 


Stafford, in his Return to London, from Waliſea, was 
brought before Mr. Secretary Jenkins, who admitted 
him to Bail; but the Duke, after his Appearance at 
the King's Bench Bar, in Diſcharge of his Bail, ab- 
ſconded from his Houſe, and did not ſurrender him- 
ſelf till after two ſeveral Letters he ſent to the King, 
wherein he acknowledged his Folly; and promiſing all 
due Obedience for the future, the King did at length 
grant him a private Interview; after which, on the 


24th of November enſuing, he ſurrender'd himſelf to- 


Mr. Secretary lenkins; and that Evening being exa- 
min'd before the King and the Duke of York, he there 
ſhew'd himſelf very ſenſible of his Crime in the late 
Conſpiracy, and made a full Declaration of it; and: 

aving made a particular Submiſſion to his Royal 
Highneſs, for his Miſbehavior towards him, at che 
Duke's Requeſt, his Majeſty was pleaſed to pardon 
him, and to order the Attorney-General to ſtop all 
further Proceedings. : 

But his Royal Highneſs, after this Pardon, ſuſpect- 
ing there was ſome double Dealing in the Duke of 
Monmouth's Confeſſion and Submiſſion, grew ſo in- 
cens'd thereat, that he would not be content unleſs 
Monmouth would publiſh his two Letters (one of which 
was written before his Surrender, and the other after) 
which he by no means would conſent to do, and there- 
fore once more fell under the King's Diſpleaſure, and. 
in 1683, was again baniſh'd the Court; ſo that after 
ſome ſhort Time, when he found that his Majeſty 
could not prevail with the Duke of York to forgive 
him, he retir'd to Holland, and refided at the Hague 
until the King's Death, which happen'd on the 6th of 
February 1684-3. 

Before King james was well ſettl'd on the Throne, 
chis unhappy Duke (being perſuaded by his Friends) 
invaded England in an Hoſtile Manner, and failing 
from the Texel in Holland on the 24th of May 1685 
with one Man of War, and two Tenders, accompa- 
ny'd by Ford Eord Gray, Earl of Tankerville, a Ger- 
man Count, &c. and about Li or 700 Othc 


ers, alid 
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others, who had fled to Holland for Refuge in the late 
Reign; after having been 19 Days ar Sea, they landed 
at Lyme-Regis in the County of Dorſet, on the 11th of 
June, about Eight of the Clock in the Evening, when 
| Mr. Fletcher of Salton in Scotland, ſhot the Mayor 
t For ſtriking him with his Whip. | 
1 So ſoon as his Men were landed, the Duke led them 
| by a Backway into the Town, and ſer up his Standard 
in the Market-place, without Oppoſition ; then he 
muſter'd his ſmall Force, who were well arm'd and 
cloth'd ; and being aſk'd whom they were for, they de- 
clar'd for the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws, 
Rights, and Privileges of England, inviting all Peo- 
ple to come and join with them; after which, the 
Duke's Declaration was publickly read at the Market- 
Croſs. : 

On Saturday the 13th of June, the King recciv'd an 
Expreſs from the Mayor of Lyme, of the Duke's Land- 
ing» which he immediately communicated to the 
Parliament; whereupon both Houſes voted an Ad- 
Areſs of Thanks to his Majeſty, and the Commons or- 

desde a Bill to be brought in for attainting the Duke“ 
of High Treaſon, which on the eth — the Royal 
Aſent ; and notwithſtanding the Parliament had pro- 
med to atliſt the King againſt the Duke and all his 
Adherents, yet the Camper? People flock'd to him in 
great Numbers, ſo that he ſoon began to have the Shew 
55 an Army of about 6000 Horſe and Foot, with which 
he marched from Lyme to Taunton, a populous Town 
in Somerlerſhire, where he was receiv'd by the Peo- 
ple of both Sexes wich unuſual Demonſtrations of 
oy, which e courag'd him, at the Requeſt of his 
Friends, to ſuffer himſelf to be proclaimed King. 

From Taunton he march'd to Bridgewater, and 
thence to Bath, where, being deny d Entrance, he 
proceeded to Philips-Norton, and there by durprize 
cut off part of a Troop of the King's Horſe, the Duke 
of Grafton narrowly eſcaping with kis Life. 

After this Succeſs, he march'd within two Miles of 
Briſtol, where a Council of War being held, it was 
reſolved not to Enter the City, but retreat back to 
Bridgewater ; but the Earl of Feverſham bein ..- 
camp'd with the King's Army at Sedgmor* #*.r” that 
Town, the Duke reſolved to make one deIperate Path

for all, and on Monday the 6th of July, about Four in 
the Morning, attack d the King's Troops, when he 
was entirely routed, zoo of his Men being k1ll'd on the 
Spot, 1000 in the Purſuit, and as many taken Priſoners 
ſeveral of whom were atterwards executed. 

The Earl of Feverſham having ſent out ſeveral Par- 
ties in Purſuir of the Duke and his Adherents, tha 
Lord Gray was apprehended on Tueſday Morning the 
7th of July, by the Lord Lumley's Men, and the next 
Day the German Count and the Duke himſelf were 
likewiſe taken; ſo that being all three ſecur'd by the 
Lord Lumley, they were under a ſtrong Guard con- 
vey'd to London, and committed to the Tower, where 
arriving the 13th of July, the Duke was brought to 
the King's Preſence, when he immediately threw him 
{elf at his Majeſty's Feet, confeſs'd that he deſerv'd to 
die; but at the ſame Time begg'd his Life, and con- 
cluded with theſe Words : Remember, Sir, I am 
* your Brother's Son, and if you take my Life, it is 
* your-own Blood that you will ſhed.“ To this the 


| King anſwer'd, He was ſorry wo! his Misfortune ; but 


his Crime was ſo great, that het could not let it go 
unpunith'd, and therefore he muſt ſuffer. 
Upon which, the Duke *roſe np, and was convey d 
back to the Tower, and on Wedneſday the Iich of 
uly 1685, about eleven in the Forenoon, was behead- 
os on Tower-hill, where he deliver'd the following 
per. ;

On the 18th of October 1914, the iſt of George J.

Alexander Gordon, Duke of Gordon, Mar- 
queſs and Earl of Huntley, Earl of Enzie, Baron of 
St rathbogy, and Hereditary Conſtable of the Caſtle of 
Inverneſs, and its Superiorities. | 

Created Lord Gordon of Strathbogy .in the County 
of Aberdeen or Mar, June 16, 1376, Earl of Huntley 
inthe County of Berwick, in 1449, Marqueſs of the 
Fame Place, April 17, 1599, by 33 VI. and Duke 
of Gordon in the County of Bamff, Novemb. 1, 1684, 
-the 36th of Charles II. ; 

Of this ancient and great Family, which took their 
Sirname from the Barony of Gordon in the Shire of 
Berwick or the Mers, there are, beſides theſe in Bri- 
_ ſeveral in Muſcovy, who make a great Figure 
there. 

In the Time of King Malcolm IV. which is 650 
Years ago, this Family was very numerous, and flou- 
riſh*'d in the County aforeſaid; one of which was 
Bertram de Gordon, who, at the Siege of Chalne in 
Aquitain, (as *tis ſaid) woundcd to Death King Ri- 
chard I. ot England. . 

About 400 Years ſince, upon the Fall of the Com- 
mins, the Superiority of the County of Mar or Aber- 
deen, was given to this Family by King Robert Bruce, 
and upon that Occaſion they removed thither from 
their original Country, where the Family and their 


Branches poſſeſd d many conſiderable Paronies, among 
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which is the Lordſhip of Gordon; and now they 
«enJoy as many in the North and Weſt, there being of 
this Family, beſides his Grace the Duke, the Earls of 
Aboyn, Sutherland, and Aberdeen, and the Viſcount 
Kenmure, | 

This Family had alſo many Lands, beſtow'd upon 
them for their Fidelity to their Princes; but ſuffer'd 
much by their adhering to Queen Mary, K. Charles 1. 
and King James VII. and are deſcended from Richard 


de Gordon, who in the Year 1269, gave Lands to the 


Abbey ot Kelſo. 

To Richard ſucceeded Thomas his Son, who was 

.alſo a Benefactor to the aforeſaid Abbey; and Thomas 

his Son, acconding ro the Devotion of thoſe Times, 
taking upon him the Sign of the Croſs, left his Inhe- 
Titance to his Daughter Alicia ; which Daughter be- 
ing marry*d to Adam Gordon, her Kinſman, by him 
had Sir Adam Gordon, Kt. their Son and Heir. 

Sir Adam, who ſucceeded, lived in the Year 4303, 
and confrm'd all the Donations made ro Kelſo, by Ri- 
chard, Thomas, and Adam Gordon, his Progenitors ; 
and being a zealous Aſſertor of the Independenc and 
Freedom of his native Country, ſtood in ſuch high Fa- 
your with King Robert Bruce, that the ſaid King, 
in Conſideration of his good Services, gave him the 
Lordihip of Strathbogy, in which he was ſucceeded 
by Sir Alexander his Son. 

To Sir Alexander, who was next Heir, and in the 
Year 1346, loſt his Life at the Battle of Durham, in 
Behalf of King David II. ſucceeded Sir John Gordon 
his Son; which Sir John, in the 28th of the ſai 
King, obtain'd a Charter, for erecting all his Lands 
into an entire Barony of Strathbogy. 

To Sir John ſucceeded Sir David his Son, who was 
the 2d Baron; and he being ſlain in the Year 1401, 
at the Pattle of Homildon, in the Service of his 
Country, left Iſſue by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter 


to the Lord Keith, an only Daughter of her Name, 


who was his Heir; and ſhe, in the Year 1408, mar- 
Tying Sir Alexander Seaton, ſecond Son to Sir William 
Seaton of that ilk, (to whom Robert Duke of Albany, 
in the third Lear of his Government, gave a Charter 
and Confirmation of the Lands and Baronies of Gor- 


don, Huntley, Strathbogy, and ſeveral others) by hag 
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had Alexander Seaton, who ſucceeded, and William 
Scaton of Meldrum. : 

Alexander, who was Heir to the Baronies aforeſaid, 
and the third Baron thereof, was alſo one of the Ho- 
ſtages for the Ranſom of King Jaoges I. and in 1477, 
was join'd in Commiſſion with John Biſhop of Glas- 
gow, Sir Walter Ogilvy, and Sir John Forreſter, Kts. 


to treat of x Peace with England, which they happily 


concluded, for nine Ycars. 
In the Reign of James II. he by Authority of Parlia- 


ment, took the Sirname of Gordon, to preſerve che 


Memory of the Family, and placed the Arms of that 


Name in the firſt Quarter; and for his noble Services 


perform d to that King in his Minority, was made 
Sheriff of Inverneſs, and created Earl of Huntley ; 
and had alſo divers Manors and Lordſhips, (as Badze- 
noch, .&c.) given him, which he long enjoyd; 

This Earl marrying to his firſt Wife Honora, Daugh- 
ter and Heir to Robert Keith, Grandſon to Sir Wil- 
liam Keith, Marithal of Scotland, and Honora his 
Wife, Heireſs to the Lord Frazer, by her had no 
Iſſue ; bur by his 2d Wife, who was Giles, Daughter 
and Heir to John Hay, Baron of Tillibody, Touch, 
and Enzie, he had Sir Alexander Gordon, Kt. who 
was the firſt of the Family of. Touch; and by his 3d 
Wife, who was Margaret, Daughter to William Lord 
Chrichton, Chancellor of Scotland, he had à Son 
named George, and three Daughters; whereof Jane 
was marry d to James Dunbar, Earl of Murray, Eli- 
zabeth to William Keith Earl of Mariſhal, and Chri- 
ſtian to William Lord Forbes. 

To Alexander Earl of Huntley, ſucceeded George

Lewis, who was the third Marqueſs of Huntley, 
marry'd Iſabel, Daughter to Sir John Grant of that 
Uk, and by her had a Son named George, and three 
Laughters 3 of which, Anne was marry*d to the 
Count de Crolly, Mary to James Earl of Perth, and 
Jane to Charles Earl of Dumfermling; and George 
their Brother ſucceedcd his Father. 


George, who was the 4th Marqueſs of Huntley, was, 


by King Charles the zd, created Duke of Gorden; 
and by James the th, made one of the Lords of the 
Treaſury, one of the Privy Council, Governor of 
Edinburgh Caftle, and Knight of the moſt noble Or- 
der of the Thiſtle 3; but at the Revolution in 1688, 
holding out the ſaid Caſtle for ſome Time for his Ma- 
jeſty's Intereſt, and ſeeing no Hopes of Relief from 
his, Maſter, he ſurrender'd it to King William's Troops 
and retir*d to France. 

He marry'd the Lady Elizabeth Howard, ſecond

and from theſe in Scotland were deſcended rhe Fa- 
mily of Scoti in Plaiſance in Italy, the Riari-Scoti in 
Bononia, the Mari-Scoti in Mantua, the Baroni-Scori 
in Florence, and the Paperoni-Scoti in Rome; and in 
St. Lawrence's Church in Plaiſance, the Family have 
twelve Monuments. N 

In Muſcovy there are ſeveral of this Family, which 
make a great Figure; and the — of PDantzick in 
Poland, being relicv d by one Doug als a Scotchman, 
they erected a triumphal Arch in Commemoration 
of that glorious Action, which to this Day is call d 
Douglaſs-Port or Gate, and the Suburb without it, 
Little Scotland; and they alſo enacted, that a Man 
born in Scotland, ſhould for ever be a Freeman of 
Dantzick, as much as a Native. 

In France this Family have had very great Com- 
mands and Titles; for one of the Name who was Earl 
of Wigtoun in Scotland, was, by Charles the qrth of 
France, made Duke of Turenne in that Country (for 
his Service in the Wars againſt the Engliſh) and an- 
other was Count de Longueville, : 

About the Year 1329, there were in Scotland, of 
this Name, fix Earls at one Time, viz. Douglaſs, An- 
gus, Morton, Ormond, Murray, and Wigtoun, (be- 
fore-meition' d) and now there are of the Name, be- 
ſides his Grace of whom we are ſpeaking, the Duke of 
Douglaſs, the Earls af Dumbarton, March, and Mor- 
ton, and the Lord Mordington; and for their Service 
to their Country, this Family had three noble Privi- 
leges allow'd them by King and Parliamem, viz. Thar 
they ſhould have the firſt Vote in the Parliament. 
zdly, Shoüld lead the Van of the Army; ard 3dly, 
Should carry the Crown, if preſent, at publick So- 
lemnities. : 2 

The Original of this illuſtrious Family is deriv'd 
from one Saolto, a black pale Man, which, as thoſe 
Words are ſaid to figanity (both in old Britiſh and 
Iriſh) was Dou glaſs; and he, in the Reign of Sol- 
vathius King of Scotland, and the Year of C riſt 750, 

ing the principal Man that routed Donald Bane, and 
his Forces, who had invaded his Country ; the King 

rezally rewarded his Services, and made him a Grant 
. 2 
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of large Poſſeſſions in the County of Lanark, which. 
he or his Succeſſors call'd Douglaſs, and from thence 
took the Sirname of the Family, ; 

To Sholto ſucceeded Hugh his Son, who was Father 
of anorher Hugh, and William, which William being 
ſent by Achaius King of Scotland, purſuant to his 
League with Charlemain,. with 4000 choice Men into 
Italy againſt che Lombards, he perform'd very glo- 
rious Actions, and became the Root of the Family of 
Scori at Placentia. 

In Auguſt, Anno 1057, he was made Lord of Pou- 
glaſs, by Malcolm Kenmore, in the Parliament held 
at Forfar, and was Father of. John Lord of Douglaſs, 
whoſe Son William the next Lord of the Family, had 
Archibald his Heir, and Bricius Biſhop of Murray, 

Archibald, who was the 4th Lord of Dou«laſs, mar- 
ry'd one of the Coheirs of the Name and Barony of 
Crawford, and by her had a Son named William, 
which Son was Father of Hugh de Douglaſs, who 
liv'd in the Time of Alexander the third, and fig- 
naliz'd himſelf at the Battle of Largs, where the 
Scots (in 1236) obtain'd a glorious Victory over the 
Norvegians. . 

He marry'd Margery Daughter to Alexander, and 
Siſter to Hugh Lord of Abernethy ; but having no ſur- 
viving Iflue Male, William his Brother, called the 
Hardy, became Heir; and in the Year 1295, was 
made Governor of Berwick ; but eight Years after, 
falling into the Enemies Hands, he there dy'd a Pri- 
ſoner, leaving Iſſue by his firſt Wife, Daughter to 
—— Keith of that ilk, two Sons, James and Hugh; 
and by his ſecond Wife, who was Margaret, Daugh- 
ter to — Ferrers Earlof Derby in England, he had 
Archibald Lord of Galloway, and John the Progeni- 
tor of the Earl of Morton, 

James who ſucceeded his Father, was commonly 
cal'd the Good Sir James, and laid the Foundation of 
the Grandeur of the Houſe of Douglaſs, he being fa- 
mous all rhe World over, for his Valour and glorious 
Actions in the Service of his Country, for which his 
Memory will ſtill be honour'd. 

In the Year 1313, he aſſaulted and took the Caſtle 
of Roxburgh, fromthe Engliſh, and the 24th of June 


che next Year commanded. the Left Wing of the Scots 


Army» 
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Army, at the famous Pattle of Bannockburn, where 
he bchaved ſo well, as to merit the Honour of K nigh:- 
hood in the Field, and after that, was made Warden 
of the Marches towards England, where, and in other 
Places, for his good Services, he had a Grant of the 
Caſtle, Village, and Foreſt of Jedworth, then erected 
into a free Foreſtry z as alſo had a noble Compart- 
ment of a Wrcath of Stakes added to his Arms, be- 
cauſe he wreath'd in the Englith in the ſaid Foreſt, 
that they could nor eſcape, and there defeated them. 

This illuſtrious Perſon is ſaid to have been in fifty- 
ſeven Battles and Rencounters againſt rhe Engliſh ; 
thirteen Times vittorious againſt the Saracens, and 
on Infidels, and all in the Space of twenty-four 

ears. 

To him ſucceeded Hugh his Brother, the 9th Lord 
of Douglaſs, but he having no Ifſue of his own 
Body (in the Year 1343) reſign'd the Lordſhip of 
Douglals, in Favour of Sir William his Nephew, the 
Son of Archibald Lord of Galloway, who in 1333 
was ſlain at the Battle of Hallidonhill. 

In the Tear 1346, the ſaid Sir William, Lord of 
Douglaſs, was Warden of the Eaſt-Marches towards 
England 3; and accompanying King David to the Bat- 
tie of Durham, was there taken Priſoner with his 
Soversign, but was ſoon after re leas'd, and in 1357, 
was, among other Nobles, bound to King Edward the 
third of England, for a hundred thouſand Marks Ster- 
ling, for the Ranſom of the ſaid King David; and 
much about the ſame Time he was dignify'd with the 
Title of Earl of Douglaſs, _ ; 

He marry d to his firſt Wife Margaret, Siſter and 
{ole Heir ro Thomas Earl of Mar, and by her had 
James his Son, who ſucceeded him in the Earldom of. 
Douglaſs, and a Paughter named Iſabel, which Daugh- 
ter, after the Death of her Brother, became Counteſs 
of Mar. 

By his ſecond Wife, who was Margaret Daughter 
to Patrick Earl of March, the ſaid William Earl of 
Pouglaſs had Archibald Lord of Galloway, on whom 
devolv'd the Earldom of Douslaſs; and by his third 
Wif: Margarer, Daughter and Heir to Thomas Stew- 
art Earl of Angus, the (aid William had George Dou- 
glaſs rhe firſt Earl of Angus of that Name.

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James the ſecond Earl of Douglaſs, who ſucceeded 
his Father, marry'd the Lady Iſabel Stewart, Daugh- 
ter to King Robert the ſecond; and in 1388, being 
killd at the Battle of Otrerburn, left Iſſue a Son 
named William, who was knighted, and to him. as 2 
Portion he gave the Barony ot Drumlanrig, with ma- 
ny ample Privileges, and the Charter was ratify'd on 
the 5th of Dec. 1389. 

In the Year 1412, the ſaid Sir William, who was 
the firſt Baron of Prumlanrig, had the Honour to be 
ſent by the Governor of Scotland (the Duke of Al- 
bany) Embaſlador to the Court of England, to ſolic it 
the Re leaſe of N the firſt, when a Priſoner 
in London, where he obtain'd from his captive Sovc=- 
reign, a Charter all written fair in that K'ng's own 
Hand, on Vellom, in cheſe Words: 


James, throw the Grace of. God, Kyinge of. Scotris, 
til all that this Lettre hereis ſeis, ſendis Gretynge : 
Wit ze, that we have grantit, ant by this preſent Lettre 
gratis a ſpecial Confirmation in the maſt Forme, 11!! 
our truſt and well belofit Cuſyng, Sir William of Dou- 
Blaſs of Drumlanrig, of all the Lands that is poſeft, 
and charterit of, within the Kingdom of Scotland, 
that is to ſay, the Landis of Drumlanrig, of Hanykc, 
and Selkirk: The which Charter and Poſſeſhons be thi: 
Lettre we conferm. In witnejs of the walk this preſent 
Lettres we wrate with cur proper Hand, and the Signet 
At in ſelying of our Lettres, as now at Croydon, the 
laſt Day of November, the Yeir of our Lord 1412. 


Try all the publick Tranſactions during the King's 
Abſence, we find this Sir William a great Sharer ; 
and in 1420, when the Engliſh carry'd over the ſaid 
King James into France, to try if his Preſence could 
draw the Scots, who were in the French Service, over 
zo the Fa glilh; he went over to wait on his Maſter, 
and on the 23th of October 1414, loſt his Life at the 
Battle of X in court. 

He marry'd Llizabech, Daughter to Sir Robert 
Steuart of Duriſdecr, and by her had William his Son 
and Heir, the ſecond aron of Drumlanrig, who in 
1427, was one of the Hoſtages ſent to England, for 

the Redemption of the forglgig King, aud being l. 
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his Father) a Warlike Man, fignaliz'd himſelf in 
moſt of che Actions between the Scots and Engliſh, 
particularly at the Battle of Sark near Solways where 
the Scots obrain'd a moſt glorious Victory under his 
Couſin, Hugh Earl of Ormond, Brocher to che Ear! 
of Douglaſs. _ 

The ſaid Sir William, who was the ſecond Baron 
of Drumlanris, dying in 14358, left Iſſue by ane his 
Wife, Daughter to Sir Herbert Maxwell, Lord of Ca- 
laverock, Anccitor ro the Earl of Nithidale, Willi- 
am his Son and Heir, who gave many ſignal Proofs 
of his Valour in ſeveral Actions, as at the Siege of 
Roxburgh in 1450, where King James the zd loſt his 
Litc, and another at Alnwick, where, in 1462, the 
French Garriſon was rcliey'd by the Earl of Angus, 
his Couſin, in the Face of a numerous Englith Ar- 
my, which was double rhe Number of Troops the 
Earl had under his Command. : 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Roger Cariile, 
Lord of Torthorwald, and dying in 1464, by her left 
William the 4th Baron of Drumlanriz, which Wil- 
lam treading id the Steps of his heroick Anceſtors, 
was ſlain in the Service of his Country, in thc Bar- 
tle of Kirkonel in Annandale. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Robert 
Crichton Lord of Sanquhar, Anceſtor of the Coun - 
teſs and Heireſs of Dumfries, and by her had rhrez 
Sons, viz. _ his Heir; Robert, of whom were 
deſcended the Douglaſſes of Caſhogle and Daloni; and 
George, the Origin of the Family of rhe Pouglaſles 
of Pinerie ; and having alſo tWo Daughters, langt was 
marry'd to William Lord Somervile, and Nargarct to 
Sir 3 Dalzicl, Anceitor to the Earl of Carn- 
wath.. 

In the Year 1370, James who ſucceeded, marry'd 

anet, Daughter to David Scot of Buceleugh, Anceſtor 
to her Grace Anne, now Gurcheſs of Monmoutnu and 
Buccleugh,, and by her had a Son named William, 
who was the 6th Baron of Drumlanrig, and three 
Daughters, whereof Elizabech was marry'd to Sir 
John Campbel of London, Hereditary Sheriff of Air, 
and. Anceſtor to the Earl of Loudon, Margaret to 
jan Lord Cathcart, and Janet to Roger Gries ſon of 
OL 
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Sir James departing this Life in 1492, William his 
Son lucceeded him, and was the 6ch Baron as bctore 
mention'd, and he loling his Life with King james 
the fourch at the Battle of Flodden, Sept. 9, 1513, 
left Tflue by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter ro Sir John 
Gordon of Lochinvar, Anceſtor to the Viſcount Ken- 
mure, James his Succeſſor, and two Daughters, viz. 
Elizabeth marry'd to Robert Lord Maxwell, and Ag- 
nes ro Andrew Cunningham of Kirklhaw. 

James, who was the 9th Baron, was cne of thoſe 
yal Perſons who, in the Year 1526, attempred to 
relieve King lJamcs the fifth from the Earl of Angus, 
who kept him in no other Condition than that of a 
Captive, and for that and his Loyalty to Queen Ma- 
Ty, the Duke of Chattlerault, the Governor, made 
him a Knight. 

In 1553, the Queen made him Warden of the Fait- 
Marches, which Office he diſcharg'd with great Wil- 
dom and Courage, for many Years, even *tll his old 
Age, that he reftiyn'd it, and having marry'd Chri- 
ſtian, Paughter to John, Son of Hugh Farl of Eg— 
lingron, by her had a Son named William (who liv'd - 
at Hawick) and four Daughters, of which Margaret 
was marry dito Robert Lord Sanquhar, Janet to Wi. 
ham Kerr of Cesford, Anceſtor to the Duke of Rox- 
burgh, and Chriſtian to Alexander Steuart cf G irlies, 

Anceſtor to the Ead of Galloway ; and the ſaid Wil- 
am their Brother, dying betore his Father, left II- 
ſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter to Sir John Gor- 
dan of Lochinvar, Anceſtor ro the Viſcount Ken- 
mare, James who iucceeded his Grandtather, and a 
Dautzmer nam'd Chriſtian, which Daughter was mar- 
yd to Reberr Dalziel Earl of Carnwarh. 

Sir james who (in 1372) ſacce:ded his Grand aher, 
was a Perſon both Wiic ard Valiant, and till King 
ames the 6th's Acceſſiom to the Englith Crown, Often 
cxerted his Conduct and Courage in thoſe unhappy 
Feuds and Incurſions, with which the South-Eaſt Parts 
of the Kingaom were infeſted. 

He marry'd Margarer, Daughter to John Lor 
Fleming, and Sifter to the Earl of Wigron, by whom 
he had Sir William his Son and Heir, rhe firſt Earl ot 
Quecniberry, who in October 1613 ſucceeded him; 
which Sir William being a Gentleman of great Parts 
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and ſingular Prudence, was particularly known and 
re ſpected by King lames che 6th, whom, in the Year 
1617, he had the Honour to entertain at his Houſe 
ar Drumlanrig in his Return to England; and by King 
Charles the 1ſt, he was by Patent dated at Whitehall 
in London, April 1, 1628, created Lord Douglaſs of 
Hawick and Tibers, and Viſcount Drumlanrig, as by 
another Patent bearing Dare at Scaton in Scotland, 
June 133 1633, he was created Earl of Queenſberry. 

He marry'd the Lady Iſabel Kerr, Daughter to 
Mark Earl of Lothian, and by her had James his Heir, 
and two Daughters, whereof Margaret was. marry*d 
to James Johnſton, Earl of Hartheld, Anceſtor to 
the Marqueſs ot Annandalc, and Janet to Thomas 
Macklellan Lord Kirkudbright. 

James, who was the ſecond Earl of Quecrfberry, 
and on the 8th of March 1640, ſucceeded his Father, 
was a great Sufferer for his Loyalty to King Charles, 
during the Civil War, and when he endeavour'd to 
Join the Marqueſs of Montroſe, before the Bartle of 
Philiphaugh, which was fought on the 13th of Sept. 
1645, he was made Priſoner, and fined rwelve thou- 
ſand Marks Scots, which he paid, and dying on the 
15th of Auguſt 1691, in the 63d Year of his Age, 
was bury'd at Durraſdeer, among his Anceſtors. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, the Lady Mary Ha- 
milton, Daughter to James Marqueſs of Hamilton, b 
whom he had no Iſſue, bur taking ro his — 
Wife Margaret Steuart, Daughter ro John Earl of 
Traquhar, Lord High Treaſurer of Scotland, by her 

ad four Sons and five Daughters. 

Of the Sons, William the eldeſt ſucceeded, and was 
the third Earl of Queenſberry; James the 2d Son was 
a Lieutenam-General to King James the 7th, and Wil- 
iam the 3d, and in 1691, dy'd at Namur; and John 
the zd Son was kill'd at the Siege of Treves in 1675 
and in 1676, Nobert the 4th was lain at the Siege of 
Maeſtricht. 

Of rhe (aid five Daughters, Mary was marry'd to 
Alexander Steuart Earl of Galloway, Catharine to 
Sir James Douglaſs of Killhead, Bart. Henrietta to Sir 
Robert Grierſon of Logg, Bart. Margaret to Sir A-

was in 1667 {worn one of the Privy Council in Scot- 
land to King Charles the 2d, and by a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal, dated ar Windſor-Caſtle June 1, 
1680, was made juſtice-General of that Kingdom. 

By another Patent dated at Whitehall on the 11th 
of Feb. 1682, he was created Lord Douglaſs of Kin- 
mouth, Middlebie, and Dornock, Viſcount of Nith- 
Torthorwald and Roſs, Earl of Drumlanrig and 
Sanquhar, and Marqueis of Queenſberry; and in A- 
pril 1682, by a Warrant under the King s Hand, di- 
rected to Sir Alexander Erſkine, Lyon King of Arms 
for Scotland, he had an Addition made to his Coar 
Armorial, for him and his Heirs for ever, of the dou- 
ble Treſſure, as it is in the Royal Atchicvement. 

On the 12th of May the ſame Year, he was conſti- 
ruted Lord High Treaſurer of Scotland; and by two 
other Commiſſions, dated on the 21ft of September 
following, he was made Conſtable and Governor of 
Edinburzh Caſtle, and one of the Extraordinary Lords 
of Seſſion; and finally, that no Honours might be 
wanting to him, which his Prince, King Charles 
the 2d, could confer upon him, he was, by Letters 
Patent dared at Whirehall on the 3d of Feb. 1684, 
created Marqueſs of Dumtreis-thire and Duke of 
Queenſberry, and afterwards made one of the Privy 
Council in England. 

As this Nobleman had Þb:en in great Fayour in the 
Reign of King Charles the zd, he was no leſs ſo in 
the beginning of that of King James the th, who not 
only continued him in his former Poſts, but by a 
Commiſſion in 1685, made him Lord High Commil- 
fioner to repreſent his Royal Perſon in the Kingdom 
of Scotland; and the fame Year, he, and James Earl 
of Drumlanrig, his Son, afterwards Puke, were con- 
ſtituted his Majeſty's Licutenants in the Shires of Pum- 
freis and Wigtoun, and the Stewarties of Annanda'e 
and Kirkudbright : Bur the Meaſures which were ſoon 
after taken at Court, not ſuiting with his Temper 
and Principles, he was remov'd from his other Poſts, 
and in 1686 made Lord Preſident of the Privy Coun- 
cilof Scotland. 
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Six Months after this, he not complying with the 
Project of taking away the Penal Laws and Teſt, was 
laid afide from all Publick Emptoymenrs, ſo that from 
thence forward he became more zealous than ever 
for the Good of his Country; and being at London 
in the Time of the Grand Revolution in 1688, hi 
Gracc, at the Head of divers Scotch Nobility an 
Gentry, who were then in Town, waited in a Body, 
on the 7th of January, upon rhe Prince of Orange ar 
St. James's, who was pleas'd to receive them with 

reat Reſpe& ; and ſoon after chuſing Duke Hamilton 

or their Preſident, in due Time brought Scotland to 
Agree to accept of William and Mary for their King 
and Queen, as they had done before in England. 

This Duke of Queenſberry, among his other ſhi- 
ning Qualities, was a great Maſter in Oeconomy; for 
having come to a Fortune much impair'd, through 
the Iniquity of the Times, he not only retriev'd it, 
but acquir'd an ample Eftate in Tweedale, which he 
gave his ſecond Son William, creared Earl of March. 

He likewiſe laid out a great deal of Money in re- 
building the Caſtle of Drumlanrig, the Seat of his 
2 which with its Gardens, the Work of the 
Duke his Son who ſuccecded him, for Magnificence 
= Expence, yields to none in the Northern Parts of 

ritain. 

In a Word, he was in all Capacities of Life, one of 
the greateſt Men of the Age, and dy*d with a Tempyer 
and Reſolution that became a great Man and a good 
Chriſtian, ar Edinburgh, March 28, 1695, age 58 
Years, and was bury'd with much Funeral Solemnity 
at Durraſdeer, where there is a ſtately Monument 
erected for him. 

This illuſtrious perſon, in the Year 1657, marry'd 
the Lady Iſabe lla 1 Daughter to William 
Marqueſs of Douglaſs, whom he had firſt a Son, 
a'd then a Daughter, who both dy'd young; jd 
James his Succeſſor; 4th, William Earl of March; 
5th, Lord George, who dy'd unmarry'd in July 1693 3 
and 6thly, a Daughter nam'd Anne, who in 2697 , 
was marry'd to David Earl of Weems, and dy'd in 
We: leaving Iſſue David, Lord Elche, and Mr. James 

ems. 
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His Son and Succeſſor, James the ad Duke of Queens- 

rry, was burn at the Caſtle of Sanquhar on the 18th 
of December 1662, and after he had gone through 
the Courle of his Studies at the Univerſity of Glaſ- 
gow, he in 1680, went into Foreign Parts to accom- 
plith himſelf by Travels, and upon his Return in 
»684, was by King Charles II. made one of the Pri- 
vy Council in Scotland, and Lieutenant-Colonel of 
a Regiment of Horſe, commanded by the Viſcount 
Dundce. 

He continued in theſe Poſts till the Year 1688, a- 
bout which Time he quitted them for ill Uſage at 
Court, and upon the Account of the Diſagreement of 

is Principles with their Mcaſures. 

The Revolution happening then to come on, he 
appear'd very carly in it, and was by the Prince of 
Orange, upon his Acceptance of rhe Government of 
Scotland, made Colonc! of the Scots Horſe-Guards ; 
which Commiſſion was renew'd to him immediately 
after the Prince was declar'd King of that Realm, 
and at the (ame Time he was made one of the Lords 
of the Privy Council and Exchequer, and one of the 
Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bed-chamber. 

In 1690, King William ſent him into Scotland, to 
command a ſeparate Body of Troops, under Licu- 
renant-General Mackay, where, two Years after, he 
was made one of the Lords of the Treaſury, and in 
1693, he had a Patent to fit and vote in the Parlia- 


ment of Scotland, as Lord High Treaſurer, his Fa- 


ther then alive, and he not a Peer. 

His Father departing this Life, as aforeſaid, in 
1695, he laid aſide al Thoughts of Military Employ- 
ments, quitted the Command of the "ane! and was 
thereupon, by the ſame? King, made Lord Privy-Sca! 
zu Scotland, and one of the Extraordinary Lords of 
de ſſion. | 

In the Year 1700, his Mijeſty again thought fir to 
make him Lord High Commiſhoner, to repreſent his 
Royal Perſon in that Seſſions of Parliament, which 
began on the 21ſt of May, and on the 18th of June 
1701, in a Chapter held at Kenſington, was elected a 
Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, as at 
the lame Time was his Electora! Highneſs of Hano- 

N ver; 
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ver, afterwards King George I. and on the 1oth of 
July following, they were inſtall'd at Windſor. 

His Grace having, ſcrv'd King William, as long as 
he liv'd, with Honour and Fidelity, and cven to the 
Detriment of his own Fortune ; 2 Majeſty Queen 
Anne, upon her Acccthon to the Throne, fr | made 
him Secretary of State, and entertaining the ſame juſt 
Sentiments of his Grace's Ability and good Conduct, 
in her Letter to the Parliament of Scotland, bearing 
Date the 15th of May 1702, amongſt other Things 
acquainted them, That ſhe had appointed her truſty 
— right entirely beloved Couſin and Counſc lor, 
James Duke of Quceniberry, to be her Commiſſione r, 
to repreſent her Royal Perſon in that Seſſion, being 
fully ſatisfy'd of his great Ab'ilirics and Fidelity for 
diſcharging that Truſt, and no Je(s perſwaded, that 
the Proofs he had given thereof, upon the like Oc- 
cation, would render him acceptable to them. 

After this, the Parliament being prorogu'd to the 
18th of Auguſt, his Grace fer out for London, where 
being appointed by her Majeſty, to be the firſt Com- 
mĩiſſione r on the Part of Scotland, for treating of an 
Union between both Nations, they met the firſt Time 
at the Cockpit, on the 22d of October; but Things 
being nor yer ripe for the accompliſhing the intend- 
ed Union, her Majeſty honour'd the Duke a ſecond 
Time, with repreſenting her Perſon in the Parliament 
of Scotland, which met at Edinburgh on the 6th of 
May 1703, 

On the 6th of September, his Grace having paſs'd 
{ſeveral uſeful Bills, put a End to that Seſſion; and 
how great ſoever his Services were for {ome Time 
eſteem'd to be, yet in 1704, upon a Change of ſome 
Meaſures at Court, he was remov'd from all his pub- 
lick Employments, except that of one of the Extraor- 
dinary Lords of Sc{fion, which was for Life; but on 
the 23d of July 1705, he was again made one of the 
Lords of the Treaſury, aud Lord Privy Seal, as alſo 
reſtored to his Places in the Privy Council and Ex- 
chequer; and in November the ſame Year, her Ma- 
je ſty was pleaſed to direct a Commiſſion to him, being 
then at Edinburgh, to repreſent her Royal Perſon as 
Sovereign of the Moſt Noble and Moſt Ancient Order 
of St. Andrew; by Virtus whergof he did, —_— 

ins 
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Solemnity uſual on fuch Occaſions, inveſt William 
Kerr, Marqueſs of Lothian, with the faid Order, 

On the 3d of Seprember 1706, the Scotch Parlia- 
ment being to meet, his Grace was again appointed 
her Majeſty's High Commiſſioner ; being pitch d up- 
on as the ficteſt Perſon to bring about that great 
Work of the Union, which was compleated in March 
1707 and afterwards he was elected one of the Six- 
teen Peers for Scotland, to ſerve in the firſt Parliament 
of Great Britain. 

Thus having happily concluded that Seſſion, and 
ſurmounted all the Difficuſties he met in his Way 
fer our ſome Days after for London, where he artiv'd 
on the 16th of April, being met ſeveral Miles out of 
Town by many Noblemen and Gentlemen in their 
Coaches, to the Number of above forty, and by near 
400 Perions on Horlcback. 

The next Morning he waited upon the Queen at 
Kenſington, where he found that gracious Reception 
which his never to be forgotten Services had de- 
ſerv'd, and as a Compenſation for hig Time and For- 

tune, which he had expended in the Publick Aſtairs, 
had an honourable Penſion of 3000 1. per Annum out 
of the Poſt-Office. 

On the 26th of May 1908, he was created Baron of 
Rippon, Marqueſs of Beverley, and Duke of Dover ; 
which Engliſh Titles were to deſcend to Charles his 
ſecond Son the Earl of Solway, Viſcount Tibers, &c. 
and in February 1709, he was ſworn Secretary of State 
for North-Britain. 

On the iſt of December 1685, he was marry'd to 
the Lady Mary Boyle, ſecond Daughter to Charles 
Lord Clifford of Laneſborough, eldeſt Son to Ri- 
chard Earl of Burlington and Cork, by the Lady Jane 
Seymour, his Wife, Daughter to William Duke of 
Somerſcr, and by her had four Sons and five Paugh- 
ters, and dy'd on the 6th of July. 1711. f 

Of the Sons, William the eldeſt, was born at Edin- 
burgh on the 18th of May, 1696, and dy'd ſeven 
Months after. 

James the 2d, was born at London, Nov. 12, 169%, 
and in his Father's Life-time, ſtil'd Earl of Drumlan- 
rig, but is dead. Alſo, 


Charles 
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Charles the third Son, was born at Edinburgh, Nov- 
24, 1698; and in 1707, for the great Services of his 
Father, and Anceſtors, was created Earl of Solway, 
&c. and is now Duke of Queensberry, &c. and George 
the 4th Son, who was born at London on the 2oth of 
February 1701, dy'd at Paris on the ch of February 
1 24-5. 

"of the Daughters, Tſabella the eldeſt, was born at 
London Dec. 4, 1688, and dy'd at Edinburgh ; the 
Lady Jane, is now the Wife of Francis Scot, Earl of 
Dalkeith 3 the Lady Anne is as yet a Maiden; and 
the other Daughters are dead. 

On the 16th of May 1723, Charles, who is now 
Duke of Queenſberry, &c. was made Vice-Admiral 
of North-Britain; as in 1725, he was one of the 
Lords of the Bed-chamber to King George I. being 
likewiſe on the 31ſt of May 1726, ſworn one of his 
Privy Council, and on the 5th of Bec. 1727, he was 
again made Vice-Admiral of Scotland. 

In 1719, his Grace was marry'd to the Lady Ca- 
tharine Hyde, Daughter to Henry now Earl of Cla- 
rendon and Rocheſter, by whom he has Iſſue rwo 
Sons, viz. Henry Earl of Drumlanrig, born October 
30, 1722, and the Lord Charles, who was born on 
the 27th of July 1726.

Tu E moſt high, puiſſant, and noble Prince 
John Campbel, Duke, Marqueſs, and Earl of 
Argyle, Marqueſs of Kintyre and Lorn, Earl of 
Campbel and Cowal, Viſcount of Lochow and Gle- 
nyla, Lord of Innerara, Mull, Morvern, and Tyrie, 
Hereditary Great Maſter of the King's Houſhold, 
Lord Lieutenant of rhe Shires of Argyle and Dumbar- 
ton, Hereditary Admiral of the Weſtern Iles in Scot- 
Jand, Hereditary Governor of Dunoon Caſtle, Here- 
ditary High Sheriff of Argyleſhire, Lord of Seſſion, 
Privy Counſellor, Lord of the Exchequer and Trea- 
fury, Lord of his own Lands in the Kingdom of Scot- 
land, one of the Privy Council in England, Knight 
of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, Baron of 
Chatham, Duke and Earl of Greenwich, Maſter-Ge- 
neral of the Ordnance, Colonel of her Majeſty Queen 
Caroline's own Regiment of Horſe, and Lord High 
Steward of the Borough of Malmſbury in the County 
of Wilts, ; 
Summon'd to Parliament as Lord of Campbel in 
1445, the 8th of James II. and by the ſame King in 
1457, creared Earl of the County of Argyle, Mar- 
queſs of the ſame, November 15, 1641, the 17th of 
Charles I.; Duke of Argyle, Marqueſs of Kintyre and 
].orn, Earl of Campbel and Cowal, Viſcount of Lo- 


chow and Glenyla, Lord of Innerara, Mull, Morvern, 

and Tyrie, June 23, 1701, the 13th of William III. 

Faron of Chatham, and Earl of Greenwich in =} 
an 
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land, November 26, 1703, the qth of Queen Anne, 
and Duke of Greenwich, April zo, 1719. 

This ancient and noble Family of Campbel, is de- 
riv'd from a very long Train of illuſtrious Anceſtors, 
much farther back then can be vouched by Writings 
or Records, and ſeem to be founded upon the tradi- 
tional Accounts of the Sanachi:s, and Bards, whoſe 
Ochce conſiſted chiefly in recording the Actions and 
Atchievements of the great Men of Families, to whom 
they were atrach'd. 

The firſt Appellation they uſed, was O Dubin, which 
according to an early Cuttom they aſſumed from Di- 
armed O Dubin, one of their Anceſtors, who was a 
brave and warlike Man, and from him, in the Trifn 
Language, they are call d to this Time, Scol Liarmed, 
that is, the Poſterity and Off-ſpring of 1:iarmed. 

From the aforeſaid Diarmed O Dubin, the Bards 
have recorded a long Series of the Barons of Lochow, 
whole Actions they tell us were very renown'd both 
for Conduct and Courage; and to him ſucceeded Paul 
O Dubin, who was Lord of Lochow, and was deno- 
minared Pau! in Spuran, from his being the King's 
Treaſurer ; but he having no Male Iſſue, his Eſtate 
went to his Daughter Eva; which Paughter being 
marry'd to Giletpick O Dubin, a Relation of her own, 
they vor the Name chang'd to Campbel, thereby to 
preſerve and perpetuate the Memory of a very noble 
and heroick Piece of Service perform'd by him to the 
Crown of France, in the Reign of King Ma colm 
Canmore, 

By Eva his Lady, the ſaid Gileſpick O Dubin, (af- 
terwards Campbel) had a Son nam'd Duncan, who 
was Father of Colin, and he of Archibald, rhe Father 
of another Duncan, whole Son Sir Gilelpick Camp- 
bel, Knight, and Lord of Lochow, was Father of Sir 
Colinmore Campbel, which Sir Colinmor2 was one 
of thoſe great Men, who in 1292, were ſummon'd 
to Berwick, on the Part of King Robert Bruce, when 
Edward I. of England came there, to decide rhe Diſ- 
pute between the faid King Robert, and John Zaliol, 
for the Crown of <cotland. 

He marry'd a Lady of the Family of Sinclair, by 
whom he had two Sons, viz. Sir Donald Campbcl of 
Redhouſe (from whom is deſcended rhe Earl of Lou-

don,) and Sir Niel his Succeſſor 3 which Sir Niel was 
honour'd with Kknighthood by Alexander III. and at- 
terwards in 1306, aſſiſted at the Coronation of the 
aforeſaid King Robert, | 

In 1308, he entred into an Aſſociation with Sir 
Gilbert Hay, and Sir Alexander Seaton, wherein, in 
a moſt ſolemu Manner, they bound themſelves to 
defend, ill the laſt Period of their Lives, the Li- 
berries of their Country, and Right of Robert Bruce 
thcir King, againſt all Enemies, French, Engliſh and 
Sco's, to which they ſubſcrib'd all thcir Hands and 
Seals, the gth of September, at Cambuſkenneth. 

In 1315, he was one of the Barons in the Parlia- 
ment held a: Air, where they made an Entail of the 
Crown to King Robert, and his Heirs; and for that 
ſiznal Loyalty, and other his good Services, the King 
made him a Grant of ſeveral Lands, then in the 
Crown, as alſo beſtow'd on him the Lady Margery 
Bruce, his Siſter, in Marriage. 

By the {aid Lady he had two Sons, Colin and John, 

which ohn was dignity'd with the Title of Earl of 
Arhole, and dy d without Iſſue; and Sir Colin, who 
Caccceded his Father, in 1316, being in the Expedi- 
tion made into Ireland, in Behalt of Edward Bruce 
King of that Realm, and there bchaving himſelf with 
excceding Gallantry, was rewarded with a Grant of 
givers Lands in the County of Argyle. 
In the Minority of King David Bruce, he raiſing 
300 Men for his Majeſty's Service, and taking there- 
with the Caſtle of Dunoon, then in the Hands of the 
Engliſh, that Prince to reward him, made him Here- 
ditary Governor thercof, and gave him a yearly Pen- 
fion, and his Deſcendants ſtill enjoy the Honour. 

He marry'd a Daughter of the Family of Lennox, 
and dying in 1340, by her left Iſſue, aSon nam'd Ar- 
chibald,. who ſuccceded him; which Archibald alſo 
conſtantly adhering to King David's Incercit, during 
his Captivity in England, his Majclty bettow'd on 
him ſundry Lands, which-are {till in the Family ; and 
he marrying hq Daughter to Sir lohn Laumont, 
by her had Colin his Son and Heir. 


Colin who ſucceeded, was em loyd by King Ro- 
bert II. ir. reſtraining the Inc, ions of the Highlan- 
ders, who had then infeſted the Weltgrn Pars of Ln 
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Realm; and reducing them to his Majeſty's Obedi- 
ence, had thereupon a Grant of divers Lands and 
Lordſhips. | 

He marry'd Mary Campbel, a Lady of his own Fa- 
mily, and by her had Colin his Son and Heir ; which 
Colin being, a Perſon of great Parts, arriv'ꝗ to very 
high Advancements, as well in Honour as Eſtate, for 
in the Reign of King James I. he was made his Ma- 
jeſty's juſtice-General, one of his Privy Council, 
and Lieutenant within the Shire of Argyle; aki which 
Offices he was continu'd in by James II. whom he 
help'd to ſettle on the Throne, and was thereupon 
mats Lord High Chancellor of Scotland, with the 
Gitt of ſeveral Lands, and had Summons to Parlia- 
ment by the Title of Lord of Campbel. 

He marry'd the Lady Marginy Stenarr, Daughter 
to Robert Duke of Albany, and by her had two Sons, 
Archibald from whom the Male Line ot this Noble 
Family ſprung, and Sir Colin Campbel, Knight, An- 
ceſtor to che Earl of Broadalbin. 

Archibald, who was the clder Brother, dying in 
his Father's Life-time, left Iſſue by Elizabzth his 
Wife, Daughter to Sir John — of Carnwarh, 
Anceſtor to the Lord Somervile, a Son nam'd Colin, 
who ſucceeded his Grandfather, and was Earl of Ar- 
gyle; and in the Reign of King James III. was em- 

oy in the higheſt Offices in the State, as Lord 
1 Maſter of the Houſhold, and Lord High 
Chaiicellor ;, all which he diſcharg'd with great Abi- 
lity and Integrity, and enjoy'd his Chance llorſhip' till 
the Year 1492, when he dy d. - 

He marry d I{abel, Daughter and Coheir to John 
Steuart Loid Lorn, by whom he had two Sons and 
five Daughters, whereof Margaret was marry'd to 
George Lord Seaton, Iſabel to John, Son and Heir 
to John Lord Drummond, Helen to Hugh Earl of 
Eglingron, and Elizabeth to John Lord Oliphant ; and 
Archibald the eldeſt Son ſucceeded. his Farher. 

Archibald, who was the ſecond Earl of Argyle, 
being a Nobleman of great Parts and Wiſdom, was 
by King James IV. promoted to be Chancellor, and 
Chamberlain of Scotland, and Maſter of his Majeſty's 
Houſhold; bur on the th of September 1513, com- 
manding the Van of the Army at the Battle of Ficd» 
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den, where he behay'd himſelf with great Valour, 
was there kil'd with his Royal Maſter, 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter ro John Earl of 
Lennox, and by her had four Sons and as many 
Daughters, Margarer marry'd to John Lord Erskin, 
Iſabel to Gilbert Kenned Earl of Caflils, and Mary to 
John Earl ot Athole; and of the Sons, Colin the 
eldeſt ſucceeding his Father, was one of the Privy 
Council to King James V. as alſo in his Reign made 
Lord Lieutenant of the Borders, Warden of the Mar- 
ches, Hereditary Sheriff of the County of Argyle, 
Juſtice General of Scotland, and Hereditary Maſter of 
the King's Houthold; and marrying the Lady Janet 
Gordon, Daughter to Alexander Farl of Huntley, by 
her had Archibald his Heir, and a Paughter named 


Margaret, who was firſt marry'd to James Earl of 


Murray, and afterwards to John Earl of Sutherland. 

Archibald who ſucceeded, and was the fourth Ear! 
of Argyle, was one of the Peers who, upon the Death 
of King james V. enter'd into an Aſſociation to op- 
poſe the then intended March between Queen Mary 
and King Edward VI. of England, and in 1547, upon 
the Wars breaking out with that Kingdom, he re- 
markably diſtinguiſh'd himſelf by his Valour and Con- 
duct, both at the Battle of Pinkie, and the Siege of 
Haddington, for his Queen and Country; and was 
Lord High Chancellor of Scotland. 

This noble Lord was alſo the firſt of his Quality 
who embrac'd the Proteſtant Religion, and dying in 


1358, left Iſſue by Helen his Wife, Daughter to James 


Hamilton Earl of Arran, Archibald his Heir, and 
Sir Colin Campbel of Buchan. 

Archibald who was the fifth Earl of Argyle, and a 
Perſon of ſingular Accompliſhments, enter d into an 
Aſſociation with the Earls of Glencaini, Morton, and 
others, wherein they bound themſelves to aſſiſt one 
another in advancing the Cauſe of Religion, which 
in 1560, they happily eſtabliſh'd by Act of Parlia- 
ment. 

In 1571, he was conſtiruted Lord High Chancellor 
of Scotland, which Office he cnjoy'd with univer- 
ſal Reputation, till 1575, the Time of his Death; 
and then leaving no Iſſue Male, Sir Colin Campb-! of 
Buchan, his Brother, became Heir to the Eſtate aud 
Honours ; Sit 
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Sir Colin, who was the ſixth Earl, was alſo made 
Lord High Chancellor of Scotland, and one of the 
Privy Council to King James VI. and dying in 1584, 
left Iſſue by Agnes his Wiſe, Daughter to William 
Keith Earl of Mariſhal, Archibald his Son and Heir, 
who in the Year 1617, in reſpect of his great Merits, 
obtain'd a Grant of the Country of Kintyre, which 
was then ratify'd by Act of Parliament. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, Margaret, Daughter 
to William Donglaſs Earl of Morton, by whom he 
had Archibaid who ſucceeded him, and four Daugh- 
ters, of which, Anne was marry'd to George Gor- 
don Marqueſs of Huntley, Annabella to Robert Kerr 
Earl of Lothian, and Jane to John Lord Viſcount Ken- 
mure; and by his ſecond Wife, Anne, 4th and youn- 
feſt Daughter to Sir William Cornwallis of Brome in 
the County of Suffolk, Knt. Anceſtor to the Lord 
Cornwallis in England, by Lucy his Wife, zd Daugh- 
rer and Coheir to Mk Nevil Lord Latimer, he had a 
Son nam'd james, (who in 1622, was created Baron of 
Kintyre, and in 1642, Earl of Irvine) as alſo a Daugh- 
ter Mary, marry*d to James Lord Rollo. | 

Archibald, who was by the firſt Wife, and ſuc» 
ceeded in the Earldom, was one of the Privy Coun- 
cil to King Charles I. into whoſe Hands in 1638, he 
reſign'd the Juſticiary of all Scotland, (which had 
been in his Family for divers Ages) reſerving to him- 
ſelf and his Heirs only the juriſdiction of Argyle, 
aud the Weſtern Iſles, and where ever elſe he hai 
Lands in Scotland, which was ratify'd by Act of Par- 
liament, and in 1639, he was one of thoſe fourteen 
who attended the King at Berwick, 

In 1641, he was created Marqueſs of Argyle, and 
in 1646 was {ent to Ireland to fetch over the Scorch 
Army, with which he return'd in May the ſame 
Year, and went to the King at Newcaſtle, 

This Archibald Marqueſs of Argyle, who was 
look'd upon as one of the greareſt Srateſmen of his 
Time, join'd with the Parliament of Scotland, being 
2 zealous Aſſertor of the Pretbyterian Government, 
and contributed much to the Reception and Corona» 


tion of King Charles II. for on January 1, 1651, he 


it the Crown upon his Head at Scoon; bu: after t 
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of Middleton with a Multitude of Crimes, eſpecial! 
with having comply'd with Oliver, and been Acceſ“ 
ary to the Murder of the late King, for which he 
was committed to the Tower of London, and on the 
27th of May 1661, was beheaded at the Market-Croſs 
of Edinburgh, (tho' he declared himſelf Innocent on 
the Scaftold) and his Head was let up on the Talbooth- 
Gate, in the ſame Place from whence the Marqueſs 
of Montroſe's Head had been taken down. | 
He marry'd Margaret, Daughter ro William Dou- 
glaſs Farl of Morton, and by her had two Sons, Ar- 
chibald his Hcir,and Niel, and three Daughters, where- 
of Jane was marry'd to Robert Kerr Marqueis of Lo- 
thian, and Mary, firſt ro George Ear] of Caithneſs, 
and afterwards to _ Campbe] Earl of Broadalbin, 
Archibald who ſucceeded his Father, was (when 
Lord Lorn) Commander of King Charles II's Foot- 
Guards, and ſignaliz d himſelf againſt Oliver, never 
Capitulating till he was order'd to do ſo by the 
King, yet was forfeited alſo; but in 1663, was te- 
ſtored by the ſaid King to the Honours and Eſtate 
formerly enjoy'd by his Anceſtors the Earls of Ar- 
le. 
* — was alſo by King Charles II. appointed one of 
his Privy Council, and made one of the Commiſſioners 
of rhe Treaſury, which Ofhce for many Ycars he 
diſcharg'd with great Fidelity; but in 1681, he being 
againſt Popery, and rhe Duke of York, who was for 
promoting of ir in Scotland, the Duke was ſo enray'd 
againſt him, thar all Merhods imaginable were pro- 
pos d to ruin him, which at laſt was cfte&ted, under 
2 Prerence of his putting his own Senſe and Interpre- 
tation upon the Teſt when he took it, (though others 
had done it as well as he) and becauſe he declar'd, 
that he wonld take no Oaths to bind himſelf up from 
miking ſuch Amendments in Church and State as 
mich: be of publick Advantaze 3 his Enemies uron 
that took Opportunity to accuſe him of Difloyaltys, 
and incenſing the King againſt him, he was conhn'd 
Priſoner to the Caſtle of Edinburgh, after which, he 
being try d before the juſtice-Court, and by an Aſlize, 
found Guilty of Higzh-Treaſon was ſentenc'd to be 
executed, 
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Some Days after he was found Guilty, and his E- 
ſtate was diſpos'd of to others, he gerting out of his 
Priſon by exchanging Cloaths with his Daughter, 
went over into Holland, and ſo eſcap'd his Deſtiny at 
that Time, though he could not do it afterwards, but 
fell a Sacrifice to the ſame Rage that thus firſt made 
him miſerable ; for in 1685, he having gotten about 
2000 Men together in Holland, he put them on 
ſive Ships and ſet to Sea; and coming to the Iſles of 
Orkney, the Duke, who was then become King 
James VII. hearing thereof, and that there were two 
Declarations publiſh'd, one in the Name of all thoſe 
in Arms there, and the other in his own ; he ſaid in 
General of both, that he was charg'd in them of U- 
ſurpation and Tyranny, but gave no Particulars of 
the former, the Court contenting themſelves to put it 
in by Piece-meals into the Gazette, with what Ani- 


madverſions they pleas' d, but the laſt of them he pre- 


ſently communicated unto them. 
The Title of the firſt was in theſe Words:

F the pretended Forfeiture of his Family : And that 

2 he had ſuffer'd patiently for four Years in Ex- 
ile, which he was compell'd to, by an unjult Sen- 
rence pronounc'd azainſt him in the Reign of the 

late King, to whom he had been always Loyal and 

Obedient, but he being dead, and the Duke of York 
having invaded the Religion and Liverties of the 
Kingdom, he thought it not only juit, but his Duty 

to God and his Country, to oppoſe and repreſs his 

- Tyrannical Vſurparion z and at the ſame Time he 

H 2 invited 
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: invited all true Proteſtants to concur with him in 
his Undertaking. 


In June 1685, the Earl being defeated and taken by 
a Countryman was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of E- 
dinburgh, and was beheaded at the Market-Croſs 
there, on the zoth of rhe ſaid Month, for his former 
unpardonable Crime, in requiring Care ſhould be 
taken for the Proteſtant Religion, and the explaining 
the Teſt conformable thereuiito; for the Legality of 
which he had the Hands of the moſt eminent Lawyers 
about the City. | 

This Archibald Earl of Argyle, marry'd the Lady 
Mary Steuart, Daughter an pam Earl of Murray, by 
whom he had four Sons and two Daughters; of which, 
Anne was firſt marry'd to Richard Maitland Earl of 
Lauderdale, and after his Deceaſe ro Charles Earl of 
Murray, and Jane to William Kerr Marqueſs of Lo- 
thian 3 and of the Sons, which were Archibald, John, 
Charles, and James, the eldeſt was one of rhoſe few 
Scotch Peers that came over from Holland with the 
Prince of Orange, and on the 3th of November 1688, 
landed with him at Torbay, 

He was very Inſtrumental in the Revolution in 

Scotland, and was own'd a3 Earl, of Argyle by the 
Parliament before they took off the. Attainder azainſt 
his Father, which, by the Claim of Right was de- 
clar d to be a Reproach to the Nation. 
This Earl was ſent from the Nobility, with Sir 
James Montgomery, and Sir John Dalrymple from the 
Barons and Boroughs, to London, to offer the Crown 
of Scotland, in the Name of the Convention of E- 
ſtates, to their Majeſties King William and Quecn 
Mary, for whole Service he carry'd over a Regiment 
to Flanders, conſiſting almoſt all, both Officers and 
Cencinels, of his own Name and Family. 

On the 11th of April 1689, the Day that their Ma- 
efties were crown'd King and Queen of England, 
e, with the other Commiſſioners, preſented the Act 

of Settlement to their Majeſties, and taking their 
Oath, they were alſo the ſame Pay proclaim'd King 
and Queen of Scotland; and on the 11th of May fol- 
lowing, the Commiſſioners tender'd them the Coro- 
nation Oath, which was diſtinctly pronounc'd Word 
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by Word by the Earl, while their Majeſties repeated 


the Sentences after him, holding up their Right 
Hows 7 the while, according to the Cuſtom oF 
Scotland. 

Upon their Majeſties Advancement to rhe Throne, 
he was admitted one of the Privy Council, one of 
the Lords of the Treaſury, Colonel of the Scors Guard 
of Horſe, and one of the extraordinary Lords of Seſ- 
po z — in 1701, he was created Duke of Ar- 
EY C5 Co 

In 1702, the iſt of Queen Anne, he was appointed 
one of the Commiſſioners to treat of an Union be- 
tween the two Nations; and his Grace marrying E- 
lizabeth, Daughter to Sir Lionel Talmaſh of Hel- 
mingham, in the County of Suffolk, Bart. by Eliza- 
beth his Wife, Daughter and Heir to William Mur- 
uy Earl of Dyſart, and dying in 1708, by her left 
John the preſent Duke, Archibald Earl of Ila, and'z 
Daughter nam'd Anne, which Daughter was marry'd 
to James Steuart Ear! of Bute. 

When John the preſent Duke was but five Years 
old he jump'd out of a Window three Stories high, 
without receiving any Hurt, which is very remark- 
able, and as near as can be calculated, it happen'd 
in the very Minute that his Grandfather ſuffer” 

In the 19th Year of his Age, he was Major-General 
and Commander of a Regiment of Foot; at the Head 
of which, in 1694, he charg'd at the forcing the 
French Lines, where he loſt his whole Company of 
Grenadiers, except three Men, and the beſt Part of 
his Regiment. 


He likewiſe greatly diſtinguiſh'd himſelf through 


the whole Courſe of the late War; as at the Battle 
of Ramellies, where he was Brigadier; and at the 
Siege of Menin, of which he took Poſſeſſion; com- 
manded at the taking the Fort of Plaſſendale; and 
aſſiſted at the Siege of Oſtend; was Active at the Bat- 
rle of Audenarde, and afterwards took Poſſeſſion of 
Liſle, (the Siege of which Town he had aſſiſted in) as 
alſo at Ghenr and Bruges; and in 1709, particularly 
ſignaliz'd himſelf at the Siege of Tournay, and the 
Battle of Blareignes. 

In = „ and the 224 Year of his Age, he was ap- 
bonne 


Queen Anne, to be her Majeſty's High 
H 3 Com- 
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Commiſſioner to the Parliament of Scotland, and was 
afterwards made General of her Armies, and Gene- 
ral and Commander in Chief in North Britain, Vice- 
roy of Minorca, Governor of Port Mahon, one of 
the Privy Council, Colonel and Captain of the ach 
Troop of Guards, and Colonel of one of her Maje- 
ſty's oldeſt Regiments of Foot. 

He was allo by her Majeſty made Baron of Cha- 
tham, Earl of Greenwich, one of the Privy Council 
in England, Knight cf the Moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, one of the Extraordinary Lords of Seſſion, 
Embaſlador Extraordinary to King Charles III. and 
Commander in Chief of the Engliſh Forces in Spain. 

Upon the Demiſe of the Queen, Auguſt 1, 1914, he 
was made Choice of by his Majeſty King George I. 
to be one of the Lords Juſtices *rill he arriv'd from 
Hanover; and on the 19th of the ſaid Month, was 
appointed firſt Gentleman of the Bed=chamber and 
Groom of the Stole to his Royal Highneſs George 
Prince of Wales; as on the 295th he was appointed 
General of the Foot, and General and Commander in 
Chief of his Majeſty's Forces in Scotland. 

On the 1ſt of October, he was appointed one of 
his Majeſty's Privy Council; and on the 20th, aſſiſt- 


 Ir;yart his Coronation, there carry' d the Scepter. 


About the Beginning of the Year 1915, he was ap- 
pointed Lord Lieutenant of the County of Surrey, as 
on the $th of June the ſame Year, he was made Colo- 
nel of the Royal Blue Regiment of Horſe Guards, 
and on the 31ſt of Auguſt following was appointed one 
of his Majeſty's Cabinet Council. 

On the th of July 1916, he was again appointed 
one of the Lords Juſtices whilſt his Majeſty went to 
Hanover, and on the 6th of February 1918-15, was 
made Steward of his Majeſty's Houſhold, and after- 
wards Duke of Greenwich. : 

On the 14th of June 1520, he was a third Time 
made one of the Lords Juſtices, as on the 3d of June 
1923, he was a 4th Time. 

On the uſt of June 1925, he being made Maſter- 
General of the Ordnancey and a 5th Time one of the 
Lords Juſtices, he then reſign'd his Poſt of Steward 
of his Majeſty's Houthold, and was ſucceeded therein

Lord * of London; but ſhe dying in“ 1716, 
without Iſſue, his Grace marry'd to his ſecond Wife, 
Mrs, Jane Warburton, one of the Maids of Honour 
to her Majeſty Queen Anne, both when ſhe was Prin- 
ceſs of Denmark and Queen of Great Britain, as alſo 
to her preſent Majeſty Queen Caroline, when Princeſs 
of Wales, and by her he has four Daughters, the 
eldeſt of which is nam'd Carolina, her ajcſty being 
her Godmother. ; ; 

Note, That it is a peculiar Righe of this Family, 
that when they marry any Daughter, their Vaſſals 
are oblig'd to pay their Portion, and are tax'd in or- 
der to it, according to the Number of their Cattle.

THE moſt high, puiſſant, and noble Prince 
Archibald Douglaſs, Duke, Marqueſs, and 
Earl of Douglaſs; Marqueſs, and Earl of Angus, and 
Abernethy; Viſcount of Jedburgh Foreſt, Lord Dou- 
Slaſs of Bonckle, Preſtoun, Robertoun, Bothwell, 
and Glenbervy, and Lord Lieutenant of Angus, 
Created Earl of Douglaſs in the County of Clyde ſ- 
dale, or Shire of Roxburgh, by King David Bruce, 
Anno 1357; Earl of the County of Angus, April 9, 
1389, 1 III. Marqueſs of Douglaſs, June 17, 
1633, the th of Charles I. and Duke of Douglaſs, 
Marqueſs of Angus, Marqueſs and Earl of Abernethy, 
Viſcount Jedburgh, and Lord Douglaſs of Bonckle 
Preſtoun, and Robertoun, April 18, 1703, the 2d o 
Qucen Anne. 
This great and illuſtrious Family may be reckon'd 
one of the moſt renown'd of any Subj:&s Family in 
Europc, there not being a Kingdom bur their Name is 


known, and ſome of their great Actions recorded; 


and from theſe in Scotland were deſcended rhe Fa- 
mily of Scoti in Plaiſance in Italy, the Riari-Scoti in 
Bononia, the Mari-Scoti in Mantua, the Baroni-Scori 
in Florence, and the Paperoni-Scoti in Rome; and in 
St. Lawrence's Church in Plaiſance, the Family have 
twelve Monuments.

In Muſcovy there are ſeveral of this Family, which 
make a great Figure; and the City of Dantzick in 
Poland, being relicv'd by one Douglaſs a Scotchman, 
they erected a triumphal Arch in Commemoration 
of that Le Action, which to this Day is call d 
Douglaſs-Port or Gate, and the Suburb without it, 
Little Scotland; and they alſo enacted, that a Man 
born in Scotland, ſhould for ever be a Freeman of 
Dantzick, as much as a Native. 

In France this Family have had very great Com- 
mands and Titles; for one of the Name who was Fart 
of Wigtoun in Scotland, was, by Charles the rh of 
France, made Duke of Turenne in that Country (for 
his Service in the Wars againſt the Engliſh) and an- 
other was Count de Longueville, ; 

About the Year 1329, there were in Scotland, of 
this Name, fix Earls at one Time, viz. Douglaſs, An- 
us, Morton, Ormond, Murray, and Wigtoun, (be- 
ore-mention'd) and now, beſides his Grace of whom 
we are ſpeaking, there is the Duke of Queenſberry, 
the Earls of Dumbarton, March, and Morton, and t 
Lord Mordington 3 and for their Service to their 
Country, this Family had three noble Privileges allow d 
them by King and Parliament, viz. That they ſhould 
have the firſt Vote in the Parliament. 2dly, Should lead 
the Van of the Army; ard 3dly, Should carry the 
Crown, if preſent, at publick Solemnities. 

The Original of this illuſtrious Family is deriv'd 
from one Sholto, a black pale Man, which, as thoſe 
Words are ſaid to ſignify (both in old Britiſh and 
Iriſh) was Dou glaſs; and he, in the Reign of Sol- 
vathius King of Scotland, and the Year of Chriſt 770 

ing the principal Man that routed Donald Banc, an 
his Forces, who had invaded his Country the King 
royally rewarded his Services, and made him a Grant 
of large Poſſeſſions in the County of Lanark, which 
he or his Succeſſors cal d Douglaſs, and from thence 
took the Sirname of the Family. 

To Sholto ſucceeded Hugh his Son, who was Father 

another Hugh, and William, which William was 
Lord of Dougla $, and Progenitor of the Family of 
Scori in Italy; and alſo Father of John Lord of Dou- 
aſs, whoſe Son William the next Lord of — 
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mily, had Archibald his Heir, and Bricius Biſhop 
of Murray. 

Archibald, who was the 6th Lord of Douglaſs, mar- 
ry'd one of the Coheirs of the Name and Barony of 
Crawford, and by her had a Son named William, .

HC marry d Margery Daughter to Alexander, and 
Siſter to Hugh Lord of Aberncthy ; bur having no ſur- 


viving Iſſue Male, William his Brother, called the 


Hardy, became Heir; and in the Year 1295, was 
made Governor of Berwick ; but eighr Years after, 
falling into the Enemies Hands, he there dy'd a Pri- 
ſoner, leaving Iſſue by his firſt Wife, Daughter to 
— Keith of that ilk, two Sons, James and Hugh; 
and by his ſecond Wite, who was Margaret Dough 
ter ro — Ferrers Earlof Derby in England; he ad 
Archibald Lord of Galloway, and John the Progeni- 
tor of the Earl of Morton. 

James who ſucceeded his Father, was commonly 
cald the Good Sir James, and laid the Foundation of 
the Grandeur of the Houſe of Douglaſs, he being fa- 
mous all the World over, for his Valour and glorious 
Actions in the Service of his Country, for which his 
Memory will ſtill be honour'd. 

In the Year 1313, he aſſaulted and took the Caſtle 
of Roxburgh, from the Engliſh, for King Robert 
Bruce; and the next Year, commanded the Left Wing 
of the Scots Army, at the Battle of Bannockburn, 
where he behaved ſo well, as to merit the Honour of 
Knighthood in the Field, under the King's diſplay'd 
Banner; which Title, in former Times, was eſteem' d 
more Honourable than Pee rage. 

He was likewiſe by that King, made Warden of 
the Marches towards England, where, and in other 
Places, for his good Services, he had a Grant of the 
Caſtle, Village, and Foreſt of Jedworth, then ere&ed 
into a free Foreſtry; as alſo had a noble Compart- 
ment of a Wreath of Stakes, added to his Arms, be- 
£auſe he wreath'd in the Engliſh in the (aid Foreſt, 
that they could not eſcape, and there defeated __ 
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and afterwards meeting King Edward's Army at Nor- 
thallerton in Yorkſhire, he there gave them Battle, 
and ſle w three of the moſt valiant Captains in Eng- 
land with his own Hand. 
King Robert Bruce dying on the gth of July 122 
his Body was bury'd in Dumfermline, but, accord- 
ing to his Deſire, his Heart was carry'd to Jeruſalem, 
by the ſaid Sir James Douglaſs, his great Favourite, 
(who ſerv'd him to the Day of his Death with con- 
{tant Love and Loyalty in all Chances of Peace and 
War) and thereby atchiev'd the ancient and paternal 
Coac of Arms of his Family, being Pearl, a Man's 
Heart Ruby, enſign'd with an Imperial Crown 


roper. 
a This Sir James, in his Journey to jeruſalem, Anno 
1330, was accompany'd by Sir William Sinclair, and 
Sir Robert Logan, two eminent Knights, whom 
took for his Companions, and as they pals'd through 
Spain, he join'd the King of Arragon againſt the Sa- 
razens, and obtain'd the Victory in ſeveral Rattles: 
After which he paſs d with his Companions to the 
Holy Land, where he bury'd the King's Heart with 
great Solemnity and Reverence tc the Holy Grave 
and there join'd the Chriſtians againſt the Turks and 
Sarazens; bur in his Return to Spain, he again join- 
ing the King of Arragon againſt the Infidels, was 
lain on the 26th of Auguſt 1331, by a Party that lay 
in Ambuſh for his Life, 92 his Companions. were 
ſlain alſo); and thus ended the moſt Noble and Valiant 
Sir James Douzlaſs, who might be reckon'd am 
the moſt famous Warriors of any Age, for he is ſai 
to have been in 57 Battles Rencounrers againſt 
the Engliſh, and 13 ſeveral Times victorious againſt 
= Turks and Sarazens, and all in the Space of 24 

ears. | 

This great and illuſtrious Perſon left two Sons, Ar- 
chibald ſti d Lord of Galloway, and William Lord 
of Lidiſdale, and was ſucceeded by Hugh his Bro- 
ther; bur he having no Iſſue of his own Body, (in 
the Year 1 43) reſign'd the Lordſhip of Douglaſs in 
favour of Sir William his Nephew, the Son of Ar- 
chibald Earl of Galloway, who in 1333, Was flain at 
the Battle of Hallidonhill, 
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In 1331, the ſaid Sir William Lord of Douglaſs, 
was ſent Embaſſador by the Nobles of Scotland to 
King David II. who was then in Frarce, to bring him 
over to take Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom, which he 
did the Year following; and in 1238, Sir William 
having the Command of an Army, he therewith took 
the City and Caſtle of Edinburgh, (from Edward Ba- 
liol the Uſurper) for the ſaid King David, and re- 
cover'd all the Lands of Tiviotſdale, of which he was 
made Lord. : 

In 1339, he fought a Battle againſt Laurence Aber- 
nethy, the chief Captain to Edward Baliol, by whom 
he was routed ; but in a 4th Battle after that, the 
Scots obtain'd the Victory, and the ſaid Sir William 
took the ſaid Abernethy Priſoner, with all the Men 
of Note of his Army, and carry'd them to Dumbar- 
ron Caſtle to Robert Steuart then Regent, who or- 
der*d great Solemnity and Rejoycing for the Victory, 
to the Honour and Praiſe of Sir William, who was 
much eſteem'd by all King David's Party. 

In 1346, he was Warden of the Weſt Marches to- 
wards England; and on the 17th of October the 
ſame Year, accompanying King David to the Battle of 
Durham, was there taken Priſoner with his Sove- 
reign ; but was ſoon after releas'd, and in 1357, was 
among other Nobles, bound ro King Edward III. of 
Fngland, for an Hundred Thouſand Marks Sterling, 
for the Ranſom of the ſaid King David; and muc 
abour rhe ſame Time he was dignify'd with the Title 
of Earl of Douglaſs, 

He marry*d to his firſt Wife, Margaret, Siſter and 
ſole Heir to Thomas Earl of Mar, by whom he had 
James his Succeſſor, - and a Daughter Iſabel ; which 
Daughter, after the Death of her Brother, became 
Counteſs of Mar, and was marry'd to Sir Alexander 
Sreuart, Kr. / 

To his zd Wife, the ſaid William Earl of Douglaſs 
ns top Margaret, Daughter to Patrick Earl of March, 
and by her had Archibald Lord of Galloway, after- 
wards Earl of Douglaſs ; and by his third and laſt 
Wife, Margaret, Daughter and Heir to Thomas Steu- 
art, Earl o Rags, (Son of Sir Alexander Steuart of 
Bonckle, Son of Sir John steuart, Brother to James 


Lord High Steward of Scotland, Father of ag + 
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Lord High Steward, Father of King Robert II.) 
he had George Douglaſs the firſt Earl of Angus of 
tha: Name, his Mother reſigning the Earldom in his 
Favour. 

To this William Earl of Douglaſs ſucceeded James 
by his firſt Wife before mention d, which James, on 
the 5th of Auguſt 1388, was kill d at the Bartle of 
Ocrerburne, victoriouſly fighting for his King and 
Country, and his Standard, and the Mace of Iron 
which he fought with, are now in Poſſeſſion of the 
Family of Douglaſs of Cavers; bur this Earl dying 
without lawful Iſſue, Archibald Lord of Galloway, 
his Half-Brother, became Heir to the Honour. 

In 1381, he was ſent Embaſſador to France; and 
afterwards marrying Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole 
Heir ro Thomas Murray, Lord Bothwell, with her 
had that Lordſhip ; and thercupon, an Augmentation 
to his Arms, viz. Azure, three Stars within a double 
Treſſure Or; and dying in the Year 1409, left Iflue 
Archibald, his Succeſlor, and a Daughter nam'd Mar- 
Jory ; which Daughter was marry'd to David Prince of 
Scotland, elder Brother to King James I. 

Archibald, who ſuccceded, was à Nobleman of 
great Valour and Conduct; and for that and other his 

right Qualities, he was made Captain-General of 
10,000 Men, which in 1421 were tranſported into 
France, in Behalf of the French againſt the Engliſh, 
and did ſuch ſignal Service to that Crown, that King 
Charles VII. of that Realm, inveſted him with the 
Iurchy of Turenne, which continued in the Family 
till after Lewis IV. and aiſo made him Marſhal of 
France; but on the zoth of Auguſt 1425, he having 
the chief Command at the Battle of Vernoil, there 
loſt his Life, as did his Son the Earl of Wizton, 
and his Son-in-Law the Farl of Buchan, and their 
Corps were all bury'd with great Solemnity in St. 
Gracian's Church in Tournay. 

He marry'd Margaret, Paughter to King Robert III. 
and by her had Archibald Earl of Douglaſs, and James 
Lord Abercorn; which Archibald was a Perſon of 
great Accomplithments, either for Peace or War 
and with William Hay Conſtable of Scotland, and 
Henry Wardlow, the Archbiſtop of St. Andrews, 
was ent into England: in the 2d of Henry VI. to 
| Fanſom 
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Ranſom * Prince of Scotland, and agreed with 
the Noblcs of England, to pay 100, ooo Marks Ster- 


ling. 

He marry'd — Daughter to Patrick Gra- 
ham, Earl of Strathern; and dying in 1338, when he 
was Duke of Turenne, Earl of Dou la. Count de 
Longueville, and Lord of Galloway, her left two 
Sons William and David, and a Daughter Margaret, 
who became Counteſs of Athole. 

To Archibald Earl of Douglaſs, &c. ſucceeded 
William his eldeſt Son, a Youth of great Expectation, 
high Spirit, and ſweet Diſpoſition 3 but in 1442, 
with David his Brother, being invited to the Caſtle of 
Edinburgh, where they fat at the King's Table, they 
were ſuddenly carry'd off and murder d. 

To William laſt mention'd, ſucceeded James Lord 
Abercorn, his Uncle, who in the Reign of King 
E II. was Warden of the Marches towards Eng- 
and; and he marrying Beatrix Sinclair, Daughter to 
the Earl of Orkney, by her had ſive Sons, and four 
Daughters; whereof Margaret was marryd to James 
Earl of Morton, and K to Robert Lord Fleming, 
Anceſtor to the Earl of Wigton; and of the Sons, 
which were William, James, Hugh, John, and Hen- 
ry, the eldeſt ſucceeded in the Earldom of Douglafs, 
James was Earl of Murray, Hugh Earl of Ormond, 
and John was Lord 91 7 

In 1448, William who ſucceeded, went to Rome to 
the Jubilee, (and took with him Henry his Brother, 
appointed Biſhop of Dunkeld) but after his Return, 
having committed many heinous Crimes, K. James II. 
ſtabb'd him in the Breaſt with a Dagger, of which 
he dy'd in the Month of February 1452, and leaving 
no Iſſue, James his Brother, the Earl of Murray, 
became Heir. 

In 1455, the ſaid James went to the Court of 9 
land, and by Edward IV. was made Knight of the 
Garter; but afterwards he taking Religious Orders, 
and dying without Iſſue alſo, the tarldom of Dou- 
glaſs expir'd in the principal Branch, and devoly'd 
on the Line of Angus, the firſt waereof was "_—_ 
Douglaſs, Son of William the firſt Earl of Douglaſs, 
by Margaret his 3d Wife, Daughter and Heir to Tho- 
mas Steuart, Earl of Angus, az before has been ab- 
ſerv'd. 5 This 
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This George, in the Year 1397, marry'd the Lady 
Mary Steuart, eldeſt _ to King Robert III. 
and. by her had William his Succeſſor, Sir George 
Douglaſs, Kt. and a Daughter Elizabeth; whic 
Daughter was marry'd to Sir William Hay of Lock- 
hart, Anceſtor to the Marqueſs of Tweedale. 

In the Year 1423, William, who ſucceeded, and was 
the 2d Earl of Angus, was ſent into England, as one 
of the Hoſtages for the Rauſom of King James I. his 
Uncle, at whoſe Coronation he had been knighted ; 
and in the 29th of that Reign, had a ſpecial Grant of 
all che Mannors, Caſtles, and Lands deſcended to him 
from his Anceſtors, and was Warden of the Marches 
towards England. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir William 
Hay of Lockhart, and dying in 1437, by her left Iſſue 
—.— his Son and Heir, who 4 the Lady Jane 

teuart, Daughter to King 22 I. but dying withour 
Iſſue, Sir George Douglas, Kr. (before-mention'd) 
his Uncle, enjoy d his Honours and Eſtate; and was 
a — much eſteem'd for his Wiſdom, Loyalty, and 
Valour, 

In the 2oth of King James II. he had a Grant of 
the Lordſhip and Barony of Douglaſ;, for his ſpecial 
Services to the Crown; after which, he performed 
many ſignal Acts in Behalf of his Country againſt the 
Engliſh ; and dying in 1462, left Iſſue by Elizabeth 
his Wife, Daughter to Sir Andrew Sibbald of Balgony, 
Archibald his Heir, and three Daughters, whercof 
Jane was marry'd to William Lord Graham, and Mar- 
garet to Sir Duncan Campbel of Glenorchy, Anceſtor 
to the Earl of Broadalbin. 8 , 

Archibald who ſucceeded, liv'd in the Reigns of 
James-III. and IV. and made a conſiderable Figure, 
as being Warden of the Marchcs, one of the Priv 
Council, and Lord High Chancellor of Scotland = 
marrying to his firſt Wife Elizabeth, Daughter to 

obert Lord Boyde, Lord High Chamberlain, by her 
had three Sons, George who dy'd in his Father's Life- 
time, Sir William Douglaſs of Braidwood, and Gavin 
Biſhop of Dunkeild; and the ſaid Archibal 
=Y 00 his ſecond Wife Catharine, Daughter to Sir 
Robert Stirling of Keir, by her had three Daughters, 
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Glencairn, Elizabeth to Robert Lord Lyle, Juſtice» 
General of Scotland, and Janet to Robert Lord Herris, 
Anceſtor to the Earl of Nith({dale, 

George, who was by the firſt Wife, and loſt his 
Life in his Facher's Life-time, at the Battle of Flod- 
den, Sept. 9, 1513, (with 200 Centlemen of his Name 
and Family) marry'd Margaret, Daughter to John Lord 
Drummond, and by her had three Sons and ſix Daugh- 
ters; of which, Elizabeth was, marry'd to John Hay 
Lord Yeſter, Anceſtor to the Marqueſs of Tweedale ; 
and Jane to John Lyon Lord Glammis, Anceſtor to 
tothe Earl of Strathmore 3; and of the Sons, which 
were Archibald, George, and William, the eldeſt ſuc- 
ceeded his Grandfather, and the ſecond was knighted; 
and he marrying Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Hcir 
to David Douglaſs of Pittendrich, by her had two 
Sons, David and James, whereof the younzeſt was Earl 
ef Morton, and the eldeſt became Earl of Angus. 

Archibald, who ſucceeded his Grandfather, was a 
Perſon of great Accomplithments, for which he was, 
by Henry II. of France, made a Knight of the Order 
of St. Michael ; and was afterwards one of the Coun- 
ſelors to James V. King of Scots; and he marryin 
Margaret Tudor, that King's Mother, who was elde 
Daughter to Henry VII. King of England, by her had 
a Daughter of her Name, who in the Year 1537, was 
marry'd to Thomas Lord Howard, and after his De- 
ceaſe, being marry'd to Matthew Steuart, Earl of Len- 
nox, by him had Henry Lord Darnley, Father of 
James VI. the firſt Monarch of Great Britain. 

In 1522, he was 'made Lord High Chancellor of 
Scotland, which Office he held for fix Years ; but 
dying without Iſſue Male, Sir David Douglaſs ot Pir- 
tendrich, his Nephew, enjoy'd the Honour. 

He marry*d Margaret, Daughter to Sir John Hamil- 
ton of Clydeſdale, Brother to James Duke of Chattle- 
rault ; and dying in 1558, by her left Iſſue Archibald 
his Hetr, and two — ters, Margaret marry'd to 
Sir Walter Scot of Buccleugh, and Elizabeth to John 


Lord Maxwell, afterwards Earl of Morton. 

Archibald who ſucceeded, was for his virtuous En- 
dowments firnam'd The Good Earl; but he, tho? 
chrice marry'd, dying without ſurviving Iflue, we 
return to Sir William Douglaſs of Braidwood, before- 
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mention'd; which Sir William marryin Elizabeth, 
Daughter and ſole Heir to Sir James Achinleck, Kt. 
with her had the Barony of Glenbervy in the Count 
of Kincardin, and by her a Son nam'd Archibald, 
who ſucceeded him in the Barony 3; which Archibald 
marrying Agnes, Daughter to William Keith, Earl of 
Marithal, by her had Sir William the third Baron, on 
whom devoly'd the Earldom of Angus, being the next 
Heir Male, 

Sir William, who thus became Earl of Angus, mar- 
ry'd Giles, Daughter to Sir Robert Graham of Mor- 
phie; and dying in 1591, by her left Iſſue four Sons 
and as many Daughters; whereof, William the eldeſt 
ſucceeded in the Honour, and Robert the ſecond was 
created a Baronet, a 

William, who was the next Earl, marry'd Elizabeth, 
Daughter to Laurence Lord e by Margaret 
his Wife, Daughter to George Earl of Errol, and b 
her had three Sons and two Daughters; Mary marry 
to Alexander Livingſton, Earl of Linlichgow, and 
Margaret to Sir Alexander Campbel of Calder; and 
ot the Sons, Francis was knighted, James was Lord 
Mordington, and William the eldeſt was Earl of An- 
us, &c.

Montroſe, Marqueſs of Graham, Lord of Eſkdale, 
Dundaff, Kincairn, and Mugdock, Chancellor of the 
Vniverſity of Glaſgow, Keeper of the Great Seal in 
Scotland, hereditary Sheriff of the Counties of Pum- 
barton and Stirling, one of the 16 Peers for North 
Britain, Fellow of the Royal Society, and one of his 
Majeſty's Privy Council. 

Created Earl of Montroſe in the County of Forfar, 
March the 3d, in 1504, the 5th of James IV. Mar- 
gueſs the 16th of May 1644, the 2oth of Charles I. 
and Marqueſs of Graham, and Duke of Montroſe, 
April the 24th, in 1707, the 6th of Queen Anne. 

According to Hiſtorians, this Noble and illuſtrious 
Family, is deſcended from no leſs Perſon than the 
renowned Greme, that in the Year of Chriſt 404, 
was General of King Fergus II's Army ; and in 420, 
making a Breach upon the Trench or Wall, which 
the Emperor Severus had made between the Scots 
Forth and the River Clyde, as the utmoſt Bounds of 
the Roman Empire, to keep out the Scots from mo- 
leſting them in their Poſſeſſions, the ſaid Trench has 
ever ſince been called Graham's Dike 3 and during the 
Minority of Eugene II. the Son of Fergus II. he was 
Governor of Scotland, and (as is agreed by moſt Au- 
thors) was the Son of a Scotch Noblemar,, who mar- 
Ty'd a Lady of the Blood Royal of Denmark. 

In the Year 1125, William de Graham was one of 
the Witneſſes to the laying the Foundation of the Ab- 
bey of Holyrood Houſe, by King David I. and Sir 
David Graham, Kt. obtaining from King William the 
Lion, a Grant of the Lands of Charleron and Bur- 
rowfie ld in the County of Forfar, was therein ſuc- 
f Sir _ — Son, who 3 * 

om win Ear nnox, of the Lands 
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Srrathblane and Mugdock ; and from the Earl of Dun- 
bar got the Lands of Dundaff. 

To Sir David the 2d, ſucceeding Sir David the zd, 
his Son; he obtained diſtin& Charters of his whole 
Lands, and had them ratify'd to him under the Great 
Seal of Alexander III. and afterwards marrying An- 
nabel, Siſter ro Malyſs Earl of Strathern, with her 
had the Barony of Kincairn in the County of Perth, 
and by her Sir Patrick his Son and Heir, who was 
High Sheriff of the County of Stirling, 

In the Year 1296, Sir Patrick ſtrenuouſly aſſerting 
the Honour and independency of his Country againſt 
the Engliſh, was kill'd at the Battle of Dunbar, and 
kefr Iflue two Sons; whereof, Sir David ſucceeded 
him, and Sir Nicol rhe youngeſt, marrying the Heir 
of Robert de Avencl, with her had the Barony of 
Eſkdale in the South. f 

He was alſo the Progenitor of Sir John Graham, 

that renowned Patriot, who loſt his Life in his Coun- 
try's Service at the Battle of Falkirk, and whom all 
the Scots Hiſtorians celebrate as the braveſt Scotch- 
= next to Sir William Wallace, in the Age he 
iv'd. 
Sir David before-mention'd, who ſucceeded his 
Father, being alſo a very great Patriot for his Coun- 
try, and a zealous Loyaliſt in Behalf of King Roberr 
Bruce, he (upon that King's Acceſſion to the Throne) 
had a Grant of divers Lands, for his good and faith- 
ful Services before that Time pcrfom'd ; and in the 
Year 1320, was one of the Barons, who wrote that 
notable Letter to the Pope, aſſerting the Independency 
of Scotland, and extolling rhe ſaid King, as the Na- 
tion's glorious Deliverer 3 to which famous Record, 
the Seal of this noble Perſon is ſtill entire, 

- In the Year 1346, when King David was taken Pri- 
ſoner at the Battle of Durham, Sir David Graham,, 
the Son of the laſt Sir David, was one of the Mag- 
nates of Scorland, appointed to treat with the Engliſh 
touching his Redemption; and Sir Patrick his Sons 
who was Lord of Dundaff, was one of the Hoſtages 
for the Ranſon; and was Father of Sir William 
Graham, Kt. Lord of Kincarn. 

Sir William laſt mention'd, marry*d to his firſt 
Wife Mary, Daughter to Sir John Oliphant, _ 
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her had a Son nam'd Alexander; and by his ſecond

John, who was the 
2d Earl, was firſt made Lord High Treaſurer of Scot- 
land, then one of the Privy Council, next Lord High 
Chancellor, and laſtly Viceroy of the Kingdom du- 
ring Life; and dying in the Year 1608, left Iflue by 
Jane his Wife, Daughter to David Lord Drummond, 
three Sons, and a Daughter named Lilias; which 
Daughter was marry'd to John Fleming, Eanl of W . 
tou 
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tonn; and of the Sons, which were John, Robert, 
and William, the eldeſt ſuccecded in his Honour. 

John, who was the next Earl, was Preſident of the 
Council to King Charles I. which Office he enjoy'd 
*rill his Death; and having marry'd Margaret, Daugh- 
ter to Willﬀam Earl of Gourie, by her left Idue James 
his Succeſſor, and-four Daughters; whereof, Marga- 
ret was marry'd to Archibald Lord Napier, Dorothy 
James Lord Rollo, and Beatrix to David Lord Ma- 

erty, 

James who ſucceeded, was a Nobleman much no- 
red for his Activity and Ability both in Military and 
State Affairs, and in 1637, engaged to join the Pretby- 
rerian Faction, being the firſt that march'd his Men 
ever Tweed in the firſt Scotch Invaſion ; but in 1643, 
when he ſaw his Countrymen deſign'd the Ruin of 
the King and Monarchy, he diſengaged from them; 
and waiting upon the King at Oxford, where he dif- 
cover d the Councils and Deſigns of the covenanting 
Rebels; and offering to ſerve his Majeſty with his 
Life and Fortune, and either loſe both, or bring his 
Enemies to due Obedience; he was thereupon made 
Captain-General and Commander in Chief of the 
Forces to be rais'd in Scotland for his Majeſty's Scr- 
vice, with which he did Feats of Wonder againſt the 
Rebels. 

In 1644, he was advanced to the Dignity of a Mar- 
queſs ; and in the ſame Year being join'd by 1500 
Men brought from Ircland, which were rais'd and 
commanded by Alexander Macdonne!, Marqueſs of 
Antrim, he on the firſt of September, gave Rattle ro 
the Enemy, conſiſting of 6920 Foot and 700 Horſe, 
commanded by the Laird of Elchon,. and the Ear! of 
Tullibardin, at Tippermoor, where he flew 2000, 
and took a greater Number Priſoners. 3 

In 1645, he almoſt reduced the Kingdom, gaining 
ſeveral glorious Victories, as the Battles of Alford, 
Aldearn, Aberdeen, Inverlochy, and Kilſyth, and 
took the City of Edinburgh; bur on the 13th of Sep- 
rember the {ame Year, being unexpectedly arrack'd at 
Philiphaugh, by Major General Leſley, he was there 
totally defeated, and compell'd with great Loſs to re- 
tire to the Highlands; where receiving his Majeſty's 
toſiti ve Orders for laying down his Arms by a _ — 
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Day prefix'd, and to leave the Kingdom; he on the 
31ſt of July 1646, brought his Army to a Rendezvous 
at Rattery in the Shire of Mearns, or Kincardin, and 
there made a very * Speech to them, exhorting 
them to continue in Obedience and Duty to the King; 
and after ng leave of them in a moſt affectionate 
Manner, he ditbanding them, left Scotland, and land- 
ed in Norway, from whence he travelled to Holland, 
and from thence to France, where, and in Germany, 
he continu'd *rill he heard of the Murder of his Royal 
Maſter, and then went to the Hague, and preſented 
himſelf to King Charles II. by whom he was very 
gracioully receiv'd, and made Knight of the Garter. 

In the Year 1650, he having gather'd together about 

oo Soldiers, and 100 Officers, Dutch and Germans, 
or his Majeſty's Service, embark'd with them for 
Scotland, and on the 15th of April, landed in the 
Illes of Orkney, from whence he came over to the 
Continent of the Shire of Caithneſs, and there pub- 
tiih*d his Declaration, which was, that he came with 
the King's Commiſſion, to aſſiſt thoſe his good Sub- 
cas, and to preſerve them from Oppreſſion; that 
e did not intend to give any Inte rruption to the Trea- 
: ty he heard was enter'd into with his Majeſty, but on 
the contrary hoped, that his being at the Head of an 
Army, how ſmall ſocver, that was faithful ro the 
King, might advance the ſame. But the Parliament 
at Edinburgh, which was then ſway'd by the Marqueſs 
of Argyte © Soca" reateſt Enemy) and his Fac- 
tion, having Notice of Ris Landing and March, im- 
mediately order'd General David Leſley, with all their 
Sranding Forces, to rendezvous at Breichen; and at 
the ſame Time gave Commiſſion to Colonel Strachan 
to march with all the Horſe, to ſtop the Marqueſs of 
Montroſe's March, and to hinder ſuch of the King's 
Friends as were in Readineſs to join him. 

According to which Orders, Colonel Strachan 
march'd North, and encounter'd the Marqueſs's ſmall 
Army, who gave them Battle, but were ſoon over- 
come, and moſt of his ſmall Party being taken Priſo- 
ners, the Marqueſs diſgufsd himſelf in a common 
Hignlandar's Dreſs, and fled to the Laird of Aſſyn in 
whoſe Houſe he remain'd ſome Days in that Di guilc z 
but trig Scarch being made for him, and a great _ 
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ward offer'd to any that ſhould take him, and at the 
ſame Time, all ſuch as would {ſhelter or affiſt him, 
threaren'd with Loſs of Life and Fortune; the Laird 
of Aſſyn, either out of fear of being proſecuted, or 
baſe Coveteouſneſs of the Reward, betray'd him, and 
deliver'd him up to Colonel Strachan, who carry'd 
him to General Leſley, _ 

The Parliament being inform'd that the Marqueſs 
was taken Priſoner, and conſidering that his Preſence 
and Behaviour mighr gain him Favour among the 
People, they thought fit to paſs their Sentence againſt 
him, before he ſhould come to Edinburgh; and upon 
the 19th of May, they appointed a Committee to draw 
up his Sentence; to which, in the ſame Forenoon, 
they gave in their Report in Writing; wherein they 
deter min'd, that aſſoon as he ſhould come to Town, 
he ſhould be receiv'd at the Watergate by the Ma- 

iſtrates and Hangman; that he ſhould be ry'd with 

ords on an high Chair, or Bench, bare headed, in 
a Cart purpoſely made for him, the Hangman to ride 
upon the Horſe that drew the Cart, cover d, and to 
be brought through the Town to the Talbooth, from 
whence he ſhould be carry'd to the Croſs of Edin- 
burgh, and hang'd on a Gibbet 30 Foot high, with 
his Declaration about his Neck, and fo hang three 
Hours in publick View. After which, he ſhould be 
beheaded and quarter'd ; his Head to be fix d upon the 
Talboorh of Edinburgh, and his Legs and Arms over 
the Gates of Aberdeen, Perth, Stirling, and Glaſgow z 
and in Caſe he repented, and was abſoly'd of the 
Sentence of Excomminicartion, his Body ſhould be 
bury'd in the Gray Fryars, if not, to be bury'd in the 
Borough Moor, 

Upon the 18th of May, he was brought to Edin- 

urgh; and being met at the Water-gate by the Ma- 
giſtrates, Guards, and Hangman of the City, the reſt 
of the Priſoners being ty d two and two together, 
walk'd bare-headed before him; and he being placed 
in the Cart, and the Hangman riding before him, 
paſs*d thro” the Streets, &c. 

When he came ro the Talbooth, and was raken 
from the Cart, he gave Gold to the Hangman, w_—_ 
im, that was a Reward for driving the Cart; an 
being pur into Priſon at Seven a-Clock that Nights 
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the Parliament immediately met, and ſent ſome of 
their Members with ſevera\ Miniſters to examine him, 
but he retuled to anſwer to any Thing untill he knew 
upon what Terms they ſtood with the King; which 
b. ing reported ro the Parliament, they ſent Notice to 
him, that the King and they were azrecd ; but he de- 
fir'd to be at Reſt for that Night, laying, the Com- 
plements they had made him that Day had ſomewhat 
ta igu d him. 

The next Day, being Sunday, he was conſtantly a- 
tended by Members of Parliament and Mmiſters, who 
uſed many threatning Arguments to prevail with him 
to acknowledge himiclt Guiirty of ſuch Crimes as they 
had ſumm d up againſt him, in Charge; but his Lord- 
hip gave them no Satisfaction. 

Ou Monday in the Forenoon, he was brought be- 
force che Parliament, where the Earl of Loudon, the 
Chancellor, charg'd him with his Milcarriagcs againit 
the firlt Covenant, as allo his Behaviour azallult rhe 
Solemn League and Covenant, and his Invation and 
joining with the Irith Rebels in Blood Guiltineſs, tor 
which God had then brought him to juſt Punithment : 
Whereupon the Margucts deſir d to know, it he 
might be allow'd to ſpeak for himſelf, which being 
granted, he ſaid, © Since you declare unto me, tha; 
ou have agreed with the King; 1 look upon you 
| © az if his Majeſty were ſnting among you, theretor- 
© I appear with becoming Reverence bare-headed : 
© My Care hath been always to walk as became a good 
© Cariſtian, and a loyal Subject. I engag'd in the 
© firſt Covcnanty and was faithtul to it, uncill I per- 
© ceiv'd ſome private Perſons made Colour ot Reli- 
© gion, and intended to wring the Authority from 

his Maj:ſ{ty. As for that rerny'd the Solema League 
and Covenant, I thank God, I never was in it, ſo 
© could. not break it, but how far Religion hath been 
5 advanc'd by it, and the ſad Conſequences that have 
© follow'd it, theſe poor diſtreſs' d Kingdoms can wit- 
© neſs. When his late Majeſty, by the Bletling of God, 
© had almoſt ſubdu'd his Enemies that role againſt 
© him in England, and a Faction of this Kingdom that 
* went to their Aſſiſtance, his Majeſty gave me a Com- 
miſſion to divert thoſe Forces from going azainit 
bim. I acknowledg'd the Command moſt juſt, and 
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© conſider'd myſelf bound in Conſcience and Duty to 

obey it. What my Carriage was upon that Occa- 
© fron, many of you can bear Witneſs: No Man's 
Blood was ever ſpilt by me but in Battle, and even 
* then many thouſand Lives I have preſery d; and as 
© I came in upon his Majeſty's Warrant, to at his 
© Command I laid aſide all Intereſt, and retreated. 

And as tor my coming at this Time, it was by his 
Majeſty's Command, in order to the accelerating of 

the Treaty betwixt him and you; his Majeſty know- 
ing, that whenever he had ended with you, I was 
© ready to retire at his Requeſt, L may juſtly ſay, 
that never Subject ated upon more honourable 

Grounds, nor by a more lawtul- Power than I did 

in his Service, and therefore I delire you to hay aſide 
© all Prejudice, and confider me as a Chriſtian in re- 

lation to the [uſticc. of the Quarre!, and as a Subject 
in Relation ro my Royal Maſter's Commands. Pc 
not too raſh, but let me be judged by the Laws of 

God, the Laws of Nature and Nations, and the 

Laws of this Land; it you do otherwiſe, I appeal 

from you to the righteous judge of the World, 

who one Day muſt be both your Judge and mine, 
and who always gives righreous Judgment.“ 

After this Speech, the Chancellor commanded his 
Sentence to be read, which. he heard with a ſettled. 
and unmov'd Countenance, aud deſir'd to be further. 

eard, but was interrupted by the Chance lor, who 
commanded he ſhould be preſently carry'd back to 
Priſon; where being come, he was again attack'd by 
ſome Miniſters and Me ubers of Parliament, Who ag- 
Fravaed his Crimes and the Terror of his Sentence 3 
ut inſtead of being terrify d, he, with a moſt chear- 


ful and undaunted Courage, anſwer'd, That he was, 


© extremely oblis'd to Pore for the Honour they 
* conferr'd on him, for (ſaid he) I account it a grea- 
ter Honour to have my Head. ſtand on the Priſon 
Gate for my Loyalty ro my King, than to have my 
© Picture plac d in his Bedchamber : And I wiſh, in- 
© ſtead of having my four Limbs pur up in four Ci- 
ties, I had Limbs and Parts of: my Body — 4 to 
© ſend to every City in Chriſtendom, to teſtify my 
@ Loyalty to my lawtul King, and Love to my Native 
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After he was ſentenc'd, his Friends were not per- 
mitted to come near him, but a Guard was always 
kept in his Room, *rill the next Day, May 21, 1650, 
when he was order'd to Execution : Wher:upou he 
dreſs'd himſelf in rich Apparel, with a Gold lac'd 
Cloak, and walk'd along the Street as chearfully as if 
he were then going to revie v an Army; and coming 
to the Scaffold he made a Speech, wherein he ex- 
preſs'd his great Love to his Native Country, Loyalt 
to his King, and Fidelity and Affection to his Friends 
and Relations, and having forgiven all his Enemies, 
ke gave Gold to the Executioner, who having his 
Declaration and the Book that had been publiſh'd of 
his truly heroick Actions whilſt he commanded in the 
Kingdom, ty'd in a Cord, he deſir'd it might be 
hang'd to his Neck, ſaying, © Though it hath pleas d 
© my preſent gracious Sovereign the King, ro make 
© me one of the Knights of the Moſt Noble Order of 
© the Garter, yet I did not think myſelf more ho- 
© nour'd by putting on that Badge, than by tying on 
© this Cord with my dutiful Declaration ; which 1 
* hope will be made known to the World, and re- 
© main as a laſting Teſtimony of my Obedience co the 
© beſt of Princes. 

After this was ty'd on, hc deſir'd to know if they 
had more Honour of that Kind to confer on him, 
and having no Anſwer, he enter'd into private Prayers; 
after which, with a moſt heroick Courage, he ſuf- 
fer'd according to his Sentence. And thus dy'd James 
Graham, the gallant Marqueſs of Montroſ:, whoſe 
valiant Actions were not inferior to any of the greateſt 
Heroes of any Age or Nat ion. 

His Body being bury'd at the Place of Execution, 
it there reſted till che Reſtorarion of the King, and 
then, by his Majeſty's. ſpecial Appointment, his ſcat- 
ter'd Parts were gather'd together, and depoſited in 
the Abb:y-Church of Holy-Rood Houſe, where it re- 
main'd *r:1l the 14th of May 1661, that his Corps was, 
with the greateſt Magnificence and Solemaity that 
could be deviſed, carry d to the Cathedral Church of 

t. Giles, and interr'd in the Ille belonging to his Fa- 
mily, being accompany'd by the Lord High Commil- 
ſioner the Earl of Middleton, and all the Members of 
Parliament, to the Grave. : 
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This noble Marqueſs -marry'd Magdalen, Daughter 
to David Carnegy Earl of Southeſk, and by nes had 
James his Son and Heir, who, after the King's Re- 
turn, was reſtored to his Eſtate and Honours, and 
was afterwards made one of his Majeſty's Privy 
Council; but dying in 1669, with che Title of a wor- 
thy honeſt Man, lett Iſſue by Iſabel his Wife, Daugh- 
terto William Douglaſs Earl of Morton, and Widaw 
of Robert Ker, Earl of Roxburgh, James his Succeſſor, 
and three Danghters ; whereof Anne was marry*d to 
Alexander Earl ot Calendar, and Grilcl to William 
Son of William Lord Cochran. 

James who ſucceeded, being a Nobleman of great 
Parts, was firſt made Captain of his Majeſty's Horſe- 
Guard, and then Preſident of the Council; bur dy d 
in 1684, in the prime of his Years, to the general Re- 
gret of the whole Nations leaving Iſſue by Chriſtian 
his Wife, Daughter to John Lefley Duke of Roches, 
James his only Son, now Duke of Montroſe. 

This noble Lord being a Perſon of very bright and 
diſtinguiſhing Parts, Queen Anne, on the zach of May 
1707, ſoon after he came of Age, made him Preſident 
of her Privy Council, and afterwards Lord High Ad- 
miral of Scotland and Duke of Montroſe, which Ho- 
nour was not reſtricted to the Heirs Male of his own 
Body, but was to deſcend to his Heirs of Entail; 
and after the Concluſion of the Union in 1707, he was 
appointed Lord Privy Seal, and choſe one ot che Six- 
teen Peers for North- Britain. 

Upon the Demiſe of the Queen. Aug. 1, 1914, he 
was made Choice of by K. George I. to be one of the 
Lords juſtices till he arriv'd from Hanover; after 
which, on the 24th of September, he was made Secre- 
tary of State, in the Room of John Erſkine Earl of 
Mar; and on the 29th of September 1714, he was 
{worn one of his Majeſty's Privy Council. 

On the 24 of March 1714-15, he was elected one of 
the Sixteen Peers for North Britain, and from the 
mou * to 1720, he was Keeper of the Great Seal in 

Odland. 

In 1716, he was appointed Clerk Regiſter, and was 
Chancellor of the Univerſity of Glaſgow, _ 

On the 2ech of September 1727, he was again elected 
one of the Sixteen Peers for Scotland, as on the 13th 
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of November following he was appointed Keeper of 
the great Seal there, and is Fellow of the Royal Se- 
ciety; and his Grace 3 the Lady Chriſtian 
Carnegie, Daughter to David Earl of Southeſk, by 
her has had three Sons and one Daughter, whereof 
the eldeſt dying in his Infancy, David the ad is now 
Heir Apparent; and on the 6th of May 1922, being 
created Baron and Earl Graham of Belford in the 
County of Northumberland, he on the 19th of la- 
nuary 1726-7, was ſummon'd and introduced into the 
' Honſe of Lords, and took his Place as a Peer of 
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Quarterly, iſt and 4th Topaz, on a. Chief Diamond, 
three Eſcallop Shells of the 1ſt, for the Name of Gra- 
ham; 2d and zd Pearl, three Roſes Ruby, barb'd and 

fſeeded proper, for the Title of Montroſe.

Of this ancient Family, which is ſaid to come from 
Normandy to England with William the Conqueror, 
was Ker of Ker-Hall in the County of Lancaſter, and 
from him derived rwo Brothers, Ralph and Robert, 
who became two principal Branches in the County 
of Roxburgh or Tivotſdale, viz. of Cesford and Far- 
niherſt ; bur which of thoſe Brothers were eldeſt, is 
nor determin'd, nor the preciſe Time when they came 
to Scotland; tho' it is ſaid to be in the Reign of King 
David II. and that Robert got from that King the 
Lands of Oukonburn, lying upon the Water of Bow- 
mont, and was the Original ot the Houſe of Cesford, 
from whence is deſcended the worthy Perſon of whom 
we are ſpeaking. 

In the Year 1590, Robert Ker of Cesford, (Son and 
Heir of Sir William Ker, by Janet his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Sir James Douglaſs of Drumlanrig) was knigh- 
ted at the Coronation of Queen Anne of Denmark, 
and was one of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber to 
King James VI, 

He was alſo honour'd with the Title of Lord Ker 
of Cesford, and was one of thoſe Barons who in 1603, 

y his Majeſty's Appointment, accompany'd him in- 
to England at his firſt Entrance into that Realm; 
and in 1609, had a Grant of the diſſolv'd Abbeys of 
Kelſo and Leſmahago, which were then erected into 
temporal Baronies, by Authority of King and Parlia- 
ment, tor his Service as Warden of the Middle 
Marches, and executing of Commitiions for quiering 
the 3 and afterwards he was created Earl of 

oxburgh, 

In the Reign of King Charles I. he was made Lord 
Privy Seal, which Office he held for the Space of 
twelve Years, and dying in 1650, left Iſſue by Mary 
his firſt Wife, Daughter ro Sir William Maitland of 
Lethington, three Daughters; * marry dito John 
Drummond Earl of Perth, Label to James Viſcount 
Duddop, and Mary to James Carnegy Earl of Southeſk f 
and by his ſecond Wife lane, Daughter to the Lo: 
Drummond, he had a Son nam d Henry, who dy'd 

re him; which Son * Margaret) * 
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ter to William Hay Earl of Errol, by her left two 
Daughters, lane Heir to her Grandfather, and Anne 
marry'd to John Fleming Earl of Wigtoun. 

The Lady Jane who was Hcir (and by her Grand- 
father s Appointment) marrying Sir William Drum- 
mond, the Earl of Perth's younger Son, ker Couſin- 
German, he thereupon became Earl of Roxburgh ; 
and dying in 1675, left Iflue Robert his Succeſlor, 
— Lord Ballenden, and two Daughters; of which, 
Margaret was marry d o Sir James Ballenden, Kr. 
and Anne to Colin Lindſay, Eail of Balarras. 

Robert who ſucceeded, was one of the Privy Coun- 
cil to King Charles II. but in 1682 waiting on his 
Royal Highneſs James Duke of York from London to- 
wards Scotland, was drown'd at Sea; and having mar- 
xy d Mary, Daughter to John Hay Marqueſs of Twec- 
dale, by her ttt three Sons, Robert, john and Wil- 
gram 5 of which the eldeſt ſucceeded in the Honour; 
bur he dying in 1696 in his Travels, John the 24 

-Son became Heir. 

On the 253th of April i707, he was created Mar- 
gueſs of Cesford and Duke of Roxburgh, as in inc 
ſaine Year he was elected one of the Sixteen Pecrs tn 
the firſt Parliament of Great Bri: ain. 

On the 10th of May 1708, he was appoimed one 
ol her Majeſty s Privy Council, and atterwards made 
bby Privy Seal, and Secretary of State tor SCu:-

In 1717, when his Majeſty was at Cambridge, he 
was made Doctor of Law. 

On the 14h of June 1720, he was again made one 
of the Lords Juſtices while his Majeſty went to Ha- 
nover; andon the 1oth of October 1722, being c- 
le&ed à Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, he was, on the 13th of November following, in- 
ſta d at Windſor. 

On the 3d of June 1723, he was a 4th Time made 
one of the Lords Juſtices, &c. as on the iſt of June 
1725, he was a 5th Time, and on the 25th of Auguſt 
the ſame Year, he reſign'd the Seals as one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretaries of State.

HE moſt noble and puiſſant Prince John 

ay, Marqueſs and Earl of Twecdale 
Viicount Pebles, Lord Lockerrit an 
Yeſter, Bailiff of Dumfermling, here- 
ditary Keeper of the King s Palace theres 
and one of the Sixteen Peers for North 
Britain. 

Created Earl of the County of Tweedale, Pecem- 
ber the 1ſt, in 1646, the 22d of Charles I. and Mar- 
queſs the 26th of December, in 1694, the 9th of Wil- 
liam III. 

This noble and moſt illuftrious Family of Hay, is 
of very ancient Extraction, and are famous thro'out 
all Europe, on Account of their Riſe and Arms; for 
in the Reign of King Kenneth III. and the Year of 
Chriſt 980, when the Danes had invaded Scotland, 
and prevail'd in the Battle of Lancarty, near Perth, 
the Scots were worſted and gave Way; and bein 
forced to paſs a Defile in their Flight, were ſtopp 

a Countryman and his two Sons, who encouraged 
m to rally and renew the Fight ; telling them, ir 
was better and more honourable to die in the Field 
fighting for their Wag and Country, than to fly and 
afterwards murder'd by the mercileſs Danes; and 
they likewiſe uphraiding thoſe who would fly like 
K 4 Cowards 
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Cowards, when all lay at Stake; the more daſtardly 
ftood till, and many of the ſtout Men, who fled 
more by the deſerting of their Companions, than 
want of Courage, joinine with rhe ſaid Old Man and 
his Sons, to ſtop the reſt, til there were a Number 
together; the Countrymen, who were arm'd with 
on ly what their Plouphs furniſh'd, leading them on, 
und returning on the Danes, made a furious Onſet, 
crying, alond, Help is at Hand; which made the 
Danes believe that a freſh Army of Scots was falling 
on them, and thereby totally defeated them, and de- 
hver d cheir Country from Servitude. 

The Battle being over, the Old Man, aſterwards 
known by the Name of Hay, was brought to the 
King, who aſſembled a Parliament at Scoon, and 

ave to him the ſaid Hay, and his two Sons, (as a juſt 

eward of their Valour) as much Land on the River 
Tay, in the Carle of Gowry, as a Falcon from off a 
Man's Hand flew over, before ſhe ſettled; which be- 
ing, fix Miles in Length, was afterwards call'd Errol, 
and is ftill poſſeſs'd by the Earl of that Name, who, 
and the Lord of whom we are ſpeaking, are lincally 
deſcended from the ſaid valiant Hay ; and the King, 
to raiſe the {aid Hay and his Sons from the Rank ot 
Plebeians ro the Order of Nobility, he aſſign d them 
a Coat of Arms, which was Argent, three Eſcut- 
cheons Gules, ro intimate, that the Father and the 
ow Sons had been luckily the three Shields of Scot- 
and. 

In the Reign of King William the Lion, ſohn the 
Son of William Hay, and Brother to William Earl of 
Errol, tranſplanted himſelf out of the North into 
the Lothians ; and there marrying the Heir of Robert 
de Lyne, with her had the Barony of Lockerrit ; and 
by her had Sir William Hay, Kt. Father of Hugh 
— Bog Lockerrit, whoſe Wife was Siſter to King 
Roberr Bruce ; and by her he had Sir Gilbert Hay, 
his Son and Heir. | 

Sir Gilbert who ſucceeded, was a Perſon much 
eſteem'd by King Robert aforeſaid ; and he marrying 
Mary, Daughter and Coheir ro Sir Simon Frazer, 
Lord of Oliver Caſtle, with her obtain'd a fair Eſtate 
in the Shire of Perth, upon which Account the Fa- 
mily has uſed to quarter the Arms of Fraſer; and.by 
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the ſaid Mary his Wife, he had Sir Thomas Hay, Kr. 
his Succeſſor, the Father of Sir William Hay; which 
Sir William, on the 195th of October 1346, was taken 
Priſoner with King David IT. at the Battle of Dur- 
ham; and in 1357, Sir William Hay, Kt. his Son, 
was one of the Hoſtages for the Ranſom of his Ma- 
jeſty. | 

Another Sir William Hay of Lockerrit, being a 
Man of Parts and Courage, was employ'd in divers 
Embaſhes to England, both in the Reign of King Ro- 
bert III. and during the Regency of the Duke ot Al- 
bany 3 and he marrying lane, Daughter and Coheir 
of Sir John Giffor of Gifford Hall, and Yeſter, in 
the County of Lothian, with her had thoſe Lands 
whereupon they quarter the Arms of Gifford ; a 
having by his ſaid Wife four Sons, William, Thomas, 
David, and Edmund; rhe youngeſt was Lord of Lin- 
plum and Morum ; and Sir William the eldeſt dying 
without Iſſue, Sir Thomas his next Brother became 
Heir, and was one of the Hoſtages for the Ranſon of 
King James I. but he dying without Iſſue alſo, David 
the 3d Son became Lord Yeſter, and was Father of 
John, and he of another John, which laſt was flain 
on the gth of September 1513, at the Battle of Flod- 
dens with King James IV. and to him ſucceeded John

John who was the 4th Lord Yeſter, marry'd Eliza- 
berth, Daughter to George Douglaſs, Son of Archi- 
bald Earl of Angus, and by her had John the 5th 
Lord, and a Daughter of her Name; which Daughter 
was firſt marry'd to George Lord Seatony and after- 
wards to William Lord Sakon- 

John who was the 5th Lord Yeſter, being taken 
Priſoner on the 10th of September 1547, at the Battle 
of Pinkie-Cleugh, was carry'd to the Tower of Lon- 

„ where he continu'd till the Pacifcation was 
concluded between the two Nations; and dying in 
the Year 1557, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to William Lord Livingfton, William his Succeſ- 
for, and a Daughter Chriſtian, who was marry d to 
William Steuart of Traquair. 

„ William who ſucceeded, was one of the Peers that 
join'd with the utmoſt Zeal for the Reformation in 
the Reign of Queen Mary; and he marry ing 2

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ret, Daughter to Sir John Ker of Farniherſt, by her 
had two Sons, whereof William the eldeſt was Heir 
bur he dying in 1591, without Iſſue Male, lames his 
Brother became Lord Yeſter ; and at the Coronation 
of King James VI. was made Knight of the Bath, 

He marry*d Margaret, Daughter to Mark Ker, Far! 
of Lothian, by whom he had John his Heir, Sir Wil- 
nam Hay of Linplum, and a Daughter of her Name; 
which Daughter was firſt marry'd to Alexander Earl 
of Dumfermling, and afterwards to James Earl of 
Callendar. 

— who was the grh Lord Yeſter, and a Perſon 
of great Parts and Induſtry, he, in the Beginning of 
the Troubles of King Charles I. had the Command of 
a Royal Regiment in the Army, where, and for other 
his good Services, he (in 1646) was created Earl of 
Tweedale; and dying in 1654, left Iſſue by Jane his 
firſt Wife, Daughter ro Alexander Earl of Dumferm- 
ling, John his only Son, who ſucceeded him in his 
Honours. 

John who was the ſecond Earl, being a Nobleman 
of good Parts, and of 2 Experience in Affairs, 
King Charles II. upon his Reſtauration, made him 
one of his Privy Council, one of the Commiſſioners 
of the Treaſury, and one of the extraordinary Lords 
of Seſſion, in which Poſts he was continu'd by King 
James VII. 'til the Revolution; and then having 
comply'd with rhe Government under King William 
and Queen Mary, their Majeſties had ſo great an 
Eſteem of his Wiſdom and Conduct, that they were 

leaſed to make him one of the Lords of the Trea- 
fury, Lord High Chancellor of Scotland, and (in 
1694) Marqueſs of Tweedale. 

He marry'd Jane, Daughter to Walter Scot of 
Buccleugh, and by her had eight Sons, and ſeven 
Daughters; whereof, Mary was marry'd to Robert 
Ker, Earl of Roxburgh, and Jane to William Douglaſs 
Ear] of March; and of the Sons, pn the eldeſt ſuc- 
ceeding in the Honour, was one of the Privy Council 
to King Charles II. and William III. in which laſt 
Reign he was alſo Lord High Commiſſioner to the 
Parliament, and Firft Commiſſioner of the Treaſury. 
In the Reign of Queen Anne, he was made Lord 
High Chancellor of Scotland, and in 1704s Haan 
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Hizh Commiſſioner to repreſcnt her Royal Perſon in 
that Seſſion of Parliament, when the Act of Security 
paſs'd into a Law, and on the 12th of February 1707, 
was elected one of the Sixteen Peers in the firſt Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain.

Duke of Lawderdale; and dying in May 1713, by her 
leſt Iſſue three Sons, and two Daughters ; Anne 
marry'd to William Lord Roſs, and Jane to John 
Leſley, Earl of Rothes ; and of the Sons, which were 
Charles, John, and William, the zd was Colonel of 
the Royal Regiment of Scots Dragoons, and Brigadier 
General of the Army, when he acquir'd immortal 
Honour at Schellenburgh and Ramellies ; but in 1706, 
he dy'd of a Fever at Courtray, univerſally lamentcd, 
and Charles the elded ſucceeded his Father. 

In the firſt of King George I. he was made Lord 
Lieutenant of the County of Lothian, and Preſident 
of the Commiſſion, and on the 24 of March 1714-15, 
was elected one of the 16 Peers for Scotland; bur 
dying on the 15th of December the ſame Year, left 
Iſſue by the Lady Suſanna his Wife, Daughter to Wil- 
liam and Anne Duke and Dutcheſs of Hamilton, and 
Widow of John Cochran, Earl of Dundonald, four 
Sons and three Daughters ; whereof, Charles, in 1727, 
was 2a Voluntier at Gibraltar, and is now (1728 
Commander of a Company of Foot in Ireland ; a 
John the eldeſt, who ſucceeded his Father, was, on 
the 2oth of September 1727, re- eleded one of the 16 
Peers for North Britain.

Created Baron of Newbottle in the County of Lo- 
thian, October 15, 1587, Earl of that County, July 
10, 1606; Baron of ſedburgh, a Royal Borough in 
the County of Tiviotſdale or Roxburgh, February 2, 
in 1622, all by King James VI. and Marqueſs of Lo- 
thian, the 23d of June in 1701, by William III. 

In the Year 1546, Mark Ker, (younger Son to Sir 
Walter Ker of Cesford, by Agnes his Wife, Daughter 
to Robert Lord Crichton of Sququhar) was Abbor of 
Newbottle; and he marrying Griſel, Daughter to 
John Leſley, Earl of Rothes, by her had three Sons 
and one Daughter ; whereof, Mark the cldeſt ſuc- 
ceeded; and the Daughter whoſe Name was Catha- 
rine, was marry'd to William Maxwell, Lord Har- 
ries. 

Mark who ſucceeded, was Lord of Seſſion, and Ma- 
ſter of Requeſts; and in 1587, in his Favour the Ab- 
bacy of Newbottle was erc&cd into a Temporal Ba- 
rony, by Authority of King and Parliament. 

In 1606, he was created Earl of Lothian; . and dy- 
Ing 1609, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, Daughter 
to John Lord Harrics, three Sons and ſeven Daugh- 
ters; of which, Jane was marry'd to David Lindſay, 
Earl of Crawford, Janet to William. Cunningham, 
Earl of Glencairn, Margaret to James Hay, Lord 
Yeſter, Iſabella ro William Douglaſs, Earl of Queenſ- 
berry, and Lillias to John Lord Borthwick; and of 
the Sons, which were Robert, William, and Mark, 


the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father in his Honours- 
: Robert 
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Robert who was the ſecond Earl, marry'd Anna- 
bella, Daughter to Archibald Campbel Earl of Ar- 
gyle, by whom he had a Daughter named Anne; bur 
having, no Iſſue Male, he (with his Majeſty's Appro- 
bation) made over his Eſtate and Honour to his ſaid 
Daughter; and upon his Deceaſe (which was in 1624) 
the ſucceeded thereto accordingly ; and marrying Sir 
William Ker, Son to Robert karl of Ancrum, King 
Charles I, conferred the {ame Honour upon him, 
and made him Secretary of State. 

By the (aid Lady Anne his Wife, he had three Song 
and ſeven Daughters ; whereof, Anne was marry'd to 
Alexander Maſter of Salton, Elizabeth ro John Lord 
zorthwick, Vere to Neil Lord Campbel, Son to the 
Marqueſs of Argyle, and Henrietta to Sir Francis 
Scoc of Thirleſtaine; and of the Sons, which were 
Robert, William, and Charles; the 2d was knighreds 
and in 1661, made Pirector of the Chancery; and 
R. bert the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father. 

Robert the 3d Earl, was ene of the Privy-Council 
to King William, and by him made juſtice-General 
of Scotland, and Marqueſs of Lothian; and dying in 
1-03, left Iſſue by Jane his Wite, Dauyhter to Archi- 
bald Campbel, Marqueſs of Argyle, four Sons, and a 
Laughter named Mary, who was marry d to james 
Marqueſs of Douglaſs. E

The Johnſtons are an ancient, great, and warlike 1 
Family, and derive their Sirnam: from the Barony of 8. 
Johnſton, their Patrimony, which gives Title of Lord 
to the eldeſt Son of the Family, who are always Steu- 
ards of the County of Annandale. 

Before the Union of the rwo Crowns, this Family 
were often Wardens of the Weſt Borders; and they 
laid the Foundation of their preſent Grandeur, by 
their remarkable Services againſt the Engliſh, who 
invaded this Country. "Rp 

They did alſo great Service in ſuppreſſing the 
Thieves, who, during the War between the two Na- 
tions, committed great Ravages on the Borders; and 
thereupon took for Device a winged Spur, to denore 
their Diligence, and for their Motto, Light Thieves 
— hgnifying their Authority ro command them to 
urrender. 

In the Reign of King Robert II. the Johnſtons were 
very numerous, of which, Sir John Johnſton of that 
ilk, upon that King's Acceſſion ro the Crown, Anno 
1370, defeated a great Body of the Englith invading 
Scotland; and again, at the Battle ot Sark near Gal- 
loway, this Family, in 1448, did great Service to their 
Country. f ea 

In tlie Reign of King, James II. liv'd Sir Adam 
8 of that ilk, who was alſo remarkable for 

is Loyalty to his Prince, and Love to his Country, vol 
and was particularly inſtrumental in ſuppreſſing the . N 
Rebe lion of the Earl of Douglaſs; for which emi- | 
nent Service to the Crown, he got a Gift of the Lands it 
of Pirenen in the County of Lanark, and therein was 4 
ſucceeded by John his Son, who, in 1437» was one ot 
the Conſervators of the Peace with England.

He mariy'd Margaret, Daughter to Sir John Hamil- 
ton of Samuelſtoun, and by her had John his Son and 
Heir, a Gentleman of great Sagacity and Conduct, and 
much in Favour with King James VI. by whom he was 
made Warden of the Marches, and Juſtice-General, 
and dying in 1581, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wife, 
Daughter ro Sir William Scor of Buccleugh, James his 
Heir, and ſeveral Daughters. 

Sir James, who ſucceeded, was alſo a Perſon in 
great Favour with the aforeſaid King, who likewiſe 
made him Warden of the Marches ; but in 1608, be- 
3ng in a Family Quarrel with the Lord Maxwell, he 
there loſt his Life, which (ſays the Reverend Biſhop 
merge was much regretted, being a Gentleman 
full of Wiſdom, and very well inclin'd. 

He marry'd Sarah, Daughter to John Lord Harries, 
and by her had Sir fames his Son and Heir, who, b 
the Favour of King Charl:s I. was created Lord John- 
ſton, and Earl of Hartfeil; but afrerwards, for his 
Loyalty ro his Maſter and King, ſuffer'd Impriſon- 
ment, and the Sequeſtration of his Eſtate 3 and dying 
in 1656, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wite, Daughter to 
William Douglaſs Earl of Qucentberry, james his Suc- 
ceſſor, and three Daughters; whereof, Mary was mar- 
ry d to Sir George Graham of Netherby, Anceſtor 
to the Viſcount Preſton, and Margaret to Sir Robert 
Dal of Glenae, Anceſtor to the Earl of Carn- 
Wan. 

Upon the Reſtoration of King Charles II. James 
who was the 2d Earl, exchang'd his Title of Hart- 
feil to Annandale, and was one of his Majeſty's Privy 
Council; and he marrying Henrietta, Daughter to 
William Earl of Douglaſs, by Mary his ſecond Wife, 
Laughter to George Gordon Marqueſs of Huntley, by 
her had William his Heir, and three Daughters ; of 
which, Mary was marry'd to William Lindſay Earl of 
Crawford, Margaret to Sir James Montgomery, and 
Tlenrietta to Sir Taba Carmichael, Baronets. 
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William, who ſucceeded his Father, was one of 
the Privy Council to King William III. by whom, in 
1696, he was allo made one of tne Commithoners of 
the Treaſury, and Marqueſs of Annandale. 

In the Reign of Queen Annc, he was made Secreta- 
Ty of State, Preſident of the Council, one of the ex- 
traordinary Lords of Seſſion, Knight of the Thiſtle 
and one of the Commiiſioners to treat of an Union 
with England: But in the Parliament in 1706, his 
Lordſhip oppos'd the ſame, and deliver'd ſcveral 
Speeches and Proteſtations, containing the Reaſons of 
his Diſſent, which were all enter d in the Records of 
Parliament, where they will remain as laſting Monu- 
ments to che Honour of his Name; and after the 
Concluſion of the Union, he on the 12ch of February, 
1707, was elected one of the 16 Peers for Scotland, to 
fi in the firſt Parliament of Great Britain. 

On the 12th of October 1714, the arſt of King 
George I. he was ſworn one of his Majeſty's Privy 
Council, and made Keeper ot the Great Seal in Scot- 
land; after which, he was appointed Lord Lieute- 
nant of the Counties of Dumfries, Pebles, and Kirk- 
cudbright, and continu'd one of the 16 Peers till his 
Death, which happen'd on the 14th of February, 
1720-21. 5 

He marry' d to his firſt Wife, Sophia, Daughter and 
ſole Heir to — Fairholm of Cragie-hall in the 
County of Stirling, Eſq; by whom he had two Sons, 
James now Marqueſs of Annandale, and William who 
dy'd on the 25th of December 1722, and a Daughter 
nam'd Henrietta, which Daughter was marry d to 
Charles Hope, Earl of Hopton; and by his ſecond 
Wife, Charlotte, Daughter to John Vandie Bempde 
of the City of Weſtminſter, Eſq; he had one Son 
born in 1720, who was named George, the King be- 
ing his Godfather; and the ſaid Marqueſs dying on

Robert III. was crea:ed Earl of Crawtord. 

He marry'd lane, Daughter to King Robert II. by 
whom he had Alexander his Heir, who, in 1423, was 
one of the Hoſtages for rhe Ranſom of King james I, 
who had been eighteen Years confin'd in England; and 
dying in 1445, let Iſſue a Son of his Name; which

Lord 
Ogilvy, and Elizabeth to John Lord Erſkin of Dun; 
but the ſaid Earl their Father, being juſtly provok' : 
by the Folly and Inſolence of his Son, to difinherir | 
him, he, with the Approbation of the Crown, ſettled 
his Eſtate, and Title of Earl, upon Sir David Lindſay 
of Edzle; who, upon his Deceaſc, in 1562, accor- 
dingly ſucceeded therein; but in 1570, he dying 
without Iſſue, generouſly reſign'd the Eſtate and Ho- 
nour in Favour of Sir David Lindſay, the Son of him 
that was diſinherited. 
He marry*d Margaret, Daughter to Cardinal Beatons 
Biſhop of St. Andrews, and by her had three Sons, 
David, Henry, and Alexander; whereof, the youngeſt 
was Gentleman of the Bedchamber to King James VI. 
who, in 1590, honour'd him with the Title of Lord 
Spinzie 3 Sir Henry Lindſay, afterwards Earl of 
Crawford; and David the eldeſt ſucceeded, 
He marry'd Griffel, Daughter to John Steward, 
Earl of Athole, and by her had a Son named David 
but he dying without Iſſue, his Eftare and Honour 
went to Sir Henry before mention'd, his Uncle 3

and by James V. was made Sheriff ot the County of 
Fife; which Office he enjoy'd till 1531, when it was 
heritably conferr'd upon Geo. Leſly, Earl of Rothes. 

He marry'd Margaret, a Daughter of the Family of 
Pitcairn, by whom he had a Son named John, and a 
Daughter Catharine ; which Daughter was marry'd to 
Sir Alexander Scaton of Parbroath ; and John his Son 
marrying Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Andrew Lundy

John who ſucceeded, marry'd Helen, Daughter to 
John Earl of Athole, by whom he had Parrick his 
Heir, and five Daughters ; of which, Iſabel was mar- 
ry'd to Normon Lelly, Son to George Earl of Rothes, 
and Janer to Henry, Son of Henry Lord Sinclair ; and 
Patrick who ſucceeded, and was active for the Refor- 
mation of Religion, and on the King's Side, in the 
Minority of James VI. marrying Eupheme, Daughtcr 
to Robert Douglaſs of Locheven, by her had james 
his Heir, and a Daughter named Margaret. : 

James, who in 1589, ſucceeded his Father, marry d 
Eupheme, .Daughter to Andrew Earl of Rothes, and 
by her had two Sons and two Daughters ; whercof, 
Helen was marry'd to John Son to William Lord 
Crauſton; and of the Sons, Robert the eldeſt ſucceed- 
ed; which Robert marrying Anne, Daughter to Lau- 
reuce Lord Oliphant, by her had a Daughter, on 
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was marry'd to Alexander Falconer of Halkerton ; 
but — 8 Iſſue Male, John his Brother ſucceeded 
in the Honour. | 

He marry'd Chriſtian, Daughter ro Thomas Earl of 
Haddington; and dying in 1616, by her left Iſſue John 
his Heir; which John, by the {ſpecial Favour of King 
Charles I. was created Earl of Lindſay, being then 
the firſt Lord in the Rolls of Pariiament ; and in 
1641, he was conſtituted Lord High Treaſurer of 
Scotland, which Office he enjoy'd for eight Years 
but in 1649, was laid aſide by the Eſtates of Parlia- 
ment, for his vigorous Appearance in railing the Ar- 
mys — ray deſign'd the King's Relief out of the Iſle 
of Wight. | 

After the Murder of the King his Maſter, he adhe- 
red to the lawful Heir of the Crown, King Charles II. 
at whoſe Coronation at Scoon, on the firſt of January 
1651, he aſſiſting there, carry'd the Scepter ; but the 
ſame Lear, he receiving a Commiſſion from his Ma- 
jeſty, to raiſe Forces for his Service, in order to his 
Reſtoration, he unluckily (with ſeveral other Lords) 
was ſurpriz'd by the Engliſh, at Eliot in Angus, and 
ſent Priſoner to the Tower of London, whore he ſuf- 
fer'd a long and tedious Impriſonment, *rill the Re- 
ſtoration, 1660, which was eight Years ; and then, in 
Conſideration thereof, his Majcſty was pleas'd to re- 
ſtore him to the Treaſurer's Office, 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to James Marqueſs 
of Hamilton; and dying in 1676, by her left two 
Sons and four Daughters; Anne marry'd to John Leſly, 
Duke of Rothes; Chriſtian to Thomas Hamilton Earl 
of Haddingron ; Elizabeth to David Carnegy, Earl of 
Northeſk ; and Helen to Sir Robert Sinclair of Stin- 
ſtun, Bart. and of the Sons, which were Wiliam 
and Patrick, the eldeſt ſuccceded his Father. 

In 1689, at the Time of the Revolution, he was 
appointed one of the Lords of the Treaſury ; being 
likewiſe, by his Majeſty's Favour, and the People's 
Choice, made Preſident of all the chief Judicatories 
of the Kingdom, that of Common-Pleas excepred 
in all which Stations he behav'd himſelf as a loyal 
Subject and a true Patriot to his Country. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, Mary Daughter to 
James Johnſton, Earl * Argandales by whom he 
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had two Sons, John his Heir, and James ; which 
James, in 1708, was a Colonel, and kill'd at the Bat- 
tle of Almanza ; and by his ſecond Wiſe, who was 
Henrietta, Daughter to the Earl of Dumtermling, and 
Widow of William Fleming, Earl of Wigton, he 
had a Son named Thomas and ſix Daughters. 

John, who was by the arſt Wife, and ſucceeded his 
Father, beraking himſelf to a Military Life, had ſe- 
veral conſiderable Commands in the Army; and in 
1702, was one of the Privy Council to Queen Anne. 

In 1707, he was a Brigadier General; and at the 
ſame Time, upon the Concluſion of the Union, was 
elected one of the 16 Peers for Scotland, to fit in the 
firſt Parliament of Great Britain; being likewiſe, on 
the 22d of April 1708, made a Major-General, and 
again choſe one of the 16 Peers for North Britain. 

On the 5th of May, 1710, he was a Licutenant-Ge- 
neral, and a zd Time choſe one of the 16 Peers, as in 
1713, he was a 4th Time, and was then alſo a Colonel 
of the 2d Troop of Horſe Grenadiers, and one of her 
Majeſty's Privy Council; but axing on the 4th of Ja- 
nuary 1713-14, left Iſſue by Amilia his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Alexander Stewart Lord Down, two Sons, John 
and William; whereof, the eldeſt is now Earl ot 
Crawford, &, and his Lordſhip, on the 11th of Oc- 
tober 1527, aſſiſting at the Coronation of K. George II. 
there carry d the 3d Sword of State.

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Il. T HE moſt noble and 1 Lord Charles Hay 
Earl of Errol, Lord Hay of Slanis, and Lord 
High Corfftable of Scotland by Inheritance. : 

Created Earl of Errol in the County of Perth, 
March the 17th, in 1452, by James II. 

This noble and moſt illuſtrious Family of Hay, is 
of very ancient Extraction, and are famous through- 
out all Europe, on Account of their Riſe and Arms ; 
for in the Reign of King Kenneth III. and the Year 
of Chriſt 980, when the Danes had invaded Scotland, 
and prevaiPd in the Battle of Lancarty, near Perth, 
the Scots were worſted, and gave Way; and being 
forced ro paſs a Deſile in their Flight, were — 7 by a 
Conntryman and his two Sons, who encouraged them 
to rally and renew the Fight, telling them, it was b:t=- 
ter and more honourable to die in the Field, fighting 
for their King and Country, than to fly, and be after- 
wards murder'd by the mercileſs Danes ; and upbraid- 
ing thoſe who would fly like Cowards, when all lay at 
Stake, the more daſtardly ſtood ſtill; and many of the 
ſtont Men, who fled more by the deſerting of their 
Companions, than Want of Courage, Joining with 
the ſaid Old Man and his Sons, to ſtop the reſt, till 
there were a Number wages ooh the Countrymen, 
who were arm'd with only what their Ploughs fur- 
niſh'd, leading them on, and returning on the Danes, 
made a furious Onſet, crying aloud, Help is at hand; 
which made the Danes believe that a freſh Army of 
Scots were falling on them, and thereby totally de- 
— them, and deliver'd their Country from Servi- 
tude. 

The Battle being over, the Old Man, afterwards 
known by the Name of Hay, was brought to the 
King, who aſſembled a Parliament at Scoon, and gave 
to the faid Hay and his two Sons (as a juſt Reward of 
their Valour) as much Land on the River Tay, in the 
Carſe of Gowry, as a Faulcon from off a Man's Hand 
flew over, until ſhe lighred, which being fix Miles in 
Length, was afterwards call'd Errol, and is ſtill poſ- 
ſeſs'd by the Earl of whom we are ſpeaking» who is 
lineally deſcended from the ſaid valiant Hay : And t 
King, to promote the ſaid Hay and his Sons from rhe 


Rank of Plebeians to the Order of Nobility, he af 
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fign'd them a Coat of Arms, which was Argent, 
three Eſcutcheons Gules, to intimate that the Father 
and the two Sons, had been luckily the three Shields 
of Scotland. | 

The particular State of this Family, from the Reign 
of King Kenneth III. to that of Robert I. is not 
clear upon the Records; Length of Time, and Acci- 
dents of War, having funk the Hiſtory; however, 
there are two Charters extant, granted by King Wil- 
liam the Lion, of the Lands of Errol, to William de 
Haya, and David de Haya, and in the Charters of 
Malcombe IV. and William, and Alexander II. fre- 
guent Mention is made of Guliclmus de Haya, and 
23 de Haya, as Witneſles; and at Berwick, in 

ne Diſpute between Robert Bruce and John Baliols 
before King Edward I. of England, Nicholas de la 
Haya is one of the Arbitrators; bur ſince the Begin= 
ning of the Reign of King Robert Bruce, Anno 1306, 
the Pedigree is very Clear and uninterrupted, as fol- 
os. 

Firſt, Gilbert de la Haya, Lord Haya of Errol, ad- 
her'd to K ing Robert I. whom he aſſiſted in ret rie- 
ving the Independency of his Native Country, then 
almoſt ſubject to the Engliſh, by John Baliol; and in 
Conſideration of that his great Loyalty, and faithful 
Services, he had a Grant of divers Lands in the 
Crown; and his Majeſty being further deſirous to put 
a laſting Mark of Eſteem upon him and his Family, 
was pleaſed, by a Charter, bearing Date November 
the 12rh, in 1315, to make him and his Heirs for 
ever, Lord High Conſtables of Scotland, (thar Officc, 
which for ſeveral Generations had been held by the 
Family of the Quincy's, being then forfcired ) and 
the Far! of Errol now enjoys the Honour. 

This Lord Gilbert dy'd in the Year 1330, and was 
bury'd in the Abbey Church of Coopar, where ſeve- 
Tal of his Succeſſors were likewiſe interr'd; and Ni- 
chokes his Son, was the zd Great Conſtable of Scot- 
aud. 

On the 3d of Auguſt 1332, he with 280 Gentlemen 
of his Family, were killd in the Service of King Da- 
vid Bruce, againſt Edward Baliol, in the Battle of 
Duplin ; {0 chat the Name of Hay would have ben 
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quite extinguiſh'd, had not his Lady been with Child, 
and ſupported it by the Birth of a Poſthumous Son. 

To Nicholas Lord Hay, ſucceeded David his Son 
(born as above mention'd) who attended King Davi 
Bruce in the Wars againſt the Engliſh, and on the 
37th of October 1346, was kill d at the Battle of Dur- 
ham; and Thomas his Son ſucceeded him. 

In the Year 1376, the {aid Thomas was marry'd to 
the Princeſs Elizabeth, Daughrer to King Robert III. 
in whoſe Reign he became poſſeſs' d of the Barony of 
Inchruthill in the Shire of Perth, at which Place he 
dy*d in the Year 1406, leaving Iſlue by the faid Prin- 
cels his Wife, William his Heir, and a Daughter of 
— : N _ : which Daughter was marry'd to Sir George 

C yy T. 

William who ſucceeded, was one of the Commiſſio- 
ners de puted by the Eſtates of Scotland, to treat with 
the Engliſh touching the Redemption of K. James I. 
who was detain'd Priſoner in that Realm; which, in 
5634, being happily effected, he thereupon was 

nighted. 

He marry d Margaret, Daughter to the Lord Graham, 
and dying at Turrift, in 1434, by her left Iſſue two 
Sons, Gilbert and William, whereof, the eldeſt ſuc- 
ceeded 5 and he marrying Alice, Daughter to Sir 
William Hay of Yeſter, Anceſtor to the Marqueſs of 
Tweedale, by her had William his Heir, and five 
other Sons, and dy'd in 1436. 

William who ſucceeded, being a Perſon of ſingular 
Merrit, he was by James II. in 1452, in Recompence 
of his faithful Services, created Earl of Errol, and 
in 1461, dy'd at Slaincs. 

He marry'd Beatrix, Daughter to- Douglaſs 
Far! of Morton, and by her had Nicholas the 2d Ear! 
of Errol, who was one ot the Privy Council to King 
James III. and he marrying Elizabeth Gordon, Daugh- 
ter to Earl of Huntley; and dying at Killi- 
muir, in 1467, by her left William the zd Earl of 
Errol, and th Great Conſtable of Scotland. 

He marry'd Jane Steuart, Daughter to John Earl of 
Athole ; and dying in 1478, by her left William the 
4th Earl of Errol. 2 

William, Who was the 4th Eart, marry'd Elizabeth 
Leſly, Daughter to —o— Earl of Roches ; and d; ng 
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I1 1495, by her left William the 5th Earl of Errol, 
wao in the Lear 1510, was Sheriff of the Shire of A- 
b :rdeen ; but on the gth of September 1513, he was 
fAliin (with 87 Gentlemen of his Name) with King 
James IV. at the Battle of Flodden. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, Chriſtian Lyon

William who was the 5th Earl, dying without Iſſue, 
his Eſtate and Honour devoly'd upon Sir George Hay 
of Logie, Son and Heir of Sir Thomas Hay of the ſaid 
Place, who was 2d Son to William the 5th Earl of 
Errol, as above mention'd. 

This George, 8th Earl of Errol, marry'd Margaret, 
Daughter to Sir Alexander Robertſon, Laird of Stra- 
van, and by her had four Sons, and three Daughters;

his Lord, on the 3d of October 1594, with the 
Earl of Huntley, fought the Battle of Glenliver, and 
with a handful of Men defeated the numerous Forces 
of the Earl of Argyle. 

He was afterwards much in Fayour with King 
James VI. and was one of the Scotch Noblemen, who 
in the Year 1604, were commiſſioned to treat of the 
Union of the two Crowns. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, the Lady Mary Steuarr,

was not ended in his Days. 

He marry'd a Daughter of the Lord Lorn; and dy-

-who fucceeded, was made Governor of the Caſtle of 
'Pumbarton, and one of his Majeſty's Privy Council; 
and he marrying Chriſtian, Daughter ro Robert Lord 
-Crichton, by her had Robert his Heir. : 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir George 
*Campbel of Loudon, Anceſtor to the firſt Earl of 
that Name; and being, ſlain with his Majeſty at the 
Rattle of Flodden, by her left two Sons and two 
Daughters; whereof, Catharine was marry'd to Alex- 
ander Lord Elphinſton; and John who was Heir to 
his Father, being a Nobleman of great Honour and 
Probity, had the Tuition of the young King James V. 
in the Caſtle of Stirling, of which he was Gover- 
Nor. 

In the Year 1534, when the King came gf. Age, he 
fent him Embaſſador to France, ro propoſe a Match 
between his Majeſty, and Magdalen a Daughter of 
that Crown ; which he having perform'd to the King's 
Satisfaction, he afterwards ſent him in the ſame Qua- 
lity to Henry VIII. of England; and in 1537, he was 
one of thoſe Peers who attended his Maſter into 
France, when he eſpouſed the ſaid Magdalen, Daugh- 
ter to Francis 1. 8. 

In 1542, upon the Death of the King, he had the

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Archibald Earl 
of Argyle, and by her had five Sons, and three Daugh-

This Thomas, being a Nobleman of great Parts, 
was employ'd in ſeveral Embaſlies ro England, where 
he won | aa Reputation by faithfully ſerving his 
Country; but he dying without Iſſue alſo, John the 
"09g Son ſucceeded his Father, and became Earl of 
Mar. | 

He was a Perſon of ſuch noble Nature, generous 
Diſpoſition, and other bright Qualities, as render'd 
him very capable of acting the Part of a moſt con- 
ſummate Stateſman, which he did afterwards in the 
higheſt and moſt eminent Station a Subject could ar-

Upon the Demiſe of his Father, tho' he was then 
but very young, the Queen Regent, in 1553, made 
him Governor of Edinburgh Caſtle; after which, 
he was one of her Majeſty's Privy Council, and ob- 
tain d a Grant of the Abbey of Inchmachomoc, with 
divers other Lands; and then renewing his Claim to 
the Earldom of Mar, it was allow'd and ratify'd by 
Act of Parliament. 

When her Majeſty was happily deliver'd of the 
ng Prince James VI. ſhe committed him to the 
Tuition of the Earl of Mar, in the Caſtle of Edin- 
burgh 3 which great Truſt he ſo well diſcharg'd, that 
when the Earl of Bothwell had marry'd the Queen, 
they could not prevail with the Lord Mar, either

them, till he the Crown upon the young In- 
ant Head. 
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This noble Earl dying at Stirling, on the 28th of 
October, 1572, left behind him ſo unblemiſh'd a Re-

of their mutual Heats) confeſs'd to be a Nobleman of 
great Honeſty, Integrity, and good Senſe ; and having

E My Lord of Mar, 
ECAUSE in the Security of my Son, conſiſt- 
eth my Security, I have concredited to you the 
Charge of his Keeping, upon the Truſt I have in 
our Honeſty ; this I command you out of my ow! 
Mouth, ( being in the Company of thoſe I like) 
otherwayſe than from any Charge that can come 
from me, you ſhall not deliver him: And in caſe 
f God call me at any Time, ſee that neither for the 
« Queen, Eſtates, their Pleaſure, you deliver him, till

In 1601, he was ſent Embaſſador to Queen Eliza- 
th, where, in his Negotiation, he deported himſelf 
with ſuch Prudence and Conduct, that his Majeſty 
gratefully own'd his peaccable Acceſſion to the Crowy 
of England, (next to the Goodneſs of God) he aſcri- 
to the Earl of Mar; and thereupon made him 
Knight of the Garter, one of his Privy Council in

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England, and Lord High Treaſurer of Scotland, which 
Office he held for 15 Years. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Anne, Daughter to 
David Lord Drummond, by whom he had John his 
Son and Heir; and by his 2d, (the Lady Mary Steuart, 
Daughter to Eſme Duke of Lennox) he had ſeven Sons, 
and four Daughters; of which, Mary was firſt mar- 
ry'd to William Keith, Earl of Marithal, and then to 
Patrick Maule, Earl of Panmure ; Margaret to John 
Leſly, Earl of Rothes; Martha to John Lyon, Earl 
of Kinghorn ; and Catharine to John Hamilton, Earl 
of Haddington; and of the Sons, Sir James the eldeſt 
marrying Chriſtian, Daughter and ſole Heir to Robert 
Douglaſs, Earl of Buchan, he in her Right became 
Earl thereof, the King beſtowing the Title de novo, 
upon him and his Hczrs Male; and from Henry the 
ſecond Son, who was Lord Cardroſs, and Commen- 
= of Dryburgh, is deſcended the pacſent Earl of 

uchan. 

In 1610, at the Creation of Henry Prince of Wale 
John who ſucceeded in the Earldom, was made Knight 
of rhe Bath, and afterwards one of his Majeſty's Pri- 
vy Council, one of the Senators of the College of 
Juſtice, and Governor of Edinburgh-Caſtle; and 
when the Civil War broke out, in the Reign of King 
Charles I. hc apply'd himſelf with great Reſolution 
and Fidelity, ro his Majeſty's Service; for which he 
was reckon'd among the firſt Rank of Malignants, and 
ſuffer'd accordingly. | 

He marry'd Jane, Daughter to Francis Hay, Earl or 
Errol, and by her had a Son of his Name, and a Daugh- 
ter Elizabeth; which Daughter was marry'd to Ar- 
chibald Lord Napier; and John, who, in 1654, ſuc- 
ceeded his Father, was a Perſon that ſignaliz d his 
Lonaley to the King, during the whole Courſe of the 


ivil War. | 
This noble Lord marry'd to his firſt Wife Mary, 


Daughter to Walter Scor, Earl of Buccleugh ; and bx 


his zd Wife, who was ar Daughter to George 
Mackenzie, Earl of Seaforth, he had Charles his Heir 
and three Daughters; whereof, Barbara was marry? 
to James Marqueſs of Douglaſs, Mary to John Cu- 
ningham, Earl of Glencairn; and Sophia to Alexan- 
&r Lord Pitſligo. 


Charles, 
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Charles, who ſucceeded in the Earldom, was one of 
the Privy Council to King Charles II. and James VII. 
during whoſe Reign he was Colonel of a Regiment of 
Foot ; and dying in 1689, left Iſſue by Mary his Wife, 
Daughter to George Maule, Earl oft Panmure, three 
Sons and one Daughter; of which, Henry the youngeſt 
was kill'd at the Battle of Almanza, James the ſecond 
was promoted by Queen Anne, to be one of the Sena- 
tors of che College of Juſtice, and Lord Juſtice Clerk, 
and John the eldeſt was Earl of Mar. 

In the Rain of the ſaid Queen, he was made one 
of the Privy Council, Colonel of a Regiment of Foot, 
Knight of rhe Moſt Ancient and Noble Order of the 
Thiſtle; and on the 13th of October 1705, Secretary 
of State; as in March 1705-7, was appointed one of 
the Commiſſioners” to treat of an Union between the 
two Nations; which being concluded, he was elected 
one of the 16 Peers for Scotland, to fit in the firſt Par- 
liament of Great Britain; and on the iſt of Septem- 
ber 1713, he was made 3d Secretary of State. 

He was likewiſe elected one of the 16 Peers, in 1708, 
3710, and 1713 ; but on the 16th of September 1715, 
the 1ſt of George I. being join'd by ſeveral Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, and their Seryants, to the Number of 
600, ſ{crting up his Standard, and proclaiming the 
Chevalier de dt. George, by the Name and Title of 
James VIII. King of Scotland, and III. of England, 
&c. was on the 13th of November following, totally 
defeated at Sheriff-Moor, near Dumblaine, by John 
— - Duke of Argyle, and was afterwards out-

This ag 4 Earl, who, on the 23d of Decem-

Count Walter Leſly to the Emperor ; Alexander Earl 
of Leven to the King of England; and David Lefly, 
afterwards Lord Newark, to the moſt heroick Guſta- 
vus Adolphus King of Sweden. 

In the Reign of King Charles I. there were likewiſe 

three Biſhops of the Name of Leſly in Ireland; where- 
of John (who was firſt Biſhop of the Iſles in Scotland) 
was Biſhop of Raphoe and Clogher, and liv'd above 
100 Years, 40 of which he was Biſhop, and dy'd ſs 
having been remarkably zealous in the Royal Caule ; 
and he leaving two Sons, John and Charles, the eldeſt 
was Dean of Dromore, and the youngeſt who was 
Chancellor of the Cathedral of Conner, was Author 
of the Snake in the Graſs, 
There are at preſent ſeveral Counts of the Name in 
Germany, beſides 75 Families in Scotland, France, 
Muſcovy, Poland, &c. and one of the Name govern'd 
the Kingdom of Hungary, as the Emperor's Viceroy, 
he having before marry'd the Emperor's own Daugh- 
ter. 

The firſt of the Name in Britain, was Bartholdus 
Leſly, one of the firſt Rank of Nobility of Hungary, 
who in the Year 1067, attended Margaret Ethling, the 
Wife of King Malcolm Cammoir into Scotland; where 
his Services to that Princeſs were thought ſo conſide- 


and beſides many large Poſſeſſions which are ſtill in 
the Family, made him Governor of Edinburgh Caſtle, 
as a peculiar Reward of Honour, for having firſt 
fortify'd it, and then bravely defended it againſt the 
King's Enemies; and ſoon after, he was made Lord 
Leſly, and Earl of Roſs. 

In the Reign of King Robert I. Sir Andrew Leſly, 
the 6th in Deſcent from the {aid Bartholdus, marrying

Created Earl of Morton in the County of Lothian, 
March 14th, in 1457, the 2oth of James II. 

The firſt of this collateral Branch of the illuſtrious 
Family of Douglaſs was Sir James Douglaſs of Lon- 
don, Kr, the great Fayourite of King Robert I. and 
carry'd his Heart to be bury'd near the Sepulchre at 
jeruſalem. :

vernor s Sons. 

Sir John who ſucceeded, marry'd Agnes Monfode, 
and by her had two Sons, Sir James his Heir in his 
pate rnal Eſtate, and Sir Henry Douglaſs of Lugron 

and Lochleven, Progenitor to the Earl of whom we 
are ſpeaking. 8 | 

Sir james who ſucceeded his Father, ſucceeded alſo 
his Uncle the Lord of Lydidalc in the Baronies of 
Dalkeith and Aberdour; and. he mavrying Ayucs Dun- 
bar, Daughter to the Earl of March, by her had a 
Son of his Name, and dir William Fouglaſs of. Mor- 
diugron-

James, who was the next Heir, marry'd the Lady 
Mary Stcuart, Daughter to King Robert III. and by 
her was Father of another James, whole Wife was 
Elizabeth Gifford, and by her he had James the next 
Heir, who, by the Favour of King James II. was 
created Earl of Morton. 

He marry'd the Lady Jane Steuart, Daughter to 
ames I. and by her had John the 24 Earl; who, by 
anet his Wife, a Daughter of the Family of Chrich- 

ton, had two Sons and two Daughters; Elizabeth 


marry d to Robert Lord Keith, and Agnes to Al:xan- 


der Lord Livingſton; and of the Sons, which were 
James and Richard, the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father. 

James, who was the 4th Earl, marry'd the Lady Ca- 
tharine, natural Daughter to K. James IV. and by her 
had three Daughters; of which, Elizabeth the eldeſt 
was marry'd to James Douglaſs of Pittendrich, Bro- 
ther to the Earl of Angus; and the ſaid Earl her Fa- 
ther having no Iſſue Male, made a Conveyance of his 
Eſtate and Honour to the ſaid James Douglaſs, his 
Son-in-Law. 

James, who thus became Earl of Morton, dying 
withour Iſſue, made an Entail of the Earldom in pa- 
vour of Archibald Earl of Angus, his Nephew, and 
in Caſe of Failure of his Iſſue Male, to William Dou- 
glaſs of Lochleven, a Male Relation of the 3d Earl 
of Morton; which Settlement afterwards took Place 
upon the Death of the Earl of Angus. 

In the Reign of Queen Mary, the ſaid — Earl of 
Morton, who ſucceeded his Father-in-law, was one 
of the Privy Council, and by her Majeſty ſent Embaſ- 
ſador into England, and made Lord High Chancellor 
of Scotland; but in the ſame Reign, the Earl of Both- 
well having a Deſign to murder the Lord Darnley, the 
Queen's Huſband, whereby to marry the Queen, aud 
craving the Earl of Morton's Aſſiſtance therein; the 
Earl, who abhorr'd ſuch a deteſtable Enterprize, lefc 
the Court, and retir'd into the Country, during which 
Time, that bloody and barbarous Tragedy was ackzd, 
and many Years after, was beheaded for being privy 
thereto, tho? he had no other Hand in the Matter than 
concealing it. 

_ When the Far] of Bothwell had marry'd the Queen, 
it ſhrewdly alarm'd the TY as ſuſpcRing the Earl 
3 to 
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to be the Murderer of her former Hutband, and ha: 
by ſuch a Union the young Prince was in great Dau- 
ger 3 whereupon, the Earl of Morton was one of tlie 
Nobility who enter'd into an Aſſociation to prelerve 
him; and on the 29th of July, in the Year 1569, which 
was the Day of his Coronation, took the Oath for tlic 
Infant King. 

In this new Turn of Affairs, the Earl of Morton's 
Share was very conſiderable 3 for he was ſoon at.cr 
declared Lord High Chancellor of Scotland, then 
made Lord High Admiral, Sheriff, Principal of the 
Shire of Edinburgh, and on the 1ſt of November 
.1572, Regent of the Kingdom during the King's Mi- 
nority z bur that being what was not at all acceptable 
to the other Party, who had the young King in their 
Hands, they at length brought about his Ruin ; for 
by accuſing him as Acceſſary to the Murder ot the 
King's Father, he was thereupon ſent Priſoncr to 
Dunbarron-Caſtle, from whence, on the 1ſt of June 
in 1581, he was brought to his Trial in Edinburgh, 
where he was found guilty by his Peers, of Art and 

art in the ſaid Murder, as not revealing it when the 
Earl of Bothwell propos'd it to him; and was len- 
renc d to be hang'd, drawn and quarter'd ; but by the 
Favour of the King, he was the next Day bcheaded at 
the Market-Croſs of Edinburgh, and what was re- 
markable, by an Engine of his own inventing for 
that Uſe, call'd The Maiden, and was the firſt that 
ſuffer'd by it. 

Upon the Death and Forfaulture of the Regent, the 
Title of Earl of Morton (by an A& of Parliament) 
cevoly'd on Archibald Earl of Angus, the Earl's Ne- 
rhew; but he dying without Iflue, it then came to 
William Douglaſs of Lochleven, before noted, as Heir 
ot Entail ; and he marryins Agnes, Daughter to Geo. 
Lefly, Earl of Rothes, by her had four Sons and five 
Daugnters, . 

Ot the Daughters of William Earl of Morton, Chri- 
ſtiau was firſt marry'd to Laurence Maſter of Oli- 
Pham, and afterwards to Alexander Earl of Hume; 
Mary to Walter Ozilvy, Lord Deſkford, Anceſtor to 
the Earl of Finlater 3 Eupheme to Thomas Lyon of 
Aldbar, Lord High Treaſurer of Scotland; Apnes to 
Archibald Campbel, Earl of Argyle; and Elizabers 
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bert the eldeſt dying before his Father, left 1 
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to Francis Hay, Earl of Errol; and of the Sons, Ro- 

fue by 

Jane his Wife, Daughter to John Lyon, Lord Glamis, 

Anceſtor to the Earl of Strathmore, a Ton nam'd Wil- 
liam, who (in 1606) ſuccecded his Grandfather. 

William who was the next Earl, being a Nobleman 
of great Parts and Reputation; was by Charles I. 
made Lord High Trealurer of Scotland, one of his 
Privy Council, Captain of his Majeſty's Guards, and 
Knight-of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter ; and 
he marrying Agnes, Daughter to George Keith, Earl 
of Mariſhal, by her left ſeveral Sons and Dangnters ; 
whereof, Anne was marry'd to George Hay, Earl 6 
Kinoul z Margaret to Archibald Campbel, Marqueſs 
of Argyle; Mary to Charles Earl of Dumfermling ; 
lane to James Earl of Hume; and Iſabel, firſt to Ro- 
bert Ker, Earl of Roxburgb, and then ro James 
Graham, Marqueſs of Montroſs; and of the Sons, 
Robert the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Edward Vi!- 
liers, Kr. Siſter to the Viſcount Grandiſon in Ireland, 
and Neice to Georze the Great Duke of Buckingham 
in England, and by her had William his Son and 
Heir, and two Daughters; Anne marry'd to William 
Keith, Earl of Mariſhal ; and Mary to Sir Donald 
Mackdonald of Slate, Bart. but the ſaid William their 


Brother, who marry d Griſſel, Daughter to John Earl 


of Middleton, dying without Iſſue, his Eſtate and 
Honour devolv'd on Sir James Douglaſs, his Uncle. 
Sir james, who thus became Earl, marry'd Jane, 
Daughter and Heir to Sir James Hay of Smithfield; 
and dying in 1686, by her left three Sons, James, Ro- 
bert, and George; wheteof, the latter is now (1528) 
a Colonel in the zd Regiment of Foot Guards, and 
Member of Parliament for the Iſles of Orkney and 
Zerland ; and James the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father. 
In 1707, the 6th of Queen Anne, he was one of 
the Commigioners appointed to treat of an Union be- 
tween the two Nations, and was alſo in her Reign 
made one of the Privy Council, and Preſident of the 
Commiſſion in Scotland; but he dying unmarry'd in 
1715, Robert his next Brother became Heir, and is 
now Earl of Morton; _ on the 14th of Jude 1725, 
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was appointed Lord Lieutenant of the Iſles of Orkney 
and Zetland.

Created Earl of the County of Buchan in 1469, by 
James III. : 

The Deſcent of this noble Family being ſer forth 
under the Title of Earl ot Mar, we thall here only ob- 
ſerve, that John Steuart, Son of John Earl of Buchan, 
being kill'd in his Father's Life-time, at the Battle ot 
Muſleburgh ; left Iſſue by Beatrix his Wife, Daughter 
to Sir Walter Ogilvy of Boyne, a Daughter nam'd 
Chriſtian ; who in 1551, ſucceeded her G:andfather 
in the Earldom, and ſte marrying Rob:irt Douglals, 
Brother ro William Earl of Morton, he in her Right 
became Earl of Buchan, Ty 
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Earl of Buchan had a Son named James, who ſucceed- 
ed them; and he 1 Margaret, Daughter to 
Walter Ogilvy, Lord Deſkford, Anceſtor to the Ear! 
of Finlater, by her had an only Daughter Mary ; 
which Daughter, in the Year 1601, marrying James 
Erſkine, eldeſt Son to John Earl of Mar, Lord High 
Treaſurer of Scotland; (by his zd Wife, the Lad 
Mary Steuart, 2d Daughter to Eſme Duke of Lennox 
upon. that Marriage, rhe Right of Succeſſion of the 
Earldom of Buchan (which before had been to Heirs 
of either Sex) was by a Charter under the Great Scat 
of Scotland, made to the ſaid Tames Erſkine her Huſ- 
band, and his lawful Heirs Male whatſoever. 

Tames, who thus became Earl of Buchan, being a 
Perſon of great Merit and Accompliſhments, was 
much in the Favour of King Charles I. to whom he 
was a Gentleman of the Bedchamber ; and by the ſaid 
Mary his Wife, had James his Son and Heir, and a 
Daughter of her Name; which Daughter was marry'd 
to Alexander Forbes, Lord Pitſligo. 

James who was the next Earl, marry'd Mary, Daugh- 
ter to William Ramſey, Earl of Dalhouſie, and by her 
had William the third Earl, and five Daughters; 
whereof, Marjory was marry'd to Charles Lord Fra- 
zer; and the {aid William her Brother, who ſucceeded 
his Father, dying a Barchelor in 1695, We return to 
the ſecond Son of the Treaſurer, 

Henry the ſecond Son of John Earl of Mar, Lord 
High Treaſurer, by his ſaid 2d Wife, the Lady Mary 
Steuart, was Lord Cardroſs; and he having a Grand- 
ſon of his Name, that marry'd the Daughter and Heir 
of Sir James Steuart of Kirkhill, by her had David 
the next Lord Cardroſe, who is now Earl of Buchan 
as neareſt Heir Male to his Couſin William, who dy'd 
ich the Year above, unmarry'd. | 

David the preſent Earl, having upon all Occaſions, 
when employ'd in the Publick Service, gain'd an uni- 
verſal Eſteem ; was appointed by King William to be 
one of the Privy Council, as he was to Queen — 

y whom he was alſo conſtituted one of the Commiſ- 
oners of the Exchequer, and was Governor of the 
Caſtle of Blackneſs ; and when the Treaty of Union 


By the ſaid Chriſtian his Wife, the ſaid William 


was near the Concluſion, he was one that 2 
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in Parliament to the laſt ; being of Opinion, as his 
Lordſhip then declar'd, that ſeveral of the Articles 


agreed upon, were inconſiſtent with the Honour of 
his Country; and upon the Acceſſion of K. George J. 
tothe Crown, he was made one of the Commiſſioners 
of Police, Lord Lieutenant of the Shires of Stirling 


and Clackmannan, and elected one of the 16 Peers for 


rhe firſt Parliament of Great Britain, call'd after his 
Majeſty's Arrival. 

He marry'd Frances, Daughter and at length fo'e 
Heir to Henry Fairfax of Hurſt in the County of 
Berks, Eſq; only Son of Henry, 2d Son of Thomas 
Lord Viſcount Fairfax, by whom he had nine Sons 
and ſeven Daughters; of which, there are three Sous 
and two Daughters now living, but his Lady is dead.

Cre::cd Earl of Glencaim in the County of Nith(- 
dale, May 28, 2488, the 21ft of James 111. 

This ancient Family, according to Sir George Mac- 
kenzie, took their Sirname from the County of Cun- 
ninghamy and being by Office, Maſter of the King's 
Fables and Horſes, took for their armorial Figure, 
the Inſtrument whereby Hay is thrown up to Horſes; 
which in Blazon is call'd a Shake Fork, 

In the Reign of King William the Lion, and the 
Year 1160, liv'd William de Cunningham; who then 
marrying the Daughter of Rowland de Morvill, Con- 
ſtable of Scotland, with her had the Lands of Kil- 
maures in the County aforeſaid 3 where to this Time, 
bath been the chief Reſidence of this noble Family.

In the firſt of Queen Anne, he was Captain and 
Governor ot the Caſtle of Dunbarzon ; and marrying 
two Wives, firſt Jane, Daughter to John Erſkine, 
Earl of Mar; and 2«ly, Margaret, Daughter aud Heir 
to John Napier of Kilmahew, dy'd in 1703, and was 
ſucceeded by William his Son, who was one of the 
Privy Council to Queen Anne, and is now Earl of 
Glencairn; and his Lordſhip marrying Henrietta, 
Paughter to Alexander Steuart, Earl of Galloway, by 
her has William Lord Kilmaurs.

Created Earl of the Caſtle of Eglington in the Coun- 
ty of Renfrew, in 1503, the 13th of James IV. 

Of this noble Family, which is of French Extrac- 
tion, was Roger de Montgomery, the Son of Hugh de 
Montgomery, Kt, a+ near Relation ro William Duke of 
Normandy, and was one of thoſe Nobles who, in the 
Year 1066, accompany'd him into England; where 
commanding the Body of his Army, at the memorable 
Battle of Haſtings, when King Harold was flain, for 
that ſignal Service the Duke beſtow'd on him very 
large Gifts, as the Territory and Honour of Arundel, 
with the Earldom of Saliſbury, in which City he 
founded the Abby of Sr. Peter, and there dy d. 

He marry'd Mabel, Daughter to William de Tal- 
vaiſe, and by her had a Son named Philip, who, in 
the Reign of King Henry I. coming to Scotland, got a 
fair Inheritance in the Shire of Renfrew, and from 
him deſcended Sir John Montgomery of Egleiham ; 
who-in 1388, being at the Battle of Otterburn, took 
Priſoner with his own Hand Sir Henry Piercy, Son to 
the Earl of Northumberland ; and for his Ranſom 
oblig'd him to build the Caſtle of Punoon, the chief 
Neſſuage of the Lordſhip of Egleſham.

Seaton, Earl of Winton, and Lord Seaton and 
Tranent. 
Created Earl of Winton in the County of Lothian, 
November 10, 1600, the 31ſt of James VI. 

This eminent Family of Seaton, is one of the nobleſt 
in the Kingdom; there being but few Families of me 
Antiquity, but are either come of them, or are ally 
to them ; and took their Sirname trom their ancient 
Territories and Lands of Seaton in Eaſt Lothian, the 
Firſt whereof was Dowgal de Seaton, who liv'd in the 
Reign of King Malcolm III. Anno 1059, and was ſuc- 
eceded by Secher his Son, who alſo ſucceeded in the 
Lands of Winton and Winſhburgh, and was Father 
of Alexander, whoſe Son Philip marry'd the Lady 
Alice, Daughrer ro Waldeve Earl of Dunbar ; and by 
her had Sir Alexander his Son and Heir. 

Sir Alexander, who ſucceeded, marry'd Margaret 
Daughter ro Walter Barclay, Chancellor ro King 
William the Lion; and their Grandſon, or Great 
Grandſon, was Sir Chriſtopher Searon, Kt. who in 
the Reign of Robert T. bravely ſtood for the Freedom 
of his Country, againſt the Engliſh Uſurpation; and 
was one of thoſe brave Worthies, who in the Battle 
of Merhuen, reſcu'd his Majeſty from the Engliſh and 
Scotch Rebels; whereupon, for that fingular and emi- 
nent Piece of Service, the King gave him in Marriage 
Chriſtian Bruce, his Siſter 3 but at laſt he had the 
Fortune to be taken by the Engliſh, and carry'd to 


London; where, with his Brother John Seaton, nd 
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his Brother-in-Law Nigil Bruce, the King's Brothers 
were all put to Death, by Order of K. Edward 1, 
To rhe ſaid Chriſtopher, and the Lady Chriſtian 
is Wife, ſucceeded Sir Alexander their Son 5; who 
made a great Figure during the Reign of his Uncle 
King Robert, from whom he obtain d ſundry Grants 
of Lands, and a Charter under the Great Seal, for 
erecting his Lands of Seaton into a free Baronys as 
alſo upon account of maternal Deſcent and Merit, had 
his three Creſcents ſurrounded with the double Treſ- 
ſure ; Which, with the Coat of Augmentation given 
to his Father (Ruby, a Sword, ſupporting an Impe- 
rial Crown) has been continu'd to his Family ever 
ince. 

He marry'd Iſabel, Siſter to the Earl of Fife, and 
by her had Alexander his Son and Heir ; which A- 
lexander marrying the Lady Cheyns of rhe Family of 
Straloch, by her had four Sons; and what is very 
remarkable, he being Governor of Berwick upon 
Tweed, King Edward III. of England, in 1332, came 
before it, and ſummon'd him to ſurrender ;, and told 
him in caſe he delay'd, he would hang his two eldeſt 
Sons, whom he had among his Hoſtayes for a Truce 
and at length the young Men, who were William a 
Thomas, being led forth under the Town Wall, to a 
Gallows on purpoſe erected for their Execution, his 
Tenderneſs for his Children began to move him; bur 

is Lady coming up and telling him, they were young 
enough ro have more Children; and that if he ſur- 
render'd, they could never recover their Honour 
he, upon that heroic Expreſſion refus'd, and 
and ſaw his two Sons hang'd, which gave ſuch Proof 
of his Magnanimity, as will for ever enoble his Me- 
mory, and render him dear to all Scotchmen.

The firſt of this Family that took the Name of 
Drummond, was one Maurice, (Son of George, a 
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red England with Edgar Atheline, che Right Heir to 
that Crown, being prevented in the Succ-fſion, firſt 
by Harold, and atterwards by William Duke of Nor- 
mandy, who ſeiz d the Kingdom in 1066, 

Maurice commanding the Ship in which Edgar A- 
theline, his Mother Agatha, and his Siſters Margaret 


and Chriſtian, were embark'd, and they meeting with ' 


a violent Storm at Sea, which forced them to make 
for Scotland, where ey put into the River Forth, 
they landed at a Place which is ſtill call'd St. Marza- 
ret s Hope, or the Queen's Ferry, from Margaret the 
ſaid Edgar's Siſter. 

This Princeſs marry'd Malcolm III. King of Scot- 
land, who rewarded Maurice Drummond wich a con- 
ſide rable Share of Wealth and Honour, and particu- 
larly with a large Eſtate in the Sheriffdom of Dunbar- 
ton, together with the Stewarty of Lennox, which 
Eſtate and Office was enjoy d by his Succeſſors; and 
by the Queen's Recommendation (m acknowledgment 
ot his Scrvices) he marrying one of her Maids of Ho- 
nour, by her had Iſſue Malcolm Drummond, Father 
to Maurice the zd, who had Iſſue John, Father of 
a ſecond Malcolm, whoſe Son Malcolm the zd, called 
Begg, marry*d Ada, Daughter to Maidwin Ear) of 
Lennox, the paternal Anceſtor of all our Britiſh 
Kings of the Steuartine Line; and by her having four 
Sons, John, Maurice, Thomas, and Walter, the lat- 
ter was the King's Secretary, Thomas was Baron of 
Balfron, Maurice marry'd the Daughter of the Stew- 
ard of Strathern, and ſucceeded him in his Poſt and 
Eſtarc, and John the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father, and 
was the th Steward of Lennox.

Created Earl of Wigton in the County of Galloway, 
March the 19th, in 1606, the zyth of James YI. 

The Sirgame of this illuſtrious Family, according 
to the Sentiments of the moſt approved Hiſtorians and 
. Anriquarics, was at firſt aſſumed from a Perſon of 
Diſtinction, who, in the Days of King David I. tranſ- 
planted himſelt from Flanders into this Realm, ard 
took his Simame Flandrenſis, or le Fleming, from the 
Country of his Origin. 

In the Reign of King Malcolm IV. William I. and 
Alexander II. & III. there are ſeveral of this Name 
Found Witneſſes in Evidents to thoſe Kings, as Bald- 
win, Jordan, William, Duncan, and Simon le Fl:- 
ming; and Sir Robert the direct Anceſtor to the Earl 


of whom we are now ſpeaking, being one of thoſe 


-Ereat Patriots whom, in 1209, ſtood up for the Inte- 
reſt of King Robert I. and the Independency of Scot- 
land, and never leaving his rightful Sovereign, *rill he 
had ſet the Crown upon his Head, his Majeſty, in Re- 
<ompence for that ſignal Service, and other Vis great 
Merit, rewarded him with the Baronies of Lenzie 
and Cumbernaid, and ſeveral other Donations; og 
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which, he was ſucceeded by Malcolm his eldeſt Son 3 
and Sir Patrick the 2d Son, marrying the Daughter 
and Coheir of Sir Simon Frazer of Oliver Caftle, with 
whom he had the Barony of Biggar ; his Deſcendents 
thereupon aſſumed the Arms of Frazer into the At- 
chievement of their own Family, and have continu'd 
it ever ſince. 

Malcolm, who ſucceeded, was a Perſon in 
Favour with King Robert I. who, in Memory of his 
Father's Services, and his own Merit, made him a 
Grant of divers Lands in the County of Galloway ; as 
alſo made him Sheriff of that County, and Governor 
of Dunbarton Caſtle 3 in both which Offices he was 
ſucceeded by a Son of his Name; which Son had the 
Tuition of the young King David and his Royal Con- 
ſort committed to his Charge in the aforeſaid Caftle, 
and afterwards waited on his Majeſty into Prance. 

He had likewiſe the Honour, after his Rerurn trom 
France, to ſhelter and protect in thoſe evil Times, 
that illuſtrious and magnanimous Prince, Robert, 
Lord High Steward of Scotland, ( afterwards Kin 
Robert II.) whoſe Blood Baliol thirſted after ; an 
when the King's Affairs took a more favourable Turn, 
he was ſent again into France, to attend his Majeſty 
home; who, after his Arrival, in Reward of his 
1 and Fidelity in his Service, created him Earl 
of Wigton. 6 
In 1346, he attended his Majeſty to the Battle of 
Durham; where, with his Royal Maſter he was taken 
Priſoner ; but being ſoon after releaſed, was one of 
the Commiſſioners, who in 13519 were appointed to 
treat with the Engliſh about the King's Rederaption g 
which being concluded, Thomas his Grandſon was one 
of the Hoſtages for the Ranſom, and afterwards ſuc- 
ceeded to the Earldom of Wigron. 

Thomas, who ſucceeded his Grandfather, and was 
the 2d Earl, had a new Charter of the Earldom from

The ancient and noble Family of Weems, is ſaid to 
be deſcended from the great Macduff, Thane of Fife, 
(who was the chief Inſtrument of ſubduing the Tyrant 
Macbeth) for John, a younger Son of the ſaid Thane, 
being Lord of rhe Barony of Weems, from thence his 
Deſcendants aſſum d their Sirname; and in the Year 
1290, Sir David de Weems, and Sir Michael Scot, 
were ſent ro Norway by the Lords of the Regency ot 
Scotland, to bring over their young Queen Margaret, 
who, to the uniyerſial Regret of the hole Nation, 
dy'd at the Orkncys; and thereupon happen d the fatal 
Competition berwcen Bruce and Baliel, about the 
Right of ſuccecding, which was at length ſettled upon 
the latter, : 

In the Reign of King Robert I. the aforeſaid Sir 
David was one of thoſe great Men of the Kingdom, 
who wrote that notable Lerter to the Pope, aflerting 
the Independ-ncy of their Country; fo rare a Piece 
of An: iquity, tha: it deſerves to be wrote in Charac- 
ters of Gold, and vreſerved o all Poſterity; and he 
obtaining from tha: Prince (by Charter) the Lands of 
Glaſinock, was therein ſuccecded by Sir Michael his 
eldeſt Sen; and Sir John Weems, his 2d Son, was 
Lord of Kincalarum. | 

Sir Nichacl, who was Heir to his Father, obrain'd

Adam, who was Heir to his Father, ſucceeded him 
in the Barony of Skelton, and the other large Poſſeſ- 
ſions thereunro. belonging; but after the 4th Genera- 
tion, the Iſſue Male of that Line failing, the Eftate 
was divided among four Siſters, Coheirs; who were 
marry'd ro Walter de Fauconberg, Marmaduke de 
Thweng, Robert de Roſs, and John de Bellew ; Men 
in that Age, of great Eminency, and from whom 
moſt of the principal Families in the North are de- 
ſcended. | 

Robert, who was younger Brother to the above 
mention'd Adam 9 the Heireſs of Annandale 
in Scotland, and. Cleveiand in England, by her had a 
Son nam'd William, the Father of another Robert, 
who was Ccalld The Noble, and Bernard; from 
which Bernard deſcended the Bruces of Exton in the 
County of Rutland, a Lordſhip derived to them from 
Judith, Niece to William che 9 who was 
poſſeſy'd thereof; and the ſaid judith being marry'd 
to Woldefus Earl of Northumberland, he in her 
Right had the Title of Earl of Huntingden, which

From this Original deſcended the Noble Edward 
Bruce of Kinloſs and Blairhall in the Kingdom of 
Scotland, who had a younger Brother named George 
from whom is deſcended the Earl of Kincardin; an 
the ſaid Edward, who was a Man of ſingular Parts, 
and Embaſſador with the Earl of Mar to Queen Eli- 
zab:th, where he was eminently inſtrumental in the 

eaceful Succeſſion of King James to the Throne of 
Logland after the Death of that Queen, by the Intel- 
ligence he privately held in her Life=:1me, with Sir 
Robert Cecil, her Secretary of Srate, had thereupon, 
in Recompence of his faithful Service, the Office of 
Maſter of the Rolls given him for Life. 

He was alſo by that King made one of the Privy 
Council in both Kingdoms, and created Baron of 
Kinloſs; and dying on the 14th of January, in 1610,

This noble Family was of great Antiquity in the 


County of 'd wit worthy 
County of Lanark, and match'd with mri 
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Families there, before rhey removed to the Shire of 
Nichſdale, where now their principal Seat is; and 
Mr. Niſbet, a famous Herald, gives this Story of the 
Origin of their Sirname, 

In the Reign of King Kenneth II. a Favourite and 
near Kinſman of that King being hung up by the Picts, 
it ſo exceedingly griev'd his Majeſty, that he proffer'd 
a great Reward to any of his Subjects, that would ad- 
venture to reſcue his Corple ; but (adds he) none 
would undertake that hazardous Enterprize. At laſt 
a certain Gentleman came rc the King, and ſaid, Dal- 
ziel, which in the old Scorch Language is, I dare: 
And he effectually performing ir, to the King's Satis= 
faction, his Poſterity took for their Sirname the Word 
Dalziel ; and for their armorial Enſign, that remarka- 
ble Bearing, which has been continu'd to the preſent 
Time, 

In the Year 1365, Sir Robert Dalziel, Kt. who 
faithfully adhered ro King David Bruce, during his 
Captivity in England, obtain'd a Grant of the Barony 
of Selkrig; and Sir John Dalziel his Succeſſor, ha- 
ving a Gitt from King Robert III. of the Revenue be- 
longing to St. Leonard's Hoſpital, within the Borough 
of Lanark, was therein ſucceeded by Sir Walter his 
Son, from whom, after ſeveral Generations, deſcen- 
ded Robert Dalziel of that ilk, who firmly adhered to 
Queen Mary in all her Tronbles, and in 1508, was 
kill'd by the Lord Maxwell. :

Having done with the 
eldeſt Branch, wc return to Guarin de Maule, younger 
Son to Peter Lord of Maule, the dire& Anceſtor of 
this noble Family. 

Which Guarin,came into England with William the 
Conqueror, among the Names of whoſe Follower3, 
Maule is always found, particularly in Holingſhed, and 
got the Lordinip of Hatton de Cliveland, out of which 
Roberr de Maule, his Son, made a Donation to the 
Abbey of Whitby, tempore Henrici primi 3 from 


, whom deſcended Serlo de Maule, who was a Baron of 


England in the Reign of King John, and named a: the 
Coronation of King Henry III.

\ Antiquity of this numerous and far 
ſpreading Family, is a Grant by King Alexander II. to 
Fergus Ss Son of John, of the Lands and Tenements 
ot Forbes in the Shire of Aberdeen, from whence the 
Sirname has been originally aſſum'd. 
The firſt conſpicuous Perſon of this Line, was one 
Alexander Forbes, who in the Year 1303, reſolutel 
defended his Caſtle of Urquhart in 2 again 
Edward I. of England; but at length, having it 
ſtorm' d, he and the whole Garriſon were put to the 
Sword; and by that fatal Stroke his Family would 
have p:riſh'd, had not his Wife preſerv'd it by Alex- 
ander a poſthumous Son; which Alexander, in Com- 

enſation of hat his Father had toſt in the Service of 
his Kings and Coum ry, had a Grant from K. Robert I, 
of divers Lands; but he treading the Steps of his 
gallant Father, and loyally adhering ro King Pavid 
Bruce againſt John Baliol, who call d himſclt King of 
the Realm, was {lain at the Battle of Duplin. VE 
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In the Reign of King Robert II. Sir John Forbes of 
that ilk, the Son of the aforeſaid Alexander, acquiring 
from Thomas Earl of Mar, ſeveral Lands in the Coun- 
ty of Aberdeen, was therein confirmed by the Char- 
ter of that King; and in the 5th of Robert III. was 
conſtituted juſtice- General, and Coroner of that Coun- 
ty. 

He marry'd Elizabeth Kennedy, a Daughter of the 
Family of Dunure, by whom he had three Sons, all 
Knights; and of thoſe, John the youngeſt was Foun- 
der of the Family of Tolquhon, W.iliam the 2d, was 
Anceſtor to the Lord Pitſligo, and Sir Alexander the 
eldeſt, was Heir to his Father. | 

He marry'd Elizabeth, a Daughter of the Family of 

Douglaſs 3 and obtaining a Grant from John Earl of 
Bucan, to himſelf and the ſaid Elizabeth his Wife, 
of the Lands of Milkie, Fintry, Blackton, and Bal- 
Froſs, was therein ſucceeded by James their Son, whoſe 
Siſter Annabella, was marry'd to Sir Patrick Gray ot 
Foulis, Anceſtor to the Lord Gray. 
James who ſucceeded, was 2 by K. James II. 
ir whoſe Reign he was alſo called Lord Forbes; and 
by Edigia his Wife, Daughter to William Keith, Ear! 
of Mariſhal, had two Sons, Patrick, from whom deſ- 
cended the Earl of Granard in Ireland, and William

THE moſt noble and richt honourable Alexan- 
der Fraſer, Lord Fraſer of Salton, and Baron 
of Abernethy. . 
Created Baron in the Reign of King James II. 
About the Year of our Lord 807, in the Reign of 
Achaius King of Scotland, Pierre Fraſer, Seigneur de 
Troile, came in an Embaſſy from Charlemain King of 
France, into Scotland, and marry'd Euphemia, only 
Daughter of Raham, King Achaius's great Favourite, 
and their Children, the Fraſers were ſettled in the 
County of Tweedale. 
In the Reign of King Malcolm III. call'd Malcolm 
Canmore, Alexander Fraſer was Donator to the Ab- 
bacy of Kelſo ; as was alſo Simon Fraſer, in the * 
7 King Malcolm IV. call'd the Maiden, about the 

car 1157. 

Bur ſince the Year 1214, in the Reign of King Alex- 
ander II. there is a diftin& Account of the Fraſer Fa- 
mily, from Father to Son, and their ſeveral Marriages, 
that is, of the Predeceſſors of the Lord Saltoun, whos 
when Lairds of Philorth, were ſerved Heirs to the 
Thanes of Cowie, their Anceſtors : For about this 
Time, John Fraſer, who was call'd Sheriff of Twec- 
dale, and Laird of Oliver Caſtle therein, had a Son 
Alexander, who was call'd Thane of Cowie z who in 
the Year 1247, did marry Dame Elizabeth Cuming, 
Daughter of Sir Walter Cuming, from whom he got 
Lands in the North, viz. in Mearns and Aberdren- 

ire, 

This Gentleraan had three heroic Sons of that Mar- 
riage, viz. The moſt famous Sir Simon, William, and 
Gilbert, amongſt whom he divided his Lands, whic 
Taiſcd other Families, ro the Hurt and Prejudice. of 

js own. 

The eldeſt of theſe three Sons, the valiant Sir Simon 
Fraſer, was born Anno 1256, in the Reign of King 
Alexander III. and was taken and carry'd Priſoner in- 
to England by King Edward I. and in the Year 1297, 
he was ſer ar Liberty, and returning into Scotland, 
Join'd Sir William Wallace. In the Year 1302, he 
commanded the Scots Army with his Couſin Sir John 
Cuming, and routed the Englith at Roſlin, where he 
Ain d a notable Victory. This Sir john 8 
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Peace with King Edward aſterwards; which Sir Si- 
mon 8 to do, was, with Sir Thomas Boys, 
bauiſh'd for three Years, not only Britain and Ireland, 
bur alſo France, till the Time of King Robert Bruce, 
that he came home: And at the Battle of Methven, 
tho? he thrice ſaved that King's Life, yet he could not 
ſave himiclf ; but being taken Pritoner, was carry'd 
to London, and there put to death, leaving only two 
Daughters, Infants ; who, about the Year 1340, were 
marry*d, the one to Sir Gilbert Hay, and the other to 
Sir Malcolm Fleming, whereby were founded the two 
Families of Tweedalc and Wigton, who ſtill carry the 
Arms of Fraſer, ; 

The other Son William Fraſer never marry'd, being 
Archbiſhop of St. Andrews; and in K. Alexander IIIs 
Reign, Chancellor of Scotland, and upon his D:ath, 
Anno 1285, Governor of Scotland. 

The third Son Gilbert, by thoſe Means, had no 
more Eſtate than the Lands he had in Scirlinglhire, 
where he was Sheriff, and ſome Lands in the Country 
of Mearns, and had two Sons, John and Andrew; 
which John had no Male Iſſue, but left his Daughter, 
who was marry d to Sir Robert Keith, Predeceſſor 
to the Earls of Marithal; from which Marriage came 
only a Daughter, who was marry'd to Huntly's Prede- 
ceflor, and got thereby the Mother's Eftate z whence 
it comes, that the Luke of Gordon's Family carries 
ſtill the Arms of Fraſer. This John Fraſer was alſo 
called John of Tweedale, taking that Title in Memory 
of his Predeceſſors. ; 

The afore mention'd Andrew, having marry*d Dame 
Elconora Douglaſs, Daughter ro Sir Hugh Douglaſs, 
by Marjory his Wife, Daughter to William Aberne- 
thy, Lord Saltoun, had Iſſue by her Alexander Pra- 
ſer, Thane of Cowie, who was made Lord Chamber- 
lain of Scotland during Life. * 

Anno 1315, this Al:xander Fraſer was a brave Man 
he was, when young, with his Uncle Sir Simon Fra- 
ſer at the Battle of Methven; and ſtill adhering to 
the Intereſt of King Rubert Bruce, was honour'd for 
his great Services with the Marriage of Lady Mary 
Bruce, the King's Siſter, and then Widow of Sir Neil 
Campdel of Lochow, Predeceſſor to the Duke of Ar- 
Zyle, and had two Sons by her, viz. Alexander his 

Succeſſor, 
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Succeſſor, and Androw of Toueh, whoſe Son marry\d 
-xhe Daughter and Heireſs of Sir John Biſſe:, and get- 
Ting their Eſtate, laid the Foundation of the noble 
Family of Lovat. a 

In the Lear der this Lord Chamberlain's Son and 
Heir, Sir Alexander Fraſer, Thane of Cowie, bchav'd 
himlelf with great Glory at the Siege of Perth, but 
had great Share in the Trouble of King David, and 
-thole Troubles about the Baliols : For which Servi- 
ces, he got Charcersgranted him pon his Lands“ of 
Cowie, Doores, and others, There are yer alſo ex- 
rant his Letters, complaining, That the Lords of A- 
bernethy of Sal:oun, had done ſo much in the Intereſt 
of King Edward I. of England: And in the Year 
3343, he marry'd Lame Elizabeth Hamilton, Daugh- 
ter to the Laird of Cadzow, Predeceſlor to the Duke 
of Hamilton, and had by that Lady two Sons, Alex- 
ander and Andrew; the firſt was Succeſſor, and the 
other Father o him who was the firſt Laird of Doores. 
But it is not certain that Doctor Fraſer, Father of 
Sir Peter Fraſer, was deſcended of the ancient Lairds 
of Doores ; however, he did. indeed purchaſe theſe 
Lands, and thereby claims ro it. This Thane of 
Cowie was kin d ar the Battle of Halidon-hill. 

In the Year 1373, Sir Alexander Fraſer, Thane of 
"Cowie, (whe was commonly call'd the 4th Sir Alex- 
ander, b:cauſe le was in the 4th Generation from the 
brave Sir Simon, the Son ot him who marry'd the 
Cuming's Daughter, and was ſo famous-for his heroic 
Actions) ſucceeded to the Thane of Cowie, that was 
Son to the Lord Chainberlain. He was a faithful Ser- 
vant to King Robert II. and obtain'd valuable Char- 
ters from him, which clcarly ſnew the lawful Birth 
ef King Robert III. whoſe Baſtard Brother, named 
John, is alſo inſerted with him as a Witneſs, He 
marry'd Jean Roſs, one of the Coheire ſſes of William 
Earl of Roſs, and got with her the Lands of Philorth, 
Faithly, Pit ſligo, Aberdour, and others. Walter . 
fly, Rothes Predeceſſor, having marry'd her Si 
and got the other Lands of that Eſtate. 

This Thane taking into his Coat armorial, the 
White Lion, (as Arms of the ſaid Earl of Rols his 
Father-in-law, which the Lord Saltoun {till carries 
thereby). He had Iſſue his Son and Succeſſor, Sir 
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William Fraſer, who was marry'd to Lady Mary Dou- 
ſs, Daughter of Archibald Ear} of Douglaſs, and 
iſter to Marjory, who marry'd David Prince of Scot-- 
land, who was ſtarved to Death at Faulkland. This 
Sir William had two Sons and a Daughter, viz. Sir 
Alexander his Son and Heir, and John, to whom he 
gave the Lands of Meamzie, and Mary, who was 
marry*d to Sir William Forbes, ſecond Son to Sir Joh 
Forbes of Pruminor, to whom he gave the Lands of 
Pitſligo, which laid the Foundation of that noble Fa- 
mily, who carry ſtill the Arms of Fraſer.

and Heir, the above mention'd Sir Alexander Fraſer, 
Laird of Philorth, who was ſerved Heir at Kincardine 
to his Grandfather, Sir Alexander Fraſer, Thare.of 
Cowie, and firſt Laird of Philorth; and the Service 
and Retour of Date September 13th, 1461, is ſtill ex- 
tant; where, among many others, the Fraſers Lairds 
of Lovat, and Laird of Doores, are two Perſons upon 
the Inqueſt, which ſwears and declares Fraſer of Phi- 
—— to be Heir of his Grandfather, the Thane of 

LOWIC, 

The next Laird of Philorth, was Sir Alexander Fra- 
{er his Son, who marry d Dame Mar;ory, Daughter to 
Sir Gilbert Menzies, Predeceſſor to the Lairds .of 
Pitfoddels; whoſe Son Sir Alexander Fraſer of Phi- 
torth, marry'd Lady Margaret Hay, Daughter of Wil- 
liam Earl of Errol. 

The aforeſaid Sir Alexander Fraſer of Philorth, be- 
ung flain with King James III. at the Battle of Ban- 
nockburn, Anno 1489, was ſucceeded by his Son Sir 
William Fraſer of Philorth,, who was marry'd ro 
Dame Elizabeth Keith, Daughter to Sir Robert Keith 
| Inveruiggic, who was called Fat William of Phi- 


rth. 

To this Gentleman, ſucceeded another brave Gen- 
tleman, his Son Sir Alexander Fraſer, who marry'd 
Dame Catharine Barclay, Daughter to the Laird of 
Hartly, and was ſent Ambaſſador into France by King 
James V. and about the Year 1540, he dy d chere, in 


abat Chazacer, and lies bur; d in bis Tomb, in the 
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Cathed:1al Church of Orleans, whereupon his Name 
and Arms are yet to be (cen there. 

To the Embaſſador, ſuccceded his Son and Heir Sir 
Alexander Fraſcr of Philorth, commonly call'd Glied 


Sandy, who marry'd Lady Betty Keith, Daughter to 


the Earl of Mariſhal, and did build the lo Work of 


the Houſe of Cairnbuilg. He had an eminent Gen- 


tleman to his Son and Heir, viz. Sir Alexander Fra- 
ſer of Philorth and Fraſerſburg, who went twice 
Embaſſador from King James VI. to the King of Den- 
mark, and convoy d him upon his Succeilion to the 
Crown of England into that Kingdom; and coming 
Home, obtain d from that King a Charter of Rega- 
lity, and of Freedom to erect and build a College at 
kis Town of Fraſcriburgh : Which Town, Harbour, 
and Caſtle, he had built there, all on his own Char- 
ges. He was twice marry'd, frſt to Dame Magdalen 
Irer Ogilvie of Dunlugals 
Predeceſſor to the Lords of Bamff; and to his ſecon 
Wite, he marry'd Dame Helen Gordon, Daughter to 
the Laird of Lochinvar, Predeceſſor to the Viſcounts 
of Kenmure, and had a numerous Iſſue by both Mar- 
riages. . 1 
Alexander Fraſer of Philorth, eldeſt Son and Heir 
to the aforeſaid Sir Alexander Fraſcr of Philorth and 
Fraſer{burgh, ſucceeded his Father, and was marry'd 
to Mrs. Margaret Abernethy, Daughter ro John Lord 
Salroun, who provided the Heireſs of that noble and 
ancient Family: For their Son Sir Alexander Fraſer 
of Philorth, in Rizhr of this Lady his Mother, was 
ferved Heir to his Grandfarher the Lord Saltoun, and 
became Lord Saltoun, and had accordingly the Ho- 


nmours and Dignity of Lord Fraſer of Saſtoun, and 


Lord Baron of Abernethy, granted him by K. Charles; 
and upon his Majeſty's Letter, ratify'd and approv'd 
8 Parliament to him and his Heirs whatſomever. 
This Alexander Lord Salroun was a brave Man, and 
did great Services alſo for King Charles I. and II. car- 
Ty d a Regiment to Worceſter on his own Charges; 
where, after the Royal Party was defeated, he was 
obliged to travel home on Foot. He alſo was an emi- 
nent Speaker in the Parliaments and Aſſemblies of the 
Church, and had che Honour of ſome Share in bring- 


ing about the King's happy Reſtoration, and lived = 
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the Age of ninety Years ; having had two Wives, firſt 
Mrs. Forbes, Daughter to William Forbes of Tolqu- 
houn, by whom he had no Male Iſſue; and then to 
Mrs. Elizabeth Seton, Daughter to Seton Laird of Mel- 
drum, by whom he had his Son Alexander Fraſer of 
Abernethy, Maſter of Saltoun. 

This Alexander Maſter of Salroun, died before his 
Father, Anno 1683. He was a generous Gentleman, 
of a noble Spirit, and was frequently a Member of 
the Privy Council in Scotland, He marry'd three 
Wives, frſt Lady Anne Ker, eldeſt Daughter to Wil- 
liam Earl of Lothian, by whom he had Iſſue, William 
late Lord Saltoun; ſecondly, Lady Mary Cunningham 
Daughter of the Earl of Glencairn, and Counteſs 
Dowager of Finlater ; and laſtly, Lady Sophia Erſkine, 
Daughter to Alexander Earl of Kelly. 

This William Lord Saltoun, marry'd Mrs, Margaret 
Sharp, Daughter to Dr. Sharp, Archbiſhop of St. An- 
drews, and had Iflue the preſent Alexander Lord Sal- 
toun, and ſeveral other Children. The ſaid William 
Lord Saltoun dyd March 1715, having labour'd long 
under great Sickneſs 3 in the End whereof, his Lady 
and younger Children obtaln'd, over and above their 
Proviſions, ſeveral great Gifts and Legacies from him, 
to the Detriment, and almoſt Ruin of that noble Fa- 
mily. This preſent Lord, Alexander Lord Saltoun, 
who is the 17th in this Family of that Name, is mar- 
ry'd to Lady Mary Gordon, Daughter to George Earl 
ot Aberdeen, ſomerime Chancellor of Scotland; and 
hath Iſſue three Sons, and two Daughters, viz. Alex= 
ander Maſter of Saltoun, and Mr. William, and Mr. 
George Fraſers, and Mrs. Suſan, and Mrs. Anne. 

Note. In 1724, the honourable William Fraſer, 
Brother to the preſeiit Lord Saltoun, was marry d ta 
the Lady — Erikine, eldeſt Daughter ro David Earl 
of Buchan, and was à Gentleman of rare and uncom- 
mon Parts; but dy d on the 29th of March 1727.

Created Baron by James II. 

Ot this ancient and flouriſhing Family, which took 
their Sirname from the Caſtle of Gray in Picardy, was 
Anchital de Gray, who coming into England with 
William the Conqueror, had divers Lands in the 
County of Oxford, and elſewhere 3 and from him 
ſprang many great and illuſtrious Families in England, 
as the Dukes of Kent and Suffolk, the Earls of Stam- 
ford, and the Barons Gray of Werk and Chillingham, 
from which laſt is deſcended the worthy Perſon of 
whom we are ſpeaking. 

Sir Andrew Gray of Chillingham in the County of 
Northumberland, for his good an faithful Services 
to King Robert Bruce, obrain'd from that King the 
Barony of Long-Forgan in the County of Perth, with 
many others in the Shire of Forfar, and had allo a 
Grant of the Lands of Browficld and Broxmouth; 
and John his Son was one of the Hoſtages for the Rau- 

{om of King David II. when a Priſoner in England. 

To him ſucceeded Sir Patrick his Brother, whoſe 
Wile was named Margaret, (but of what Family is 
not faid) and by her he had Andrew his Son and 
NUeir; which Andrew, in his old Age, had the Ho- 
nour to be one of the Hoſtages for the Ranſom of 
King James I, whom, in 1424, he attended out of 
England, and was knighted, and had ſeveral Lands 
given him in Angus, or Shire of Forfar, 

He marry'd lane, Daughter and Heir to Roger Mor- 
timer, Lord of Fowlis, with whom he had that Ba- 
roh; and Sir Andrew their Son, was ons of thuſe 

great 
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great Perſons, who in the Reign of King James II. 
were ſix'd hereditary Lords. 

He alſo obtain d a Licence from that King to build 
the ſtrong and beautiful Caſtle of Huntly in the Carſe 
of Gowry, now calld Caſtle Lion, which his Family 
enjoy'd for many Ages; and ae Elizabeth his Wife, 
who was Daughter to Sir John Weems, Lord of 
Rires, had Andrew his Hcir, and two Daughters. 

Andrew, who ſucceeded, marrving Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Walter Buchanan, by her had a Son nam d 
Fatrick, who was knighted, and was one of the Gen- 
tlemen of the Bedchamber to his 1 ; but he dy- 
ing before his Father, left Iſſue by Annabe ha his 
Wife, Paughter to Alexander Lord Forbes, Andrew 
Heir to his Grandfather, and three Daughters; which 
Andrew was one of the Privy Council to K. James IV. 
and Juſtice General of all Scotland. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife, Agnes, Daughter 20 
E Lord Keith, Son ro William Earl of Mariſhal, 

y whom he had Patrick his Heir; and by his 2d, who 
was Elizaberh, Daughter to John Earl of Athole, and 
Ni:ce to the Kinz, he had Patrick Gray of Burrergaſk, 
Andrew Grey of Mureton, and ſeveral Daughters. 

Par rick by the firſt Wife, dying without Iſlue Male, 
his Eſtare and Honour devolv'd upon Partick Gray of 
Buttergaſk, his Nephew, whoſe Morher WAS Gilles, 
Daughter to Sir Laurence Mercer of Aldic ; and the 
ſaid Patrick accompanying King James V. to the Bar- 
tie of Solway, was there taken Priſoner, and paid 300 
Pounds for his Ranſom. 

He marry'd Marion, Daughter to James Lord Ogil- 
vy, and by her had Patrick his Heir, and ſeven Daugh- 
ters; which Patrick, marrying Barbara, Daughter to 
Patrick Lord Ruthven, by her was Father of another 
Latrick, who was Gentleman of the B:dchamber, Na- 
ſter of the Wardrobe, and one of the Privy Council 
to- King James VI. and he marrying Mary, Paughter 
to Robert Earl- of Orkney, by her had Andrew his 
Succeſſor, and three Daughters. 

Andrew the next Heir, was Lieutenant to the Gens 
d' Arms in France, under james Duke of York rheir 
Captain; and his Lordſhip, who had been fin'd 1300 l. 
for his Loyalty to King Charles I. marrying Ante. 
Countels of Buchan, and Siſter to lames Ogilvy Earl 
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of Finlater, by her had an only — 2 of her 
Name; which Daughter, being marry'd to William 
the Son of Sir William Gray of Pittendrum, Bart. 
deſcended from Andrew Gray of Mureton before men- 
tion'd, he in her Right became Lord Gray. | 
This Lord, who dy'd in 1660, left Iſſue by the ſaid 
Lady Anne his Wite, three Sons, Patrick, William, 
and Charles; whereot, the eldeſt ſucceeding, he mar- 
ry'd Barbary, Daughter to Andrew Lord Balvaird, 
and by her had Marjory his Daughter and Heir; 
which Daughter marrying John Gray of Crichic, 
Grandſon by his Father to Sir William Gray of Pit- 
tendrum, the ſaid John, in 1711, ſucceeded to the Ho- 
nour of Lord Gray, and had three Sons, and three 
Daughters; of which, John the eldeſt is the preſent 
Lord, and by Helen his Wife, who was Daughter to 
Alexander Steuart, Lord Blantyre, has a Son of his

Of rhis ancient Family, which took their Sirname 
from their Lands in the County of Renfrew, was Ray- 
naldus de Kethcart, who in 1178, was Witneſs to a 
Charter of Allan the Son of Walter Dapifer, and Wil- 
liam de Cathcart, was one of thoſe Barons that ſwore 
Allegiance to Edward I. of England. 

To William ſucceeded Sir Allan his Son, a faithful 
Adherer to the Intereſt of King Robert I. and he mar- 
ry ing the Siſter and Cohgir to Sir Duncan Wallace of 

Sund rum 
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Sundrum in the County of Air, with her had that 
Barony ; and Sir Allan their Great-Grandfon, by 
King James II. was dignify'd with the Title of Lord. 

He was likewiſe in great Favour with K. James III. 
who, in 1481, appointed him Warden of the Weſt 
Marches towards England; and afterwards, for his 
ſpecial Services, rewarded him with a Grant of the 
Barony of Dundonald, and the Lands of Tarbath in 
Kos Kyle, and then made him Maſter of the Arti- 

TY. 

He marry'd a Daughter of the Family of Maxwell, 
and by her had four Sons; of which, Allan the eldeſt 
dying before him, left Iſſue a Son named John, who 
ſucceeded his Grandfather ; and he marrying Marga- 
ret, Daughter to John Kennedy of Blairquhan, by her 
had Allan his Son and Heir, who, in 1513, was flain 
at the Battle of Flodden. 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Patrick Max- 
well of Newark, and by her had Allan, who ſucceed- 
ed his Grandfather ; bur he loſing his Life on the 1oth 
of September 1547, at the Battle of Pinkey, left Iſſue 
by Helen his Wife, Daughter to William Lord Sem- 

le, Allan the next Baron, a hearty Promoter of the 

eformation from Popery. 

He was alſo among the firſt of the Peers, who 
arm'd in Defence of King James VI. (whilft ia his 
Cradle) againſt che Earl of Bothwell, who had mar- 

d the Qicen his Mother; and in Recompence 
thereof, when his Majeſty came ro the Crown, he 
made him Maſter of his Houſhold,y with ſeveral bene=- 
ficial Grants. 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to John Wallace of 
Craigy, by Margaret his Wife, Counteſs of Caſſils ; 
and by her had a Son nam'd Allan ; which Son dying 
before him, leſt Iſſue by Iſabel his Wife, Daughter to 
Thomas Kennedy of Bargany, Allan who ſucceeded 
his Grandfather ; and he marrying two Wives, firſt 
Margaret, Daughter to Francis Earl of Bothwell, and 
2dly, Jane, Daughter to Alexander Colquhon of Luſs, 
left Allan his Son an Infant. ; 

Alan who ſucceeded his Father, marry'd Marion, 
Daughter to David Boſwall of Achinleck, and dying 
in 1909, in the 8 iſt Year of his Age, by her left Alan 
the preſent Lord, whoſe 18 was Elizabeth, Daush- 
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ter to James Dalrymple, Viſcount of Stair, and by 
her he had three Sons, and a Daughter named Marga- 
ret; which Daughter, was marry'd to Sir Adam 
Whiteford of Blairquhan, Bart. and of the Sons, who 
were Allan, Charles, and James, the 2d is a Colonel 
in the Army, and in 1724, was one of the Gentlemen 
of the Bedchamber to his Royal Highneſs the Prince 
of Wales, now King George II.

Somerville, Lord Somerville. 

Created Baron by James II. 

The firſt of this Name that we read of in Scotland, 
was William de Somerville, a common Wi:neſs to the 
Grants of King Vavid I. to religious Houſes, and was 
Son of Sir Gualtier d2 Somerville, Lord of Which- 
nour in the County of S afford, who came into Eng- 
land with William the Conqueror. 

In the Time of King William the Lion, (1169) the 
Somervilles were poſſeſs'd of a fair Eſtate in the Coun- 
ty of Lanark, and elſewhere ; and at the Marriage of 
Alexander II. who began his Reign in the Year 1214, 
Willtam de Somerville was one of the Nobles appoint- 
ed by tha: King to exerciſe in a Tournament at the 
Caſtls of Roxburgh. 
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In 1306, Sir John Somerville, Kt. marrying a Daugh- 
ter of the Family of Douglaſs of Loudon-hill, with 
her had the Lands of Carnwath, and therein was ſuc 
ceeded by Walter their Son, whoſe Wife was Giles, 
Daughter to Sir John Herrings of Edmonſton, and 
with her had the Barony of Gilmarton, in which 
were the Lands of Drum. 

To the ſaid Sir Walter and Giles his Wife, ſucceed- 
ed John their Son, who marry'd Margaret, Daughter 
to Sir John Edmonſton ot that ilk, wich whom he had 
the Lands of Cambus-nethan, and Sir Thomas their 
Son was one of the Hoſtages for rhe Ranſom of King 
— * when he was reliev'd from his Captivity in 

ngland. 

Sir Thomas who was the next Heir, marrying Mary 
Sinclair, Siſter to the Earl of Orkney, he by her had a 
Son named William; which Son, by King James II. 
was Created a Baron 3 and rhe fixth from him in a 
lineal Deſcent was Hugh Lord Somerville z which 
Hugh marrying Helen, Daughter to George Lord Sea- 
ton, by her had Gilbert his Heir, and Hugh Somer- 
ville of Drum. 

Gilbert, who was the eighth Lord, having by his 
Exceſs of living, very much waſted his Eſtate, as ha- 
ving no Iſſue Male, and the Honour, after his Deceaſe, 


devolving upon Hugh his Brother, (then Page of the. 


Bedchamber ro King James VI.) who had nothing to 
ſupport the Dignity, the Title from thence lay dor- 
mant for the Space of 104 Ycars, which was from 
1618, *till 1722; but then, at the Election of the 16 
Peers, James Somerville of Drum, the 25th in a lineal 
Male Deſcent from the ſaid Sir Gaultier, who came 
into England with William the Conqueror, putting an 
his Claim, and voting, he is now upon the Parliament 
Rolls as Lord Somerville. -

Created Baron by James II. 

The firſt of this Name and Family, was one William 
Je Ille, who in the Reign of King Malcolm IV. 1164, 
was a Witneſs to the Foundation Charter of the Mona- 
ftry of Paiiicy, by Walter Dapifer, High Steward of 
Scotland. 8 

In the Reign of King Alexander II. 1214, the Fa- 
mily was poſſeſs d of the Barony of Duchal in the 
Shire of Renfrew; and at the Time of the Compe- 
tition between Robert Bruce and John Baliol, for the 
Crown, Sir Allen le Ille, or Lyle, being on Baliol's 
Side, he was afterwards, by Edward the Son of that 
John, made Sheriff of the Ille of Bute, and Lord High 
Chamberlain of Scotland, 

In the Time of King David II. Sir John Lyle of 
Duchal, who was that King's Favourite, obtaining a 
Charter of the Barony of Buchquhan in the County of 
Stirling, was therein ſucceeded by John his Son, whoſe 
Wife being Daughter and Coheir to the old Earls of 
Mar, he from thenc2 quarter'd the Arms of that Earl- 
dom, which are continu'd by his Succeſſors to the pre- 
ſent Time; and Robert his Son ſucceeded him. 

Robert, who was the next Heir, was one of the Ho- 
ſtages for the Ranſon of King James I. when he was 
reliev'd from his Captivity in England, and by King 
James II. was created a Baron; and he marrying Mar- 

aret, a Daughter of the Family of Wallace, by her 
had Robert his Son and Heir, a 

Robert the 2d Lord, who was one of the Privy- 
Council to King James III. and IV. and by the laſt was 
made juſtice-General on the South of rhe River on:

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having a Son of his Name, who ſucceeded him: He 
marry'd Marion, a Daughter of the Family of Lindſay, 
and by her had John his Heir, and a Daughter named 
Aw 3 which Daughter was marry'd to = Maſter 
of Cathcart. 

John, who was the Next Lord, marrying Elizabeth,

He marry'd Elizabeth, a Daughter of the Family of 
Cunningham of Aiker, and by her had two Sons, Neil 
his Heir, and John Montgomery of Cocklibee; and 
the ſaid Neil, who ſucceeded,marrying Marion, Daugh- 
ter to Sir William Mure of Rowallan, by her had Neil 
his Heir, and four Daughters. 

Neil who ſucceeded his Father, marrying Margaret, 
2 Daughter of the Family of Lockhart of Bar, by 
her had a Son named John; but he dying without 
Iſſue, his Eſtate came to Sir David Montgomery, his 
Couſin and Heir Male, who was eldeſt Son to John 
Montgomery of Cocklibee before mention'd.

ther William, who was created Farl of Caithneſs, 

William by the firſt Wife, being a prot Man, 
was call'd William the Waſter, and thereby the Coun- 
tries of Orkney and Shetland, which were ob:ai'd by 
his Anceſtor, by marrying an Heireſs of the Sirname 
of Speire, (to whoſe Father King Alexander gave the 


Iſland of Orkney, aud ſo came into this Family, of 
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whom one carry'd the Title of Prince of Orkney? 
Duke of Oldenburgh, &c. and was ally'd to the Roya 
Family of Denmark) were loſt, and the Title of Earl» 
with the greareſt Part of his other Inheritance, was 
given by his Father to a younger Brother. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter ro George Leſly, 
Earl of Rothes, and by her had Henry Sinclair of 
Dyſart, who by King James IV. was created a Baron ; 
and he marrying Margaret, Daughter to Patrick Earl 
of Bothwell, by her had William his Heir, and two 
Daughters, and, on the gth of September 1513, was 
ſlain at the Battle of Flodden. 

William, who ſucceeded, marry*d Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to William Keith, Earl of Mariſhal, and by her 
had a Son nam'd Henry, whoſe Wife was Janet, Daugh- 
ter to the Lord Lindſay, and by her he had James 
his Heir apparent; which Howe dying before him, 
left Iſſue by Ilabel his Wi e, Daughter ro Andrew 
Earl of Rothes, another James, who ſucceeded his 
Grandfather ; but he dying without Iſſue, the Honour 
devoly'd upon Patrick his Brother. 

Patrick the next Lord, marry'd Margaret, Daugh- 
ter to Sir John Cockburn of Ormiſton, and by her had 
John his Son and Heir, whoſe Wife was Mary, Daugh- 
ter to John Earl of Weems, and by her he had Ca- 
tharine his only Daughter, which Lady Catharine be-

Created Baron in 1489, the firſt of James IV. 

The principal Family of this Name, was Semple of 
Elliotſton in the Shire of Renfrew, where they had 
reat Poſſeſſions, and Offices, as Seneſchals, and Bai- 
ifts, under the illuſtrious Family of Steuarts, Proprie- 
rors of that Country, before they came to the Crown, 
and upon that Account carry the Chevron checque, it 
being the Figure of thoſe Steuarts, then their Patrons 
and over-Lords. 

In the Time of James High Steward of Scotland, 
who was Grandfather to King Robert II. Robert Sem 
= of Elliotſton, was Sheriff of the Barony ot Ren- 

rew, and to him ſucceeded William his Son, who was 
Father of Sir Thomas Semple, a Perion in great Fa- 
vour with the ſaid King, as appears by his frequent 
whknelling that King's Donations, whilſt Earl of Stra- 
thern. 

To him ſucceeded John his Son; which John ob- 
tain'd from John Earl of Carrick, the Lands and Ba- 
rony of Glasford, in which he was ſucceeded by John 
his Heir ; who being a Man of Parts, was particularly 
employ'd in rranſa&ing the Redemption of K. James I. 
— 1 his Son ſucceeding him, was knighted by 

ames II. 

He had alſo a Grant from that Prince, of the Lands 
of Suthunnen, in which, and his ancient Patrimony of 
Elliotton, he was ſucceeded by William his Heir, who 
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was alſo a Knight, and by James III. was made Sheriff 
of Renfrew. | | 

Io him ſucceeded Sir Thomas his Son, who, in the 
Service of his King and Country, on the 24th of June 

3314, loſt his Life at the Battle of — — ; and 
Sir Robert his Son, being a Perſon of excellent Parts, 
and much in Favour with King James IV, was by him 
created Lord — s but afterwards, attending his 
Majcſty to the Battle of Flodden, he there, with his 
Royal Maſter, on the gth of September 1513, loſt his 
Lite, and his Body was bury'd in the Collegiate Church 
of Semple, which he had founded. 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Sir Robert Col- 
vil, Lord. of Ogiltree, and by her had two Sons, Wil- 
liam his Heir, and Gabricl ; which William, being a 
Nobleman of very good Parts, and great Wiſdom 
was by James V. made one of his Privy Council; and 
he marrying Margaret, Daughter ro Hugh Earl of Eg- 
lington, by her had Robert his Heir, and two Daugh- 
ters. 

Robert who ſucceeded, was a Man of great Courage 
and Magnanimity, and on the 1oth of September 1547, 
emintnrtly ſignaliz'd his Valour at the Eattie of Pinkey, 
where he had the Misfortune to be taken Priſoner, and 
ſent to England, and there remain'd ' till the Peace was 
concluded between the two Realms. 

- He marry'd to his firſt Wife Iſabel, a Daughter of 

che Family of Hamilton, by whom he had Robert his 
Heir apparent; and by his ſecond, who was Elizabeth. 
Carlyle, an Engliſh Lady, he had a Daughter named 
Jane, who was marry'd to James Lord Roſs. 

Robert, who was Heir apparent, dying in his Fa- 
ther's Life-rime, leſt Iſſue by Barbara his Wife, Daugt= 
ter to Archibald Preſton of Valleykeld, Robert, win 
ſucceeded his Grandfather, and by James VI. was 
ſeit Embaſſador into Spain. 

He marry'd Agnes, Daughter to Hugh Montgomery, 
Earl of Eglington, and by her had Hugh his Heir, 
and four Daughters; which Hugh marrying Elizabeth, 
Paughter ro James Hay, Earl of Errol, by her had 
four Sons, and two Daughters. 

Of the ſaid four Sons, which were Francis, Robert, 
Archibald, and James, the cldeſt ſucceeding, and dy- 
ing without Iſſue, che 2d became Heir; and he mas- 
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rying Anne, Daughter to james Douglaſs, Lord Mor- 
dington, Brother to William Marqueſs of Douglaſs, 
by her had a Son named Francis, aud ſeveral Daugh-

Francis, who ſucceeded his Father, being by the 
Care of his noble Relations educated in the Proteſtant 
„Religion, took his Place in Parliament, where his 
Anceſtors (who were all Roman Catholicks) had never 
ſat from the Time of the Reformation, which was 
above an hundred Years ; but he dying in 1684, with- 
out Iſſue, his Eſtate and _ came to the Lady 
Anne, his eldeſt Siſter ; which Lady wy + marry'd to 
Francis Abercrombie of Fertcrncir, ſhe by him had 
Francis Lord Semple; and the faid Francis her Huſ- 
band, by King James. VII. was honour'd for his own 
Life, with the Title of Lord Glastord, in Regard that 
the Honour of Semple was to deſcend to his Lady's 
Heirs ; and the ſaid Francis Lord Semple, her Son, 
dying on the 179th of February 1726-7, the Honour 
devolves on her next Heirs.

the Son of Sir Adam More, for the Lands of Arthberg 
in the County of Stirling; and thoſe Lands, which 
by him were alſo call'd Elphingſton, became the Re- 
ſidence of his Family for near 300 Years. 

Another of this ancient Race, was Sir William El- 
phingſton of that ilk, whoſe Son Sir Alexander, in 
1436, was ſlain at the Battle of Piperdain, where the 
Scots, by his Valour, obtain' d a glorious Victory over 
the Engliſh 3 and he leaving an only Daughter named 
Agnes, who was marry'd to Gilbert the Son ot Sir 
Adam Johnſton of that ilk, he in her Right became 
poſſeſs d of the Lands of Elphingſton in Lothian ; but 
rhe reſt of the Eftate in the Shire of Stirling, by a 
ſolemn Arbitration, in 1471, came to Sir Henry El- 
phingſton, who was Brother to the ſaid Alexander, 
and from him the Family has been remarkably conti- 
nu'd in a dire& Male Line, down to the preſent Time. 

To the {aid Henry ſucceeded Sir Alexander his Son, 
who by King James IV. was created a Baron, and 
made one of the Privy Council; and he marrying Eli- 
zabeth Barlow, an Engliſh Woman, then Maid of 
Honour to Queen Margaret, the Wife of that King, 
with her had the Barony of Kildrummy in the County 
ot Mar, and on the gth of September 1513, was flain 
at the Battle of Flodden. 5 

This noble Lord, by the ſaid Elizabeth his Wife, 
left Alexander his Heir, and two Daußhters; which 
Alexander marrying Catharine, Daughter to John 
Lord Erſkine, by her had five Sons, Robert, John, 
James, Michael, and William; and of thoſe, the 3d 
was Cupbearer to King James VI. the 4th was Maſter 
of his Houſhold, and the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter ro Sir John Drum- 
mond of Innerpeffery, by Janet his Wife, natural 
Daughter ro King James IV. and by her had four Sons, 
and a Daughter named Agnes; which Daughter was 
marry'd to William Ogilvy, Lord Deſkford, Anceſtor 
ro the Earl of Finlater 3 and of the Sons, who were 
Alexander and James, the youngeſt was Lord Balma- 
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rino, and the eldeſt ſucceeding his Father, was made 
one of the Privy Council to King James VI. and Lord 
High Treaſurer of Scotland. : 

This worthy Perſon merry a Janes Daughter to Wil- 
liam Lord Livingſton, and by her had four Sons and 
five Daughters; whereof, lane was marry d to Arthur 
Lord Forbes, and Anne to John Earl of Sutherland; 
and of the Sons, who were Alexander, James, John, 
and Michael, the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father in the 
Honour, f 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Patrick Lord 
Drummond, and by her had a Daughter nam'd Lilias; 
but having no Iſſue Male, his Honour devoly'd upon 
Alexanger his Nephew, the Son of James his Brother; 
which Alexander marrying the {aid Lilias, his Uncle's 
Daughter, by her had two Sons, Alexander and John, 
and a Deadhece named Anne, which Daughter was 
marry'd to Walter Lord Torpichan.

King David I. into England, with an Army, to the 
Aſſiſtance of Maud the Empreſs his Niece, againſt 
King Stephen; bur after the raiſing of the Siege of 
Wincheſter, the ſaid King David was ſo cloſely pur- 
ſu'd, that had it not been for the fingular Valour of 
this noble Perſon, who was ſo fortunate (ro his im- 
mortal Honour) as to Carry him off, he had become 
their Priſoner. 

He was alſo a Witneſs to ſeveral Donations of that 
Prince, to religious Places, and particularly in one to 
the Priory of Coldingham, wherero his Seal, that was 
three Creſcents, is appended, which clearly proves 
him to be the Anceſtor of this noble Family, who ſtill 
bear the ſame Figures in their Enſigns Armorial. 

To this worthy Perſon ſuccecded a Son of his Name 
who was no less the Favourite of King Malcolm, and 
King William, than his Father had been of King Da- 
vid; and Walter his Son, in 1174, was one of the Ho- 
ſtages tor the Ranſom of the laſt of thoſe Kings, who 
was — Priſoner by the Engliſh at the Ba:tle of 

Alrkwick. | 

He marry'd Chriſtian, Daughter to Forchard Earl of 
Strathern, by whom he had Walter his Son and Heir; 
and in 1297, Sir William Oliphant was one ot thoſc 
great Barons of Scotland, whom King Edward I. re- 
guir'd to attend him in Perſon, with Men, Horſe, and 

Arms, into France, in order to recover his Province 
of Gaſcony. 

In 1303, he was made Governor of the Caſtle of 
Stirling, which he defended againſt the Engliſh, wi h 
reat Reſolution and Courage for the Space of three 
Months; bat at laſt, being reduc'd to Want of Pro- 
viſion, was compelFd to ſurrender. 

Ne marry'd Iſabel, a Daughter of the Family of 
Douglaſs, and by her had a Son named Walter, who 
from King Robert I. had a Grant of the Lands of 
Newtyle and Kelſpinzie, and was afterwards a Sub- 


feriber to that famous Letter, Which in 1320, — 
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lent Grow the Barons of Scotland to the Ports aſſere= 
ng the Independency ot their Coun and to him 
ſucceeded Walter his Son. EY 

Walter, who was the next Heir, marrying the Lady 
Elizabeth Bruce, Daughter to King Robert I. and Si- 
ſter ro David II. by her had a Son of his Name, who 
from King Robert II. obtain'd a Grant of the Lands 
and Barony of Kelly and Pitkercie; and he marrying 
Mary, Daughter to Sir Robert Erſkine of that ilk, by 
her had Sir John his Son and Heir, 

To the ſaid Sir Joon, ſucceeded Sir William his Son, 
who was one of the Hoſtages for rhe Ranſom of King 

ames I. when a Priſoner in England; and he marry- 
ing Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir John Steuart of Inner- 
meath, Lord of Lorn, by her had John his only 
Child, who was flain at the Battle of Arbroth.

(1151) Adam 
Fraſer, the Anceſtor of this ancient and ſpreading, 
Family, gave ſundry Lands in perpetual Alms to the 
Convent of Newbottle, as in the Reign of King Alex- 
ander III. did Gilbert and William his Succeſſors, 
and the laſt was Chancellor of Scotland. 

To the (aid Gilbert ſucceeded Sir Andrew his Son, 
and to him Sir Simon, who is the loyal and eminent 
Patriot mention'd in the Hiſtory of King Robert J. 

ur he having only two Daughters, one marry'd to 
Sir Gilbert Hay of Locheret, Anceſtor to the ** 
5 0 
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of Tweedale; and the other to Sir Malcolm Fleming, 
Predece ſſor to the Earl of Wigton; thoſe noble Fami- 
lies from thence quarter the Arms of Fraſer. 

Sir Alexander, Brother to the ſaid Sir Simon, be- 
ing one of thoſe worthy Men, who ſtrenuouſly adhe- 
red to the Intereſt of King Robert I. againſt John 
Baliol, who then laid Claim to the Crown; was By 
the ſaid King made Lord High Chamberlain of Scot- 
land ; and he marrying the Lady Mary Bruce, that 
King's Siſter, by her had ſeveral Sons, of which, John 
the eldeſt dying without Iflue, Alexander the next, 
became Heir, and from David II. had the Thanedom 
of Dores in the Shire of Kincardin. 

To this noble Perſon ſucceeded Sir Simon his Son, 
whoſe Wife being Heireſs to the Family of Biſſet, 
with her he had the Barony of Lovat, and many other 
Poſſeſſions, by which he greatly increas d his Wealth 
and Reputation; as in the Reign of King James I. did 
Hugh Fraſer of Lovat, by marrying a Lady of the 
Family of Fenton, and Hugh his Son ſucceeded him.

the whole Kingdom. 

This Sir James being look'd upon as a Man of won- 
derful Gravity and Wiſdom, was often employ'd by 
— James V. and Queen Mary, as Ambaſſador to 
England and France; and at the Time of the Refor- 
mation, renouncing Popery and reſigning the Lord- 
ſhip of St, John in the Hands of the ſaid Queen Mary, 
her Majeſty was pleaſed ro grant it again (with the 
Preceptory) to him, his Heirs and Aſſigns, and erected 
them into the Lordſhip of Torphichan. ;

where, in the 6th of King John, Richard Fairfax was 
poſſeſs d of the Lands of Aſkham ; and to him ſuc- 
ceeded William his Son, whoſe Wife was Alicia, 
Daughter and Heir to Nicholas de Bugthorp, and by 

er he was Father of another William, who purcha- 
ſing the Manor of Walton, the ſame has continu'd in 
the 1 the preſent Time. 

From the ſaid William, after eight Deſcents, was 
Thomas Fairfax of Walton, and to him, in 1415, ſuc- 
ceeded Richard, whole Wife was Euſtace, Daughter 
and Heir to John Calthorp, and by her he had four 
Sons and three Daughters; of which, Helen was Prio- 
reſs of Munnunſton; and of the Sons, who were Wil-

In 1649, he was continu'd General of the Army by 
the Rump ; bur being diſſatisfyd with the Parlia- 
ment's puſhing Things roo far againſt the King, he 
in 1650, laid down his Commiſſion, and was ſucceed- 
ed by Oliver Cromwell. 

In 1659, he enter'd into Meaſures with General 
Monk, to whom, in 1660, he gave conſiderable Afii- 
ſtance in the Reſtoration of Charles II. and had the 
Honour to be one of the Commiſſioners which com- 
poſed the ſolemn Deputation ſent by the Parliament to 
the King upon thar great Occaſion ;, and arriving at 
the Hague, was recciv*d by his Majeſty with ſingular 
Fayour and Goodneſs, which he afterwards continu'd 
to him, with Marks of Honour and Eſteem. _. .

XXII. T H E moſt noble and right honourable Wale 
ter Aſton, Lord Aſton of Forfar. 

Created Baron, Nov. 8, 1628, by Charles I. 

Of this ancient Family, which is of Engliſh Ex- 
traction, was Ralph de Aſton in the County of Stat- 
ford, ro whole Son Roger (in the Reign of King 
Henry III. 500 Years ago) Roger de Moland, then 
Bithop of Litchkeld, gave the Keeping of the Game 
in Kank Wood in that County, and it has continu'd 
to his Poſterity ever ſince. 

To the ſaid Kone r, whoſe Wife was Sibyle, Daugh- 
ter to James de Launda, ſucceeded Sir John their Son, 
who in the 9th of Edward III. was Knight of the 
Shire for the aforeſaid County, as in the 18th and 32d 
was Roger his Son, who was Father of John, and he 
of Thomas, both Knights, the laſt of which, oſten 
ſerv'd his Country in Parliament, and in the 1oth of 
Henry IV. was High Sheriff thereof. x 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Siſter and Heir to Reginald 
de Leigh, Son of Richard, Son of Reginald, Lord of 
Park-hall, with whom he had ſo great an Eſtate, that 
Sir Roger their Son, in the 12th of Henry VI. was 
one of the Prime Gentry, return'd by the Commiſſio- 
ners for the County; and he marrying Joyce, Siſter 
and Coheir to Baldwin de Frevile, whoſe Anceſtors 

ad been Barons of Parliament, and were Heirs-Ge- 
neral of the noble Families of Marmion and Monfort 
de Beaudſerr, by her had Sir Roger his Son and Heir. 

Sir Roger who ſucceeded, marrying Iſabel, Daugh- 
ter to Sir William Brereton of the County of Cheſter, 
by her had a Son nam'd John, which Son, in the Reigns 
or King Edward IV. and Richard III. was High She- 
riff for his County; aud bg marrying Elizabeth, 

| Paughice 
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Daughter to John Delves of Doddingron, Eſa; by her 
was Father of another John, who at the Marriage of 
Prince Arthur, eldeſt Son of King Henry VIL was 
made Knight ot the Bath. 

In the 3d of Henry VIII. he embarking in the Ex- 
pedition into —— and aſſiſting that King in the 


deige of Terouin and Tournay, as alſo afterwards at 
the Battle of Spurs, was there, for his Conduct and 
Bravery, made a Knight Banneret in the open Ficld ; 
and this worthy Gentleman marrying Joan, Daughter 
to Sir William Littleton, Kt. by Helena his Wife, 
Daughter and Coheir ro Robert Welch, Lord of Wan- 
lip in the County of Leiceſter, he by that Marriage 
became poſſeſs'd of the ſaid Manor of Wanlip, and 
the Lordſhip of Tixhall in the County of Stafford, 
the latter being purchas'd by the Littletons. 

By the ſaid Joan his Wife, he having two Sons, Sir 
Edward his Heir, and William 3 the eldeſt, who had 
been ſeveral Times High Sheriff for his County, dy- 
ing in the 1oth of Elizabeth, left Iſſue by Joan his 
Wife, Daughter to Thomas Bowles, one of the Barons 
of the Exchequer, Walter his Succeflor, and three 
Daughters. 

Ot the Daughters, who were Catharine, Mary, and 
Frances, the eldeſt was marry d to dir William Chet- 
wynd of Ingſtree in the County of Stafford, Kt. the 
2d ro Simon Harcourt of Stanton Harcourt in the 
County of Oxford, Eſqz both Anceſtors to the Viſ- 
counts of thoſe Names, and the youngeſt to Robert 
Necdham of Shenton in the County of Leiceſter, An- 
ce ſtor to the Viſcount Kylmurray. : 

Walter, who ſucceeded his Father, and was knighted, 
dying in 1589, left Iſſue by Elizabeth his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Sir James Leviſon, Edward his Heir, who was 
alſo a Knight, and was High Sheriff for his County, 
an Office which all his Anceſtors had ferv'd from the 
Time of King Edward III. and he marrying Anne, 
Daughter ro Sir Thomas Lucy, Kt. by her had a Son 
nam d Walter, who at the Coronation of K. James I. 
was made Knizhr of the Bath. 

He was alſo by that King, on the 224 of May 1611, 
created a Baronet, and with the Earl of Brifto! being 
ſent Ambaſſador to Spain, to treat of a Marriage be» 
-£ween Charles Prince of Wales, and tne eldeſt Daugh- 

ter 
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ter of that Crown, he there, ro ſupport the Glory of 
his Country, ſpent the 2 Part of an Eſtate of 
10,000 l. per Ann. and after his Return, as a Reward 
for his good Services, was by Charles I. (the ſaid 
Prince of Wales) on the 8th of Nov, 1628, creared 
Lord Aſton of Forfar in the Shire of Angus, with all 
Privileges belonging to a Peer of Scotland. 

To this noble Lord, who dy'd in 1639, ſucceeded 
Walter his eldeſt Son, by Gertrude his Wife, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Ralph Sadler of Standon in the County of 
Hertford ; and the ſaid Walter in the great Rebellion, 
living in the Garriſons of the King all the Time of 
the War, and at the Siege of Litchfſield, which laſted 
19 Weeks, being join'd in Commiſſion with Sir Tho- 
mas Tildeſly, the Governor, they ſent a truſty Ser- 
vant in the Habit of a labouring Man, with a Letter 
to the King at New-Caſtle, the which he got ſafe 
- his Majeſty, and brought back the following An- 

wer. 


„ Newcaſtle, 6 June, 1646, 

My Lord Aſton and Tildeſley 
HE greateſt of my Misfortunes is, that I can- 
not reward ſuch gallant and loyal Subjects as 
you are, as I ought or would; for the preſent I 
muſt deal freely with you, and give you my Pirec- 
tions, which is, that I can give you no Relief; bur 
I defire you to hold out till Oxford be ſurrender'd, 
which will be rank'd amongſt the reſt of the good

When Oxford was ſurrender'd, and no Conditions 
made for them in the Articles, as was expected, they 
made the beſt they could for themſelves, which was 
on'y a Permiſſion to go to their own Habnations, and 
compound for their Eſtates ; and there this noble 
Lord living retir'd till 1660, the Time of the Reſtora- 
tion, he then ſuccecded in his Mother's Brother's E- 
ſtare at Standon aforeſaid ; and that, with his Majzſty's 
Letters Parent to him and his Heirs, for a Market to 
be held on Friday in every Week, and cwo * 

alxrs 
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of November 1714, left Iſſue by Eleanor his Wife, 
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Fairs every Year in the Town of Standon, each re- 
ſpe&ive Fair to continue for two Days, withour any 
Accompt to be render'd into the Exchequer, was all 
the Reward for his Services, Loyalty and Sufferings. 

This worthy Perſon marrying Mary, Daughter to 
Richard Weſton Earl of Portland, Lord High Trea- 
ſurer of England, by her had Walter his Heir, and 
ſeveral Daughters; which Walter dying on the 24th

Created Baron, May 25, in 1633, by Charles I. 

According to Hiſtory, this Family was ancient ly 
of great Authority, being Sheriffs of Galloway, till 
the Reign of King james II. and were then ſo nume- 
rous in their Branches, that there were 12 Knights of 
the Name at one Time; but in the ſaid Reign, Sir 
Patrick Macklellan of Bomby, (Nephew to the Lord 


Gray 
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Gray by his Mother) happening to take Part with the 
the Lord Harries his near Kinſman, againſt the Earl 
of Douglaſs, he was beſieg'd by that Earl in his own 
Caſtle of Racberry, and put to Death; and thereupon 
his Relations, without Warrant or Authority, making 
great Depredations on the Douglaſs's Lands in Gallo- 
way, their Office of Sheriff and Barony of Bomby 
was forfeited to the Crown, and the ſaid Office 
which was erected into the Sheriftship of Wigton an 
Stewarty of Kirkcudbright was given to other Fami- 
lies; bur the Barony (as Tradition goes) was reco- 
ver'd again in the following Manner. 

In the Reign of the ſaid King James II. a Company 
of Saracens, or Gypſies coming from Ireland, and 
infeſting the County of Galloway, his Majeſty pub- 
liſh'd a Proclamation, that whoever would diſperſe 
them, and bring their Captain dead or alive, ſhould 
have the Barony of Bomby for his Reward ; and in 
this Attempt, the Laird of Bomby's Son, being the 
fortunate Perſon that kill'd him, he brought his Head 
to the King on the Point of his Sword, from whence 
to perpetuate the Memory of chat brave and remarka- 
ble Action, he took the ſame Figure for his Creſt, 
with the Motto, Think on. 

To this valiant Perſon, who thus regain'd the Baro- 
ny, ſucceeded Thomas Macklellan of Bomby, which 
Thomas, in the Reign of King James IV. was very 
ſerviceable to the Crown on ſundry Occaſions ; and he 
marrying Agnes, Neuer to Sir James. Dunbar of 
Mochrum, by her had a Son nam'd William; which 
Son, from the {aid King James obtain'd many Lands 
an the County of Galloway, and by him was knighted. 

He marry'd Elizaberh, a Daughter of the Family of 
Mure ; and in 1513, being ſlain at the Battle of Flod- 
den, by her left Thomas his Son and Heir, who by 
the Barons of Drumlanrig and Lochinvar, was kil'd 
in a 1 * — RO 2 Edinburgh; and . 
mas his Son ſucceeding, he from Queen Mar a 
Charter of all his — = W oe 

He marry'd Griſel, Daughter to John Lord Harries, 
and by her had three Sens, Robert, William, and 
John; of which, the eldeſt was knighted by James VI. 
ro whom, and King Charles I. he was Gentleman of 
che Bedchamber, and by che latter was created a Ba- 
ronet 


i 
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ronet and Baron; but he dying without Iſſue Male, 
his Honour devolv'd upon Thomas his Nephew, the 
Son of William his Brother; which Thomas marryin 
wa Daughter to William Douglaſs, Earl of Queenſ- 

rry, and dying without Iſſue alſo, the Title came 
next to John Macklellan of Bourg, Son 1 Who 
was younger Brother to the firſt Lord; and this wor- 
thy Perſon in the Time of the Civil Troubles, raifing 
a Regiment of Foot at his own — r Charge, ſor the 
Service of King Charles II. (Whoſe Train at his Co- 
ronation at Scoon in 1651, he help'd to ſupport) his 
Eſtate was evicted by his Creditors. 

This noble Lord marry'd Anne, Daughrer to Sir 
Robert Maxwell of Orchardton, and dying in 1664, by 
her left William his Son to ſucceed ; but he dying five 
Years after, unmarry d, the Dignity (for want of Sup- 
port) lay dormant till 1722, when, at the Election of 
the 16 Peers, Macklelan of Kircudbright, 

utting in his Claim, and voting, he is now upon the 
arliament Rolls, by the Title as above.

The firſt of this ancient Family is ſaid to be Sir A- 
dam Forreſter, Citizen of Edinburgb, who in che 
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6th of Robert II. acquir'd from Sir Wiliam More of 
Abercom, the Barony of Corſtorphine, and from 
thence his Succeſſors took the ir Deſignation. 

In the iſt of Robert III. 1390, he was conſtituted 
Lord Privy Seal, as in 1423, Was apt,» his Son; 
and the next Year, with the Biſhop of Glaſgow, anc 
the Earl of March, was commiſſion'd to treat with 
the Englith about the Redemption of King James I. 
who was then their Priſoner. 

In 1424, upon his Majeſty's Return Home, he was 
made Maſter of the Houſhold, and Lord High Cham- 
berlain of Scotland; and by Jane his Wife, who was 
Siſter ro Henry Sinclair, Earl of Orkney, had Sir John 
his Heir, and a Daughter of her Name; which Daugh- 
ter was mar ry d to Sir Robert Maxwell of Calaverock, 
Anceſtor to the Earl of Nithſdale. 

Sir John who ſucceeded, being in great Favour with 
the ſaid King James I. he from that Prince had the 
Lands of Blackbourn in the Shire of Linlithgow; and 
Archibald his Son, marrying Margaret, a Dauzhter 
of the Family of Hepburn, by her had Alexandcr his 
Son and Heir. 

Alexander, who ſucceeded, marry'd Margaret, 
Daughter to Sir Duncan Forreſter of Carden, Maſtcr 
of the Houſhold to King James IV. and by her was 
Father of another Alexander, whoſe Wife was Janc:s 
a Daughter of the Family of Lauder of Hatton, and 
by her had two Sons, James who dy'd without Iſſue, 
and Henry Succeſſor to James. 

Henry, who was the next Heir, marry'd Helena, 
2 Daughter of the Family of Preſton of Craigmillcr 
in the Shire of Edinburgh, and by her had a Son na- 
med George; which Son, by King Charles I. on thc 
17th of November 1625, was created a Baronet, as 
on the 22d of July 1633, he was a Baron; and he 
marrying Chriſtian, Daughter to Sir William Livinz- 
ſton of Kilſyth, by her had ſeveral Daughters, bu: 
no Iflue Male. 

Of the ſaid Daughters, who were Helena, Jane, and 
Lilias, the eldeſt being marry'd to Wiliam Lord Koſs, 
the 24 to James Baillie of Torwood-head in the Shire 
of Stirling, Son to Lieutenant-General Baillic ; and 
the youngeſt ro William Baillie, Brother to James; ihe 
Lord George their Father, refign'd his — i 
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Favour of the ſaid James Baillie and his Heirs, they 
taking the Name of Forreſter, which Surrender and 
Entail, was ratify'd by King Charles II. in 16513 and 
he Wins without Iflue, William his Brother ſuc- 
ceeded. 

To William, who thus became Heir to the Honour, 
ſucceeded William his Son, whole Wife was Daughter 
ꝛo Sir Andrew Burnier of Saline, one of the Senators 
of the College of Juſtice ;, and he dying in 17205, by 
her left Iſſue George Lord Forreſter ; which George 
in the Rebellion in 1715, ſignaliſh'd his Loyalty an 
Valour to King George I. and the Government, at the 
Battle of Preſton in Lancaſhire, and in 1917, was 
made Poctor of Law, as in 1718, he was appointed 
Captain and Colonel of the 4th Troop of Lite-Guards; 
and dying on the 17th of February 1726-9, left Iſſue 
by Charlotte his Wife, Daughter and Coheir to An- 
thony Rowe of the County of Oxford, Eſqʒ two Sons 
and one Daughter; whereof, George the cldeſt is the 
prelent Lord.

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In 1706, when the Union came to be debated, he 
join'd with thoſe that oppos'd it; and on this Subject 
made ſeveral learned and elaborate Speeches, contain- 
ing his Reaſons, for which, Poſterity will celebrate 
his Name with Honour, as 2 Patriot of his Country; 
but he dying on the ziſt of June 1708, in the 52 
Year of his Age, left Iſſue by Margaret his Wiſe, 
Daughter to Sir Robert Hamilton of Silverton-Hill, 
by Anne his Wife, Daughter to John Lord Belhaven, 
as before m:ntion'd, two Sons, John his Heir, and 
James who was Lord Advocate.

* haye thought fit to give you this farther Teſtimony, 
and to declare under our Hand, that while you 
was our Lieutenant-General of our Army of Scot- 
land, you did both in Scotland and England, behave 
l yourſelf with as much Conduct, Reputation, and 
Honeſty, as was poſſible, or could be expected from 
a Perſon of that Truſt ; and as we told you, ſo we 
do again repeat it, that if we had Occahon to lev 
an Army fit for ourſelf to command, we woul 


© not fail to give you an Employment in it, fit for jour

DESORER Arthelſtanc, a Daniſh Prince, to whom 
Alfred gave Northumberland, invaded the Pias, who 
then inhabited the South of Scotland; and in the Year 
790 overtook King Hungus at Haddingcon, about 28 
Miles from the Borders; but the Picts being inferior 
in Strength, kept Guard in the Night, while Hungus 
b:took himſelf ro Prayer, who falling aſleep after- 
wards, dreamed he ſaw Andrew the Apoſtle ſtanding 
y him, and promiſing Vicory; which Viſion he de- 
clared to his People; and the next Day, as ſoon as 
the Battle began, (as they add) St. Andrew s Croſs (in 
Form of a saltire, whereon he ſuſter'd Martyrdom) 
appearing in the Airy it ſo terrify'd the Engliſh, and 
animated the Picts (and Scots, whom Achaius K ing 
of Scatland had ſent to their Aſſiſtance) that the latter 
obrain d a ſignal Victory, and Il: w Athelitant. 


This 
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This Succeſs King Hungus aſcribed to St. Andrews 
and beſides other Gitts, offer d him the Tithes of his 
Royal Demeſnes, and went in Solemn Proceſſion to the 
Kirk of St. Andrew in the Town now fo called, to 
return Thanks for the Victory. 

The Scots ſucceeding the Pits in thoſe Countries, 

have uſed the Figure of that Croſs in their Enſigns 
and Banners ever ſince; and in the Year 819, Achaius 
inſtituting an Order of Knighthood, gave the Croſs 
of that Saint for their Badge. This Order conſiſted 
of chirteen Perſons, alluding to our Saviour and the 
twelve Apoſtles, (as it is now repreſented by the So- 
vereign and Twelve Brethren) but was much refin'd 
by King James V. who being honour'd with the Gar- 
ter from England, the Tiſon d'Or from the Emperor, 
and St. Michael trom France, he celebrated the Feſti- 
vals of them all; and ſetting up their ſeveral Arms, 
with their Orders of Knighthood about them, over 
the Gate of his Palace of Linlithgow, he ercacd his 
— with the Order of St. Andrew in the midſt of 
them. 
About the Time of the Reformation, this Order 
was ſcarcely uſed, the 1 then being ſo very ⁊ca- 
lous for the Reform'd Religion, tliat they left their 
Order, where they laid down their Popery; and it 
was not reſum'd 'till the Reign of King Jang VII. 
who created eight Knights, and for their better Regu- 
lation, fign'd a Body of Statutes, and 22 the 
Royal Chapel at Holyrood Houſe, to be the Chapel et 
the Order, as it ſtill continues, (and by his Direction 
was repair d, having a fine Organ, with the Sovereign 
and Knight's Brethrens Sralls, and cheir reſpective 
Banners hung over them 3) but in 1688, the Misfor- 
tunes of his Re gn preventing his compleating that 
noble Deſign, it again lay dormant, till her late Ma- 
jeſty Queen Anne, on the 3 iſt of December 1703, was 
pleaſed to fign another Body of Statutes, whereby ir 
was reſtor'd to its ancient Magnificence 3 and on che

King George I. on the 19th of February 1714-15, 
was pleaſed ro confirm the Statutes fign'd by Queen 
Anne, as above mention'd, with the Addition of ſe- 


veral more, amongſt which was that of adding Rays 


of Glory to ſurround the whole Figure of St. Andrew, 
which hangs at the Collar; and though from the Time 
of the Reformation, to the Year 1714-15, both Elec- 


tions and Inſtallments had been diſpensd with, his 


Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed for the future, that 
Chapters of Election ſhould be held in his Royal Pre- 
ſence ; to which End, he order'd the Great Ward- 
robe, to provide the Knights Brethren, and Officers 
of the Order, with ſuch Mantles as the Statutes of 
the ſaid Order appointed. k 

The Enſigus of this Moſt Ancient and Noble Order, 
are, the Image of St. Andrew, veſted in Cloth of 
Gold, irradiated, (as before has been obſerv'd) by 
King George I. with the White Croſs of his Martyr- 
dom on his Breaſt, and is appendant to the Collar of 
the ſaid Order, which is worn by the Knights Compa» 
nions on the 3oth of November, the Day of their 
grand Feaſt, and upon other extraordinary Occaſions. 

This Collar is made of pure Gold, faſhion'd into 
Thiſtles and Sprigs of Rue, link'd together, ename ll'd 
Vert, being the two ancient Badges or Symbols of the 
Scots and Picts, the one not to be touch'd without 
Hurt, and the other being an Antidote againſt Poiſon; 
hence the Motto, Nemo me impune laceflit. 

The Ordinary or common Badges worn by the 
Knights of this Moſt Ancient Order, are, iſt, a Croſs 
ſurmounted by a Star of four Points, all of Silver 
and over them a Green Circle, border'd and Letter 
with Gold, containing the ſaid Motto; and in the 
Center is a Thiſtle proper; all which is embroider d 
on their left Breaſt and worn with rhe Collar, and ar 
all Times with the other common Enſign, Which is 
a Green Ribband ſpread over the left Shoulder, and 
brought under the right Arm, appendant to which is 
the Image of Sr, Andrew, in a Puyple Robe, with his 
Croſs on his Preaſt, as bo4>rey all within an n 
| old,

> HIS Order of Baronets in Scotland, 
vas firſt erected for advancing the Plan- 
tation of Nova Scotia in America, and 
for ſertling a Colony there, ro which 
A the Aid of theſe Knights was appro- 
priated. 

It was intended in 1621, by King 
James VI. but was not actually founded 'til 1625, the 
firſt of Charles IJ. who in the ſevcial Patente, diſ- 
poſed to each of theſe Knights, a certain Portion of 
Land in Nova Scotia, erccting the ſame into a free 
Barony, with great and ample Privileges; and for 
their farther Encouragement, did erc&, create, make, 
conſtitute, and ordain, that heritable State, Degree, 
n Order, Title, and Stile of Baroner, 
to be enJoy'd by every of theſe Gentlemen, (who did 
hazard their Lives for the Good and Increaſe of that 
s Plantation) 
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Plantation) and their Heirs Male forever; wich Place, 
- Pre-eminency, Priority, and Precedency, in all Com- 
miſſions, Breits, Lerrers-Patents, Namings, and Writs, 
and in all Seſſions, Conventions, Congrega: ions, and 
Places, at all Times and Occaſions whatſoever, before 
all Knights call'd Equites Aurati, all leſſer Barons 
commonly call d Lairds, and before all other Gentle- 
men, excepting Sir William Alexander, his Majeſty's 
Lieutenant of Nova Scotia, who ( with his Heirs, 
their Wives and Children) is not only excepted in 
each of theſe Letters- Patents granted to the — 
his Companions; but likewiſe the Charter granted to 
himſelf by King Charles I. Anno 1625, did bear ex- 

reſly this Exception and Provifion : As allo except - 
ing Knights-Eannerets, who ſhould be created under 
the Royal Standard in his Majeſty's Army, and in 
open War, the King himſelf being preſent ; and that 
during the Bannerer's Life-time only: And with Pre- 
cedency before all of the ſame Order, whoſe Patents 
are of a later Date, 

His Majeſty did moreover declare and ordain, that 
the Wives ot theſe Baroncts, and of their Heirs Male, 
Should have the Precedency, as well after as before the 
Deaths of their Huſbands, if they ſhould happen to 
ſurvive, before the Wives of all them of whom the 
Knights Ba rone:s, and their Heirs Male had the Pre- 
cedency, and even before the Wives of Knights Ban- 
ne rets before excepted (che Degree of Baroner being 
in alfo that che Children Male and Fe- 
male of the Baronets, ſhould rake Place before the 
Ciildren Male and Female reſpectively, of all Perſons 
of whom the Baronets and their Heirs Male had the 
Priority ; and likewiſe before the Children of the 
Pannerets : And that the Wives of the Sons of the 
Earonets, and of their Heirs Male, ſhould preceed 
the Vives of ah Perſons whom their Huſbands might 
have preceded, and that as well their Huſbands being 
dead as living. And further his Majeſty did declare 
and promiſe, that whenſoever the eldeſt Sons and 
Heirs Male of the Baroners ſhould attain to the Age 
of 21 Years, they ſhould be by his Majeſty and his 
Succe ſſors, created Equites Aurati, or Knights Bat- 
che lors, without Payment of any Fines or Pues for 
the lame, provid.d they ould deſire it. And _ 
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the Baronets and their Heirs Male, ſhould in all Times 
coming have Place in all his Majeſty's and his Succeſ- 


ſor's Armies near and about the Royal Standard, for 


Defence thereof; and that they and their Heirs Male, 
may have two Attenders of the Body for bearing up 
the Pall, one principal Mourner, and four Aſſiſtants, at 
cir Funerals; and that they ſhould be always call'd, 
intitled, and defign'd, by the Name and Title of Baro- 
nets; and that in all Scottiſh Speeches and Writing: 

the Addition of Sir, and in all other Diſcourſes an 
Writings, a Word fignifying the ſame, ſhould pre- 
code their Names and other Titles; and that the Stile 
and Title of Baronet ſhould be ſubjoin'd the reunto in 
all Letters- Patents, and other Writs whatſocver, as 
a neceſſary Addition of Dignity, and that each of them 
ſhould be inritled Sir A. B. Baronet 3 and his eldeſt 
Son's Wives ſhould enjoy the Stile, Title, and Appel- 
lation of Lady, Madam, and Dame, re ſpectively, ac- 
cording to the uſual Phraſe in Speaking and Writing. 
And alſo his Majeſty did thereby promiſe, that the 
Number of Baronets, as well in Scotland, as the New 
Colony of Nova Scotia, ſhould never exceed the 
Number of 150; and did likewiſe declare, that nei- 
ther he, or his Succeſſors ſhould ever create, or erec 
in Time coming, any other Dignity, Degree, Stile, 
Name, Order, Title, or State, nor ſhould give the 
2 or Precedency, to any Perſon or Perſons, 
under the Stile, Degree and Dignity of a Lord of Par- 
liament of Scotland, which ſhould be, or ſhould be 
preſumed to be, higher, ſuperior, or equal to that of 
a Baronet ; and that the Baroner ſhould have Liberty 
ro take Place before any ſuch who ſhould happen to 
e created of any ſuch Degree or Order; and that 
their Wives, Sons, Daughters, and Sons Wives, 
ould have rheir Places accordingly : And that if any 
Queſtion or Doubt ſhould ariſe about their Places and 
Prerogatives, the ſame ſhould be decided and judged 
according to theſe Laws and Cuſtoms, by which other 
Degrees of heritable Dignities have their Privileges 
nown and determin'd. And finally, that none ſhould 
e creared Baronets, either of Scotland or Nova $co- 
tia, till he had firſt fulfil'd the Conditions defign'd 
by his Majeſty, for the Good and Increaſe of that 
Plantation 


— 
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Plantation, and until he had certify'd the ſame to the 
Kings by his r: Lieutenant there. 

ele Patents, which were always of this Forms 
were ratify'd in Parliament, and regiſter d in the 
Books of Lyon King of Arms, and the Heralds, there 
to remain ad futuram rei memoriam; but after the 
ſelling of Nova Scocia to the French, they were made 
much ſhorter, and granted in general Terms, with 
all rhe Privileges, Precedencies, &c. of the former 
Baronets, and is now become an honourable Title in 
Scotland, conſerr'd at the King's Pleaſure, without 
Limitation of Numbers. 

The Armorial Enfign which his Majeſty firſt allow d 
and ordain'd to be born by this Order of Baronets, 
and their Heirs Male, was an Eſcutchcon Argent, a 
Saltire Azure, (the Standard-bearing of St. Andrew 
counterchang d) ſurcharg'd with an Ineſcutcheon of 
the Royal Arms of Scotland, viz. Sol, a Lion ram- 
pant within a double Treſſure flower'd and counter- 
flower d with Fleurs- de- lis Mars, having an Imperial 
Crown above the Ineſcutcheon, the whole encircled 
with the Motto, Fax Mentis Honeſta Gloria, and was 
appended to an Orange-colour'd Ribband, and worn 
about their Necks, as Plate 87, Ni. Afterwards 
there was a Creſt and Supporters added, viz. For 
Creſt, a Branch of Laurel, and a Thiftle ifluing from 
two Hands conjoin'd, one arm'd the other naked. 
The Supporter on the Dexter Side, was the Royal 
Unicorn; and that on the Siniſter, a Savage or Wild 
Man proper, as Plate $7, Nez. and the Motto was, 
Munit hæc, & altera vincit 3 but by many of late, the 
original Badge (wirhout rhe Creſt, Supporters, and 
Motto) has been plac'd among their other Armorial 
Bearings, in a Canton or Shield of Pretence, as in 
Plate 87, N* 3 and 4.

The CRown, SCEPTER, and SWoRD, 
which by the Union AR are no more 
to be made Uſe of, but to be reſerv'd 
and depoſited in the Caſtle of Edinburgh 
for ever. 


HE firſt Crown belonging to Scotland, 
A was a Circle of Gold given by the Pope 
to King CaraQtacns, for his Zeal for 
che Chriſtian Religion, in Imitation of 

© the Circle born by the ancient Roman 
Emperors. Charlemain added another 
with Fleurs-de-lis to King Achaius, as 
a Token that France would always ſupport the Scotc 
Nation; but it was not *rill the Reign of K. James V+ 
that in Imitation of France and England, it was clos'd 
at the Top with a Globe and a Croſs, and as it now is, 
take the following Deſcription. 

The Imperial Crown of Scotland is of pure Gold, 
enrich'd with many precious Stones, Diamonds, Pearls, 
and curious Enamellings, the Form of it is thus, firſt, 
it is compos d of a broad Circle, or Fillet (which goes 
round the Head) adorn'd with 22 large precious Stones, 

vz: 


— . IS IO 
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viz. Topazes, Amethiſts, Garnets, Emera ds, Rubies, 
and Hyacynths, in Collets of Gold of various Forms 
with curious Enamellings, and betwixt each of theſe 
Collets and Stones, are placed great Oriental Pearls, 
one of which is wanting. 

Secondly, Above the Circle, there is another ſmall - 
one, form'd with twenty Points, adorn'd with the 
like Number of Diamonds and Saphires alternately, 
and on each Point there is a great Pearl. 

Thirdly, The upper Cui:cle is heighten'd with ten 
Croſſes Floree, each being adorn'd in the Center with 
a great Diamond berwix: four large Pearls put croſs 
wiſe ; but ſome of thc Pearls are wanting, and the 
Number remaining upon the upper Part of the Crown 
bꝛſides what are in the under Circle, and in the Croſs 
Parree, are fifty one; and thole Crofles Floree are in- 
terchang'd with ren high Fleurs-de-lis alternately, be- 
twixt the great Pearls below, on the Points of the 
ſecond Circle. | 

This is the Form of the Crown of Scotland, fince 
the League made between Achaius of Scotland, and 
Charles the Great of France: It differs from other 
Imperial Crowns, in that it is heighten d with Croflts 
Floree alternately with Fleurs-de-lis 3 whereas the 
Crown of France is heighien'd only with Fleurs-de- 
lis, and that of England with Croſſes-pattee, alter- 
nately with Fleurs- de- lis. 

The Crown of Scotland, ſince King James VI. went 
to England, has been ignorantly repreſented by He- 
rald-painters, Engravers, and others, after the Form 
of the Crown of Engla d, with Crofles Pattee, where- 
as there is not one Croſs Partee, fave that on the Top 
- the Mound or Globe, for all the reſt are Croſſes 

oree. 

Fourthly, The Crown of Scotland is thus cloſed; 
from the upper Circle procced four Arches, adorn'd 
with enamell'd Figures, which meer and cloſe at the 
Top; ſurmounted with a Ccleſtial Globe of Gold, 
emmell'd wi h Blue Semee, or powder d with Stars, 
croſſed and ename Il d, with a large Croſs Pattee on 
the Top, adorn'd in the Extremities with a great 
P.arl, and canton'd with orher four in the Angles. 


In ths Center of the Croſs Pattee, in the fore * 
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the Crown there is a ſquare Amethiſt ; and on the 
other Side of the Croſs, there is a great Pcarl, and 


below it, on the Foot of the polar Part of the Croſs, 
are theſe Letters, J. K. V. by which it appears, that 
King James V. was the firſt chat cloſed the Crown 
_w Arches, and topp'd it with a Globe and Croſs 

Fifthly, The Tiara or Bonnet of the Crown, was of 
Purple Velvet; but in the Year 1685, there was pur 
in a Cap of Crimſon Velvet, adorn'd as before, with 
four Plates of Gold, richly wrought and enamell'd, 
and on each of them a great Pearl, half an Inch in 
Diameter, which appears between the four Arches ; 
and the Cap is faced with Ermine. 

Upon the loweſt Circle of the Crown, immediately 
above the Ermine, there are eight ſmall Holes, two 
and two together, in the four Quarters of the Crown, 
in the middle Space betwixt the Arches, to which 
there are ty'd two Diamonds, and 283 Stones. 
The Crown is nine Inches Diameter, being 27 Inches 
about, and in Height from the under Circle to the 
Top of the Croſs Pattee, fix Inches and an half, It 
always ſtands on a ſquare Cuſhion of Crimſon velvet 
adorn'd with Fringes, and four Taſſels of Gold 
Thread hanging down art each Corner.

s & HE Stem of the Scepter being Silver double gilt, 

is two Foot long, of a Hexagon Form, with three 
Buttons or Nobs of the ſame ; betwixt the firſt and 
ſecond Button, is the Handle, of a Hexagon Form; 
betwixt the 2d and 3d Button, there are three Sides 
engraven; upon that under the Virgin Mary (one of 
the Statues on the Top of the Stem) there is the Let- 
ter J. upon the 2d Side, under St. James, the Letter 
K. and on the 3d, under St. Andrew, the Figure 5. 
On the Side betwixt rhe J. and the R. there are engra- 
ven 14 Fleurs-de-lis; and on the Side between the 
Figure 5. and the Letter J. there are ten Thiſtles con- 
tinu d from one Stem, from the 3d Button to the Ca- 


pital. The three Sides under the Statues are plain, 


and on the other three, chere are antique Engravings, 
via.

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vir. Sacramental Cups, antique Meduſa's Heads, and 
Rullian Foliages. Upon the Top of the Stem there is 
an antique Capital of Leaves emboſs d; upon the Ab- 
bacus of which, there ariſe round the Stem three 
Statues, firſt that of rhe Bleſſed Virgin, crown'd. with 
an open Crown, holding in her Right Arm our Bleſ- 
fed Saviour, and in her Left Hand a Globe with a 
Croſs ; next to her on her Right Hand ſtands the Sta- 
tue of Sr, Andrew, in an Apoſtolical Garment, and 
on his Head à Scotch Bonnet, holding in his Right 
Hand a Croſs, or Saltire, (Part of which is broken 
oft) and in his Left Hand raifed up, there is an open 
Book. On the Bleſſed Virgin's Lett Hand, and St. 
Andrew's Right, there is another Statue, repreſenting 
St. James, with the like Apoſtolical Garment, in a 
Reading Poſture ; upon his Head is a little Hart, like 
the Roman Pileum ; in his Right Hand half exrended, 
a Book open, and in his Left a Paſtoral Staff, the 
Head of which is broken off: And above each Statue, 
being two Inches and an Half (except the Virgin Ma- 
ry's, which is not quite ſo big) rhe Finiſhing ot a 
Gothick Nich. Berween each Statue is a Rullian, in 
Form of a Dolphin, very diſtin, in Length four 
Inches, wich Foliaze along rhe Body, their Heads 
upwards, and fronted inwards, and the Turning of 
their Tails ending in a Roſe or Cinquefoil out ward. 
Above theſe Rullians and Statues frands another Hex3- 
gon Button, or Nob, with Oak Leaves under every 
Corner; and above it a Criſtal Globe of two Inches 
and a Quarter diameter, within three Bars join'd 
above, where it is ſurmounted with fix Rullians, and 
here again with an oval Globe, ropp'd with an Orien- 
tal Pearl, of half an Inch Diameter. The whole 
Scepter is 34 Inches in Length. 


The SWORD. 


PHE Sword is five Foot long, the Handle and Po- 
mel are of Silver Gilt, in Length 15 Inches; the 
Pomel is round, and ſome what flat on the two Sides 
on the Middle of each there is a Garland of emboſs 
Work, and in the Center there have been two enamel'd 
Plates, which are broken off. The Traverſe or Croſs 
of the Sword is Silver gilt, uche and an Half 
VOI. I. H long, 
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long, and half an Inch thick. The Form of it is like 
two Dolphins, their Heads joining, and theirTails end- 
ing in Acorns, The Shell hangs down towards the 
Point of the Sword, form'd like an Eſcallop flouriſh'd, 
(or rather like a green Oak Leaf) on the Blade of the 
Sword, there's indented with Gold, Julius II. Pope. 

The Scabbard is of Crimſon Velvet, cover'd with 
Silver gilt, and wrought in Philagree Work, in Bran- 
ches of Oak, with Leaves and Acorns. On the Scab- 
bard there are four round Plates of Silver gilt, two of 
them near the Chape, are ename ld Blue, and thereon 
an Gold Characters, Julius II. Pon. Max. N. 

At the Mouth of the Scabbard, oppoſite to the 
Hook, there is a large ſquare Plate of Silver, ena- 
mell'd Purple, in a Cartouch Azure, an Oak Tree, 
eradicate and fructate Or; and above the Cartouch, 
the Papal Enſign, viz. Two Keys in Saltire Adorſee 
(their Bowls tormed like Roſes or Cinquefoils) tyd 
with Trappings, and Taſſels hanging down at each 
Side of che Cartouch, Above the Keys is the Papal 
Tiara, environ'd with three Crowns, and two Labels 
turn d up, adorn'd with, Crofles, 


Next to the Regalia, it is proper to give a Deſcrip- 
tion of the Atchievement of the Sovereigns of Scot- 
land, and of the Reaſons of that Bearing; which, 
according to Sir George Mackenzie, is thus: 


ARMS, 


Or, a Lion rampant, Gules, arm'd and langu'd A- 
aure, within a double Treflure flower'd and counter- 
flower'd with Fleurs-de-lis of the 2d, encircled with 
the Order of Scotland, compos'd of Rue and Thiſtles, 
having the Image of St. Andrew, with his Croſs on 
his Breaſt appendant to it, and this Motto round the 
Image, Nemo me impune laceflit. Above the Shield, 
a Sovereign's Helmet, wich a Mantle Or, fac'd with 
Ermine, adorn'd with an Imperial Crown, beautify'd 
with Croſſes Florec, and Fleurs-de-lis. Surmounted 
en the Top for a Creſt with a Lion Scjant, full Fac'd, 
Gules, crown'd Or ; holding in his dexter Paw a 
naked Sword proper, and in the ſiniſter, a Scepter, 
both 6:6& Supponted by tive * 
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crown*d with Imperial, and gorg'd with open Crowns, 
ro the latter, Chains e d, paſſing between their 
Fore-Legs, and reflexed over their Backs, Or; he on 
the Dexter Side, embracing and bearing up a Banner 
of Cloth of Gold, charg'd with the Royal Arms of 
Scotland; and he on the Siniſter, another Banner - 
Zure, Ccharg'd with St. Andrew's Croſs Argent; both 
ſtanding on a Compartment, from which iſſues two 
Thiſtles, one towards each Side of th' Eſcutcheon ; 
and for rhe Sovercign's Royal Mottoy in a Scroll above 
all, In Defence; and under, in the Table of the 
Compartment, Nemo me impune laceſſit. 

It is agreed by moſt Hiſtorians, that Fergus took 
this Lion for his Arms, (in the Year of the World 
4382, and 330 before Chriſt) when he beat the Picts. 

The double Treſſure flower'd and counterflower'd, 
was added by Charlemain, when he enter'd into a 
League with Achaius King of Scots, to ſignify that | 
the French Lilies ſhould defend and guard the Scottiſh 
Lion; and it is faid by Hopingius, that Charlemain 
adorn'd the Crown of Scotland, (being then Emperor 
as well as King of France) with our Lillies and four 
Croſſes, as a Symbol of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
of the inviolable Fidelity of the Scots. 


The Royal Badges, and ordinary Symbols of the 
Kingdom of Scotland are, a Thiſtle of Gold crown'd, 
the White Croſs of St. Andrew, in a Blue Field- the

HEN the Day came on which the firſt

, held, the Members went to the Houſe 

in great State and Solemnity; and the 

WS Order of the Cavalcade (which the 

SHE call d The Riding of the — 
das thus: 

The Sword, Scepter, and Crown of State, (which 
have already been deſcrib d) were brought from the 
Caftle of Edinburgh to the Palace, in a Coach, car- 
ry'd by three of the ancienteſt Earls bear-hceaded, and 
attended by a Guard, till they brought them to the 
King, or his Commiſſioner; and as the Regalia paſs d 
through che Streets, the People were obliged to un- 
cover. 

When rhe King, or Commiſſioner was ready, the 
Proceſſion began thus | 
„A che Members mounted their Horſes with rich 
Footcloths and Trappings, in the Great Court before 
the Palace, the Burgeſſes two and two, being each al- 
low'd a Lackey ; two Trumpets, and rwo Purſuivants, 
all in their Coats bart-headed, uſhering the Way; and

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they were follow'd by four Door-keepers of the Seſ- 
ſion, or Courts of Juſtice, on Horſeback. Next came 
the Commiſſioners of Shires, two by two, each having 
two Lackeys, and the ſaid Commithoners and the Bur- 
geſſes were allow'd to wear Cloaks ; next to them 
came ſuch of the Officers of State as were not No- 
blemen, and two of the Door-keepers of the Council 
brought up the Rear. 

Next to them rode the Lords two and two in their 
Robes, according to their ſeveral Degrees; next to 
them came four Trumpeters bare- headed two and two; 
four Purſuivants in their Coats two and two; fix He- 
ralds in the ſame Manner; then the Gentleman-Uſher 
bare-hcaded ; next Lion King of Arms bare- headed, 
with his Coat, Robes, and Foor-manrle, and his Bat- 
ton in his Hand; then came the Sword of State, the 
Scepter, and the Crown, carry'd by three of the an- 
cienteſt Nobility, who were bare-headed. On cach 
Side the Revalia, there were three Mace-bcarers with 
their Maces, bare-bcaded ; after them came a Noble- 
man bare-headed, with a Purſe, containing the Lord 
High Commiſhoner's Commiſſion ; laſt of all came the 
Lord High Commiſhoner, with the Dukes on his 
Right Hand, and the Marqueſſes on his Left. When 
the King was preſent, the Maſter ot the Horſe rode 
near, bur a little aſide. Every Duke had eight Lackeys, 
every Marque is fix, every Earl four, every Viſcount 
three, and every Lord three; and every Nobleman 
— a Gentleman to hold up his Train, beſides his

In the Time of Epiſcopacy, the two Archbiſhops 
were allow'd the Equipage of Dukes, and the other 
Biſhoxs thar of Lords, When the King was preſent, 
the Marqueſſes rode after the Earls, the Dukes after 
the Marque ſſes ; then the Lord Chancellor immediate- 
ly before the King, bearing the Great Seal. The No- 
blemens Lackeys had over their Liveries hort Velver 
Coats, with their Badges, Creſts, and Motto's in 
Plate or Embroidery, on their Backs and Breaſts. 

The Great Otficers of State rode up from the Pa- 
lace abont half an Hour before the Cavalcade, in 
their Robes, attended by their Friends on Horſeback, 
and waited in the Parliament Houſe, 
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When the Commiſſioner enter d, the Lord Chan- 
cellor took his on Purſe, and uſher'd him from the 
Bar to the Thronc . When the Ki was. preſents th 
Lord Chancellor rcceiv'd his Majeſty at the- Door 
the Parliament Houſe, and uſher'd him up to the 
Throne. All the Members of Parliament waited on 
the High Commiſſioners or the King, in the Great 
Hall, the Noblemen in their Scarlet Robes,” fac'd 
with Ermine according to their Degree; the Guards 
follow'd the King, or Commiiſioner, and the Street 
was lin'd with the Trained Bands, The Throne was 
raiſed ſix Steps bigh, with a Canopy of State over it; 
on the firſt Step ſat the Lord Chancellor, with. other 
Officers of State on both Sides of him; on the next 
Step ſat oa pa ; on the Right Hand of the Throne 
were two Rows of Benches, upon which the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops formerly fat; in the Middle of 
the Floor were two Tables, one for the Regalia, and 
in two great Chairs by it ſat the Lord High Conſta- 
ble, and the Earl Marſhal; at the other Table far 
the Lord Clerk-Regiſter, wi.h his Deputies the Clerks 
of Parliament; on the Right Side, the Commiſſioners 
for Shires ſat upon Forms, and on the Left rhe Com- 
miſſioners for Boroughs. If the King was preſent, he 
ſpoke to them in his Robes, with the Crown upon his 
Head, and all the Members flood up uncover'd; but 
the Commiſſioner appear'd only in a common wearing 
Suit, and ſtood and ſpoke uncover'd. 

The Members return'd in the ſame Order back to 
the Palace, only the Conſtable and Marſhal rode on 
the Commiſſioner's Right and Left Hand, with Caps 
of Permillion. 

The Lord Chancellor, and Lord Privy-Scal ſtaid 

thind, until all witadrew, and then return'd in the 
ſame Stare to the Palace, as they came from thence ro 
the Parliament-Houſe; and the ſame Order of Riding
